Bulletin  Ho.  1^1-Connecticut 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  th*  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  under  section  8  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and 
Doxestic  Allotment  Act,  payments  will  he  made,  in  connection 
with  the  effectuation  of  the  purposes  of  section  7(a)  of 
said  Act  for  1937,  in  accordance  with  the  following  provisions 
of  this  "bulletin  No.  101  for  Connecticut,  and  such  modifications 
or  other  provisions  as  may  hereafter  he  made. 

The  1937  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  has  been 
developed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sections  8,  15, 
and  16  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act, 
but  the  pa^Tnent  of  any  benefits  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  this  bulletin  is  contingent  upon  such  appr'^priation,  if 
any,  as  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  may  hereafter  make 
for  such  purpose,  and  the  amcunts  of  such  payments  ^lill  "^e 
finally  determined  by  such  appropriation  and  the  extent  of 
participation  in  the  program.     The  ratss  of  payment  and  the 
allowances  herein  set  forth  are  computed  upon  the  basis  of 
an  appropriation  of  $&D0 , 000, 000  and  55  percent  participation 
by  farmers  in  all  regions.     S^J-ch  rates  of  payment  and 
allowances  aay  be  increased  or  decreased,  depending  upon  the 
extent  of  participation,  but  such  variations  will  not  be  in 
excess  of  10  percent. 

PIET  I.    PAYMENT  FOR  SOIL-BUILD  INC  P  PACT  ICES 

Un5.er  tho  1337  Conser-zation  Program,  Connecticut  farmers 
^0  carry  rjt  soil-building  practices  that  they  select  frocj  the 
list  below  will  be  repaid  a  part  of  the  cost.    The  ansount  of 
paO''ment  for  performing  each  practice  is  stated  r±th  the  des- 
cription of  practices  in  this  section. 

Payment  will  be  dependent  upon  the  practice  being  perforaed 
in  accordance  with  the  generally  accepted  standards  of  good 
farming  practice  with  the  use  of  the  kinds  and  quantities  of 
seeds  and  other  materials  which  are  normally  employed  to  obtain 
good  results.    Each  farmer  contemplating  applying  for  payment 
for  carrying  out  any  of  the  soil-building  practices  listed  below 
should  ascertain  in  advance,  from  instructions  issued  through 
his  cotjnty  committee,  whether  the  intended  practice  can  be 
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certified  as  practical  "under  the  local  conditions  applicable  to 
his  farm.     Such  instrictions  vzill  be  applicable  to  particular 
areas  or  farms  and  '.vill  set  forth  which  of  such  practices  are 
•jcc.iomicaiiy  justified  in  such  areas  or  on  such  farms  and  the 
proper  kinds  and  quantities  of  seeds  or  other  materials  or  sub- 
stitutes to  be  used  in  order  properly  to  carry  out  the  practice.  . 

Payment  under  the  1937  Program  will  be  restricted  to  | 
practices  carried  out  before  December  1,  1937. 

If  a  practice  calls  for  the  use  of  specific  materials 
(such  as  limestone)  a  farmer  may  qualify  for  payment  by  sub-  j 
stituting  equivalent  arao^onts  of  any  ether  approved  material  ^vhich  [ 
serves  the  same  purpose. 

Ho  payment  will  be  made  for  a  practice  carried  cut  on 

any  acreage  if  labor,   seed,  or  other  materials  used  in  carrying 

out  the  practice  are  furnished  free  or  paid  for  by  a  State  or  "

The  rate  of  payment  will  "be  dou'bled  for  practices    6    and  7 
ahove  when  carried  out  on  land  normally  devoted  to  commercial  vege- 
ta"'Dles  so  that  the  green-manure  crop  replaces  at  least  one  crop  of 
commercial  vegetables  in  1937. 

T7hen  annual  grains  arc  clipped  green  and  left  rn  land  normally 
devoted  to  commercial  vegetables  from  which  no  crop  is  removed  in  1937, 
and  followed  by  legume  crops  specified  in  practice    7    which  occupy  such 
land  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  1937  growing  season,  such  clipping 
of  the  small  grains  may  be  substituted  for  the  plowing  or  disking  ■'under 
in  practice  (6)  and  such  leaving  of  legume  crops  on  the  land  may  "be  sub- 
stituted for  the  plowing  and  disking  under  in  practice    7  ,  and  the  pro- 
visions of  the  preceding  paragraph  shall  be  applicable. 

Leaving  the  entire  crop  On  the  land  during  the  winter  may  be  sub- 
stituted for  the  plowing  or  disld.ng  under  in  practice    6    or    7     if  the 
crop  is  one  that  is  normally  winter-killed.

12.  Constricting  a  fence  consisting  of  not  less  thoji  three 
strands  of  barbed  wire  with  posts  or  other  suitable  supports 
not  more  than  one  rod  apart,  for  the  purpose  of  excluding 
livestock  from  farm  woodland  previously  used  for  pasture. 

Payment,  20  cents  per  rod.

13.  Developing  and  carrying  out  a  comprehensive  conservation 
program  for  the  farm,     Requirements  for  payment  for  this 
practice  include:     (a)  preparing  in  conference  with  the 
proper  Extension  or  Conservation  representative  a  plari  for 
the  use  and  management  of  crop  and  pasture  lands,  and,  in 
certain  cases,  woodlands;  the  plan  to  be  submitted  as  an 
integral  part  of  a  general  farm  management  plan  for  the  farm, 
covering  a  period  of  three  or  more  years;  (b)  approval  of  the 
plan  by  the  coionty  committee  as  providing  for  satisfactory 
improvement  in  the  economic  use  and  conscr^^ation  of  the  land; 
(c)  submitting  as  background  for  the  plan  a  map  of  the  farm 
prepared  according  to  specifications  prescribed  by  the 

State  corar.ittee;  and  (d)  ma'-cing  such  a  start  in  1937  in 
carrying  out  the  plan  as  is  approved  by  the  county  committee 
as  satisf rctory  evidence  that  it  has  been  seriously  adopted 
as  a  working  program  for  the  farm. 

Payment,     $10.00,  and  also  5  cents 

for  each  acre  of  lajid  mapped; 
the  total  payment,  however, 
respecting  any  farm,  not  to 
exceed  $25.00.

PART  III.     TOBACCO  PROGRAM  FOR  TYPES  ^1  AND  ^2 

Section  1.     Tobacco  Payment .    A  payment  of  U  cents  per 
pound  based  on  the  normal  tobacco  yield  per  acre  vvill  be  paid 
for  each  acre  diverted  in  1937  from  the  I937  tobacco  soil-deplet- 
ing base  established  for  the  farm,  not  in  excess  of  I5  percent 
of  such  base,  provided,  that  such  payment  will  not  be  m.ade  with 
respect  to  an  acreage  greater  than  the  acreage  by  which  the 
acreage  of  soil-conserving  crops  on  the  farm  in  1937  exceeds 
the  soil-conserving  base. 

Section  2.     Tobacco  Soil-Depleting  Base  and  Yield 
The  1937  tobacco  soii-deploting  base  for  any  farm  in  a  county 
shall  be  the  tobacco  soil-depleting  base  which  was  or  could 
have  been  estaolished  for  such  farm  under  the  193 6  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program,  subject  to  any  adjustment  which  will  re- 
sult in  equitable  bases  for  all  farms  in  the  county  for  which 
tobacco  bases  are  established,  taking  into  consideration  pro- 
duction facilities  and  their  use;  provided, 

(a)  The  tobacco  soil-depleting  base  for  any  farm 
shall  not  be  more  than  twice  the  acreage  of 
tobacco  grown  in  1937' 

(b)  The  sum  of  the  tobacco  soil-depleting  bases 
for  the  farms  in  any  county  or  other  specified 
area  shall  not  exceed  an  acreage  for  tobacco 
established  for  such  county  or  other  specified 
area  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 
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(c)    The  weighted  average  of  the  yield  of  tobacco  per 
acre  for  r-11  farms  for  v/hich  1937  tohacco  soil- 
depleting  bases  are  established  in  any  county  or 
other  specified  area  shall  not  exceed  the  average 
yield  cf  tobacco  per  acre  established  for  such 
county  or  other  specified  area  by  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration. 

Section  3*     Deductions  for  an  Acreage  of  Tobacco  in  Excess 
of  the  1937  Tobacco  Soil-Depleting  Ease.     If  the  1337  acreage 
of  tobacco  exceeds  the  153  7  tobacco  soil-depleting  base,  a  de- 
duction will  be  made,  from  any  payment  which  otherwise  would  be 
made  respecting  the  farm,  for  each  acre  of  such  excess  at  the 
rate  of       per  pound  based  on  the  norm.al  tobacco  yield  per  acre. 

PART  IV.    PROVISIONS  AFFECTING  PAYMEl^ITS 

Section  1.    Association  Expenses.    Under  such  rules  as 
the  Secretary  may  prescribe  there  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
payment  to  any  person  with  respect  to  a  farm  or  farms  in  a 
county,  all  or  such  part  as  the  Secretary  may  prescribe,  of 
such  person's  pro  rata  share  of  the  estimated  administrative 
expenses  incurred  and  to  be  incurred  by  the  County  Agricultural 
Conservation  Association  of  the  county  in  v/hich  such  farm  or 
farms  are  located. 

There  shall  be  credited  to  each  County  Agricultural 
Conservation  Association  for  the  payment  of  administrative 
expenses  the  sura  of  $2.00  per  application  for  that  number  of 
applications  submitted  by  members  of  such  association  under 
which  it  is  estimated  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Admin- 
istration the  total  payment  (prior  to  deductions  of  any  admin- 
istrative expenses)  will  be  $20.00  or  less. 

Section  2.     Increase  in  Acreage  of  General  Soil-Depleting 
Crops.     The  Secretary  reserves  the  right  in  the  case  of  any  farm 
which  in  1937  has  an  acreage  of  general  soil-depleting  crops  in 
excess  of  20  acres  to  make  a  deduction  from  any  payment  that  would 
otherwise  be  made  for  such  farm  in  the  amount  of  $12.50  for  each 
acre  by  which  such  1937  ^i-creage  of  general  soil-depleting  crops 
exceeds  the  general  soil-depleting  base  which  can  be  established 
for  such  farm.     If  in    1937  the  Secretary  exercises  the  right 
reserved  herein  to  make  deductions  with  respect  to  such  farms, 
the  procedure  to  be  followed  for  the  establishment  of  bases  shall 
be  in  accordance  with  such  instructions  as  may  be  issued  by  the 
Secretary. 

Section  3-    Applicability  to  Farms  under  Special  Programs. 
The  Secretary  may  designate  one  or  more  counties  or  other  areas 
for  which  special  programs  for  1937  will  be  developed  under  the 
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Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act.     In  the  event  that 
any  such  county  or  other  area  is  designated,   the  allowances, 
rates,  and  conditions  of  payment  for  such  coimty  or  other  area 
will  be  set  forth  in  a  special  bulletin  and  the  provisions  of 
the  State  bulletin  shall  not  be  applicable  in  such  county  or 
other  designated  area. 

On  any  farm  where  a  program  is  carried  out  in  cooperation 
with  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the  Resettlement  Admin- 
istration, payment  will  be  made  only  for  such  diversion  and  for 
carrying  out  such  soil-building  practices  as  are,  prior  to 
performance,  approved  for  the  farm  by  the  county  committee  in 
accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Secretary. 

Section  k.    Payments  Restricted  to  Effectuation  of 
P'orposes .    All  or  any  part  of  any  payment  which  otherwise 
v.'ould  be  made  to  any  person  may  be  withheld  if  any  rotation, 
cropping,  or  other  practice  is  adopted  by  such  person  which 
the  Secretary  determines  tends  to  defeat  the  purpocea  of  the 
1937  Agricultural  Conservation  Prograjn. 

PART  V.     MISCELLM50TJS  PROVISIONS 

Section  1.     In  order  for  a  farmer  to  be  eligible  for 
participation  in  the  1937  Agricultural  Conservation  Program 
he  must  execute  such  forms  and  submit  such  information  as  may 
be  prescribed.     Such  forms  and  information  shall  be  filed  with 
tne  county  committee  within  time  limits  established  by  the  State 
committee  with  the  approval  of  the  Director  of  the  Northeast 
Division. 

Section  2.    Land  to  be  Included  Jnder  an  Application. 
An  application  for  payment  shall  cover  neither  more  nor  less 
than  a  single  farm  as  defined  in  part  VI  of  this  bulletin. 

Section  3-    Application  and  Eligibility  for  Payment. 

(a)  Payment  will  be  made  only  upon  application  on 
the  prescribed  form  filed  with  the  county 
commattee  within  the  time  fixed  by  the  Secretary, 
supported  by  such  information  regarding  farming 
operation  as  may  be  required. 

(b)  An  application  for  payment  may  be  made  by 
any  producer  who  is  entitled  to  receive  all 
or  a  share  of  the  crops  produced  on  the  farm 
in  1937  or  of  the  proceeds  thereof  or  who 
incurs  all  or  any  part  of  the  expenses  of 
soil-building  practices  carried  out  on  the 
farm. 
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(c)     For  the  purpose  of  deterir.ining  the  eligibility 
of  a  producer  for  a  payment  7;here  the  farm 
operated  by  hivr.  includes  land  located  in  two 
or  more  adjoining  counties,  such  farm  shall 
be  regarded  as  located  in  the  co'onty  in  which 
the  principal  dv/elling  on  such  farm  is  located, 
or,   if  there  is  no  dwelling  on  such  farrr;, 
such  farm  shall  be  regarded  as  loc: ted  in  the 
county  in  which  the  major  portion  of  such  farm 
is  locc'ted. 


Section  4.     Division  of  Payments. 

(a)  The  soil-building  payment  with  respect  to  the 
farm  covered  by  an  application  for  payment  shall  be  divided 
among  the  producers  concerned,  in  the  proportion  that  the 
county  committee  determines  that  the  expense  incarred  by  each 
in  carrying  out  the  soil-building  practices  bears  to  the  total 
expense  incurred  by  all  such  producers  in  carrying  out  such 
practices. 

(b)  The  payment  for  diversion  from  the  1337  tobacco 
soil-depleting  base  for  a  farm  covered  by  an  application  for 
payment  shall  be  divided  between  the  producers  concerned  in 
the  proportion  that  eacli  shares  in  tne  tobacco  grov/n  on  that 
farm  or  the  proceeds  thereof. 

(c)  Any  payment  for  a  farm  shall  be  computed 
witho  ,.t  regard  to  questions  of  title  under  State  le,w,  without 
deductions  of  claims  for  advances,  and  without  regard  to  cny 
claim  or  lion  against  the  crop  or  proct;eds  thereof  in  favor 
of  Dxrj  creditor. 

Section  5.    Membership  in  Association.    Any  person

person  means  gji  individual,  partnership,  association,  trust, 
estate,  or  corporation,  ejid  v/herever  applicahle  a  State,  a 
political  subdivision  of  a  Stato,  or  any  agency  thereof,  or 
any  other  governmenta,!  agency  that  may  he  designated  by  the 
Secretary.

The  1937  Agric'jltioral  Conservation  Prograa  has  been 
developed  in  acc«rdance  with  the  provisions  of  sections  S,  15 t 
and  16  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  JLllotment  Act, 
but  the  payment  *f  any  benefits  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  this  bulletin  is  contingent  upon  such  appropriation,  if 
any,  as  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  may  hereafter  make 
for  such  purpose,  and  the  amounts  of  such  pa^Tnents  will  be 
finally  determined  by  such  appropriation  and  the  extent  of 
participation  in  the  program.

Such  instructions 
will  be  applicable  to  particular  areas  or  faims  and  will  set  forth 
which  of  such  practices  are  economically  justified  in  such  areas 
or  on  such  farms  and  the  proper  kinds  and  quantities  of  seeds  or 
other  materials  or  substitutes  to  he  used  in  order  properly  to 
carry  out  the  practice. 

Faj'ment  ^Jind;ir  the  1937  Program  will  be  restricted  to 
practices  carried  out  before  December  1,  1937* 

If  a  practice  calls  for  the  use  of  specific  materials 
(such  as  limestone)  a  farmer  may  qualify  for  payment  by  suh- 
stituting  equivalent  amo''.ints  of  any  other  approved  material  which 
serves  the  same  purpose. 

No  payment  will  be  made  for  a  practice  carried  out  on  any 
acreage  if  lahor,  seed,  or  other  materials  used  in  carrying  out 
the  practice  are  furnished  free  or  paid  for  by  a  State  or  Federal 
Agency. 

A  farmer  may  earn  soil-building  payments  up  to  the  limit 
of  his  soil-building  allowance.     If  the  total  of  the  pajonents  qual 
fied  for  is  larger  than  his  allowance,  he  will  receive  an  amount 
equal  to  his  allowance,  which  shall  he  determined  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  part  II  of  this  bulletin.

PART  III.     EIVERSIOi^T  FAIIJEI'iT

Section  4.    Association  Expenses.    Under  such  rules  as  the 
Secretary  may  prescribe  there  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
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payment  to  any  person  with  respect  to  a  farm  or  farms  in  a 
county  all  or  stich  part  as  the  Secretary  may  prescribe  of  such 
person's  pro  rata  fihare  of  the  estimated  aininistrative  eiqjenses 
incorred  and  to  he  incurred  by  the  County  Agricultural  Consei-vation 
Association  of  the  county  in  which  such  farm  or  farms  are  located. 

There  shall  be  credited  to  each  Coimty  Agricultural  Con- 
servation Association  for  the  payment  of  administrative  expenses 
the  sum  of  $2.00  per  application  for  that  namber  of  applications 
submitted  by  members  of  such  association  under  which  it  is 
estimated  by  the  Agricultioral  Adjustment  Administration  the  total 
payment  (prior  to  deduction  of  any  administrative  expenses)  will 
be  $20.00  or  less. 

Section  5-    Payments  Restricted  to  Effectuation  of  Purposes* 
All  or  any  part  of  any  pajr^ent  which  otherwise  would  be  made  to 
any  person  may  be  withheld  if  ar^  rotation,  cropping,  or  other 
practice  is  adopted  by  such  person,  which  the  Secretary  deter- 
mines tends  to  defeat  the  purposes  of  the  1937  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program. 

Section  6.    Applicability  to  ?ams  under  Special  programs. 
The  Secretary  may  designate  one  or  more  counties  or  other  areas 
for  which  special  programs  for  1937  will  be  developed  under  the 
Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act.    In  the  event  that 
any  such  county  or  other  area  is  designated,  the  alloT7anccs, 
rates,  and  conditions  of  payment  for  such  county  or  other  area 
Trill  be  set  forth  in  a  special  bulletin  and  the  provisions  of 
the  State  bulletin  shall  not  be  applicable  in  such  county  or 
other  designated  area.. 

On  any  farm  where  a  program  is  carried  out  in  cooperation 
with  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the  Resettlement  Administra- 
tion, payment  will  "bo  made  onDy  for  carrying  out  such  soil-building 
practices  as  arc,  prior  to  performance,  approvea  for  the  farm  by 
the  county  committee  in  accoMance  with  instructions  Issued  by 
the  Secretary. 

PART  V.     CLASSIFICATION  OF  lAlID  USE  AND  CHOPS 

Farm  land,  when  devoted  to  crope  and  use;^  indicated  here- 
inafter, shall  be  classified  as  follows,  cxc^^pt  for  .~'jch  additions 
or  modifications  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Secretary. 

Section  1.    Soil-Depleting.    Land  on  which  any  of  the 
following  crops  are  grown  shall,  except  as  provided  in  section  3 
below,  be  regarded  as  dovot^-^d  to  the  production  of  soil-depleting 
crops  for  the  year  in  which  such  crops  are  normally  hal"vested. 
In  establishing  soil-depleting  bases  and  in  checking  performance, 
the  acreage  of  land  which  is  devoted  to  two  or  more  soil-depleting 
crops  shall  bo  counted  only  once. 
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(a)    Corn  (field  corn,  or  popcorn)  except  sowed 
corn  plov;ed  \mdcr. 

("b)  Potatoes. 

(c)  Truck  and  veg-etatlc  crops,  including  s'.veet 
corn,  :aeloi-s,  and  straw'oerries. 

(d)  Grain  corglnmis,  sweet  sorghums,  Italian  rye- 
grass, millets,  and  Sudan  grass,  if  harvested 
for  grain,  hay,  or  forage. 

(e)  Snail  grains  -  wheat,  oats,  barley,  rye, 
■buclcjvheat ,  and  grain  mixtures,  for  grain 
or  hay. 

(f)  Bulhs  and  flowers. 

(g)  Aniiual  leguiaes  (soyheans,   covv'p'^as,  field  peas, 
field  teans)  harvested  for  grain  or  hay, 

(h)  Rape,  except  v/hen  plov/ed  or  disked  under. 


Section  2.     Soil-Conserving.    Land  devoted  to  any  of  the 
following  crops  shall  he  regarded  as  used  for  the  production  of 
a  soil-consorving  crop  except  that  any  land  from  v/hich  a  soil- 
depleting  crop  is  harvested  in  the  same  year  shall  ho  regarded 
as  having  he'^n  used  for  the  production  of  a  soil-depleting  crop 
in  such  year,  except  as  provided  in  section  3  he low. 

If  two  ir  more  soil-conserving  crops  are  grown  on  the 
sa-Tie  land  during  any  year  the  acreage  of  such  land  counted  as 
soil-conserving  shall  not  exceed  the  acreage  on  which  such  crops 
are  grown. 

(a)  Sweet,  medi'or',  red,  alsiko,  and  mammoth  red 
clover,  alfalfa,  and  ^hite  clover. 

(b)  Vetch,  ft'inter  peas,  box  or  crimron  clover, 
amiiial  varieties  of  lespodeza,  and  crotalaria. 

(c)  6oy'b€WB';«,  wlvat  boaiiq,  and  cowpeas,  tsjtcept 

when  harvested  for  grain  or  hay. 

(dV  Sudan  grass,  millet,  Italian  ryegrass,  and 
sorghnjiis,  not  harvested  for  grain,  hay,  or 
forage. 

(e)     Sowed  corn  and  rape  when  plowed  or  disked 
under. 
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(f)  Eluegrass,  redtop,  timothy,  orcliard  grass, 
Bermuda,  carpet  gras''-,  and  mixtures  of  any 
of  these. 

(g)  Rye,  oats,  barley,  '.vheat,  buckwheat,  and 
grain  mixtures,  not  cut  for  grain  or  hay; 
provided,  a  good  growth  is  left  on  the  land 
or  plowed  under. 

(h)  forest  trees  planted  on  crop  land. 


Section  3'     Soil-Conserving  Crops  G-rown  on  Land  Used  for 
the  Production  of  a  Soil-Depleting  Crop.    Land  devoted  to  any  of 
the  combinations  of  soil-depleting  and  soil-conserving  crops 
listed  below  shall,  in  addition  to  being  regarded  as  being  used 
for  the  production  of  a  soil-depleting  crop,  also  be  regarded  as 
being  used  for  the  production  of  a  soil-conserving  crop  as  follows: 


(a)  All  the  land  from  which  a  soil-depleting  crop  is 
harvested  in  1937  and  followed  by  leg^'omcs  (classified 
in  section  2  above  as  soil-conserving)  or  perennial 
grasses  (whether  seeded  in  or  following  such  crop) 
shall,  in  addition  to  being  classified  as  soil- 
depleting,  be  classified  as  soil-conserving.

(d)  Waste  land,  roads,  lanes,  lots,  yards,  and  other  similar 
non-crop  land. 

(e)  Woodland  other  than  crop  land  planted  to  forest  trees. 
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VI.  £STii3LISHiviSI\T  OF  BASZS 

Section  1.     Soil-Depleting:  Eases.    The  county  committee  v/ill 
recoraaend  for  aT^jroval  by  the  Sec  etary  a  general  soil-depleting 
base  for  every  farm  in  diversion  areas  which  shall  represent  the 
acreage  normally  used  for  the  production  of  general  soil-depleting 
crops  on  such  farms.    There  will  also  "be  recouir.ended  for  approval 
a  productivity  index  or  rate  per  acre  for  the  general  soil-depleting 
ba^e  for  each  farm. 

( £•)     Farms  for  which  bases  were  established  under  the  193 5 
Agricultural  Conservation  Program.     The  general  soil-depleting  bases 
established  f  or  farms  ^onder  the  1936  Agricultural  Conservation  Pro- 
gram shall  ce  the  soil-depleting  bases  for  r,ucii  fo.rms  in  1937  with 
adjustments  as  provided  in  subsection  (d)  of  this  section  1, 

(b)  Farrris  for  which  no  bases  y/ere  established  in  1956.  The 
farms  for  which  no  bases  were  established  under  txie  1936  Agriculi:ural

V/here  the  number  of  a.cres 
of  crops  in  the  general  soil-depleting  base,  harvested  in  1935,  or 
ejiy  ba,ses  previously  esta-blished,  was  greater  or  less  than  such 
crops  usually  he.rvested  on  the  farm,  the  base  shall  be  increased 
or  decreased  so  as  to  be  compa.rable  to  the  base  of  such  crops 
under  norma.!  conditions.

payment  with  respect  to  such  crops,  the  base  shall  be  adjusted 
by  the  county  ccmmittee  so  as  to  represent  the  noral  plantings 
on  the  farm  and  so  as  to  be  equitable  as  compared  with  other  farms 
in  the  locality.

Person  means  an  individual,  pa,rtnership ,  associs.tion, 
trust,  estate,  or  corporation,  and  ^7hereve^  applicalile, 
a  State,  a  political  subdivision  of  a  State,  or  any  agency 
thereof  or  any  other  governmental  agency  that  may  he 
designated  hy  the  Secretary.

Parm  means  all  land  in  a  county  which  in  1937  is  under  the 
operating  control  of  one  person  by  reason  of  ownership, 
lease,  or  otherwise;  provided,  that  a  tract  of  land  shall 
not  be  considered  all  or  part  of  a  fe-rra  unless  the  county 
committee  finds,  from  a  consideration  of  such  factors  cm

P^jonent  will  be  dependent  upon  the  practice  being 
performed  in  accordance  with  the  generally  accepted  standards 
of  good  farming  practice  with  the  use  of  the  kinds  and  quan- 
tities of  seeds  and  other  materials  which  are  normally 
employed  to  obtain  good  results.

$2.00  for  each  acre  of  crop  land  on  v/hich  tno  or  more 
crops  of  commerci?J.  vegetables  Yjere  groun  on  the  same 
acreage  in  1936 . 

(d)  I-Ton-crop  pasture  land.  $.40  for  each  acre  of  fenced 
non-crop  open  pasture  land  in  excess  of  one-half  of 
the  numher  of  acres  of  crop  land  on  the  farm. 

Section  2.    The  soil -building  allov.'ance  for  any  farm  having  a 
tobacco  soil-depleting  base  of  more  than  five  acres  aiad  for  any  farm 
having  a  tobacco  soil-depleting  base  of  five  acres  or  less  uith  respect 
to  -jhich  an  application  is  made  for  a  tobacco  diversion  payment,  shall 
be  the  s^m  of  such  of  the  follov/ing  items  as  are  applicable  to  such  farm, 
but  shall  not  be  less  than  $10.00  for  any  such  farm. 

(a)  Crop  land.    $1.00  for  each  acre  of  crop  land  represented

PAST  III.     TABACC^  PROGRAiM  FOR  TYPES  51  AllD  52 


Section  1.    Tobacco  Paym.ent.  A  payment  of  4  cents  per  pound 
based  on  the  normal  tobacco  yield  per  acre  vjill  be  paid  for  each  acre 
diverted  in  1937  from  the  1937  tobacco  soil-depleting  base  established 
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for  the  farm,  not  in  excess  of  15  percent  of  sucli  "base,  provided,  that 
such  payment  v/ill  not  "be  made  v/ith  respect  to  an  a.crea^e  greater  than 
the  acreage  by  v^ich  the  acreage  of  soil-conserving  crops  on  the  farm 
in  1937  exceeds  the  soil-conserving  "base. 

Section  2.    Tohacco  Soil-Depleting;  Base  ar.d  Yield.     The  1937 
tobacco  soil-depleting  base  for  any  farm  in  a  county  shall  be  the 
tobacco  soil-depleting  base  diich  tt'^.s  or  could  have  been  established 
for  such  farna  under  the  1935  Agricultural  Conservation  Prograjn,  subject 
to  any  adjustment  viiich  uill  result  in  equitable  bases  for  all  farms 
in  the  cc-mty  for  v^iich  tobacco  bases  are  established,  talcing  into 
consideration  production  facilities  and  their  use;  provided  - 

(a)  The  tobacco  soil-depleting  base  for  any  farm  shall  not 
be  more  than  trrice  the  acreage  of  tobacco  grovm  in  1937. 

(b)  The  sum  of  the  tobacco  soil-depleting  bases  for  the  farms 
in  any  county  or  other  specified  area  shall  not  exceed 
an  acreage  for  tobacco  established  for  such  county  or 
other  specified  area  by  the  j^ricultural  Adjustment 
Administration, 

(c)  The  '.-'eighted  average  of  the  yield  of  tobacco  per  acre  for 
all  farms  for  which  1937  tobacco  soil-depleting  bases  are 
established  -in  any  county  or  other  specified  area  shall 
not  exceed  the  average  yield  of  tobacco  per  acre  estab- 
lished for  such  county  or  other  specified  area  by  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

Section  3.    Deductions  for  an  Acreage  of  Tobacco  in  Excess  of 
the  1937  Tobacco  Soil-Depleting  Base .     If  the  1937  acreage  of  tobacco 
exceeds  the  1937  tobacco  soil-depleting  base,  a  deduction  will  be 
made,  from  any  p  ayment  vrhich  otherwise  would  be  made  respecting  the 
farm,  for  each  acre  of  such  excess  at  the  rate  of  4^  per  pound  based 
on  the  normal  tobacco  yield  per  acre. 

PART  IV.    PROVISIOlsTS  AFFSCTIITG  PAYI'^^TTS 

Section  1.    Association  Ex^^enses.     Under  such  rules  as 
the  Secretary  may  prescribe  there  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
pajTuent  to  any  person  with  respect  to  a  farm  or  farms  in  a 
county,  all  or  such  part  as  the  Secretary  may  prescribe,  of 
such  person's  pro  rata  share  of  the  estimated  acjainistrativc 
expenses  incurred  and  to  be  incurred  by  the  County  Ji^ricultural 
Conservation  Association  of  the  county  in  which  such  farmer  farms 
are  located. 

There  shall  be  credited  to  each  County  Agricultural 
Conservation  Association  for  the  payment  of  administrative 
exrienses  the  sura  of  $2.00  per  application  for  the  number  of 
stpplications  submitted  by  members  of  such  p.ssociation  under 
which  it  is  estimated  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Admin- 
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istration  the  total  pa;^merxt  (prior  to  deduction  of  any  actein- 
istrr.tive  expenses)  will  "be  $20.00  or  less. 

Section  2.     Increase  in  Acreage  of  C-eneral  Soil-Depleting 
Crops.     The  secretary  reserves  the  ri~ht  in  the  case  of  any  farm 
which  in  1937  has  an  acreage  of  general  soil-depleting  crops  in 
excess  of  20  acres  to  make  a  deduction  from  any  payment  that 
would  otherwise  be  made  for  such  farm  in  the  amount  of  $12.50 
for  each  acre  by  which  s^ach  1937  acreage  of  general  soil-depleting 
crops  exceeds  the  general  soil-depleting  base  v/hich  c&ii  be  estab- 
lished for  such  farm.     If  in  1937  the  Secretary  exercises  the 
right  reserved  herein  to  make  deductions  with  respect  to  such  farm.s, 
the  procedure  to  be  followed  for  the  establishment  of  bases  shall 
be  in  accordance  with  s^ach  instmctions  as  may  be  issued  by  the 
Secretary. 

Section  3.    Applicability  to  Earms  under  Special  Programs. 
The  Secretary  may  designate  one  or  more  counties  or  other  areas 
for  which  special  programs  for  1937  will  be  dsveloped  under  the 
Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act.     In  the  event  that 
any  such  county  or  other  area  is  designated,  the  allowances, 
rates,  and  conditions  of  pajTnent  for  such  county  or  other  area 
will  be  set  forth  in  a  special  bulletin  and  the  provisions  of  . 
the  State  bulletin  shjill  not  be  applicable  in  such  county  or 
other  designated  area. 

On  any  farm  where  a  program  is  carried  out  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the  Resettlement 
Administration,  payment  vdll  be  m.ade  only  for  such  diversion 
and  for  carrying  out  such  soil-building  practices  as  are,  prior 
to  performance,  approved  for  the  fam  by  the  county  com.mittee 
in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Secretary. 

Section  4.     Payments  Restricted  to  Sffectuation  of 
Purposes .    All  or  any  part  of  any  payment  which  otherwise 
would  be  m.ade  to  any  person  may  be  withheld  if  any  rotation, 
cropping,  or  other  practice  is  adopted  by  such  person  which 
the  Secretary  determines  tends  to  defeat  the  p^jn-poses  of  the 
1937  Agricultxiral  Conservation  Program. 

PART  7.    MI  SCELLAITZOUS  PROH  SI  PITS 

Section  1.     In  order  for  a  farmer  to  be  eligible  for 
participation  in  the  1937  Agricultural  Conservation  Program 
he  must  execute  such  forms  and  submit  such  informetion  as  may 
be  prescribed.    Such  forms  and  inform.ation  shall  be  filed  with 
the  county  committee  v/ithin  time  limits  establislied  by  the 
state  commdttee  vdth  the  approval  of  the  Director  of  the 
Northeast  Division. 

Section  2.  Land  to  be  Included  Under  an  Application. 
An  application  for  payment  shall  cover  neither  more  nor  less 
than  a  single  farm  as  defined  in  part  VI  of  this  bulletin. 


Section  3.    Application  and  EligiMlity  for  Tayment. 


(a)  Payment  will  "oe  made  only  upon  application  on 
the  prescribed  form  filed  v/ith  the  county 
committee  within  the  time  fixed  by  the  Secretary, 
supported  by  such  information  regarding  farming 
operation  as  may  be  required. 

(b)  An  application  for  payment  may  be  made  by  any 
prodacer  who  is  entitled  to  receive  all  or  a 
share  of  the  crops  produced  on  the  farm  in 
1937  or  of  the  proceeds  thereof  or  who  incurs 
all  or  any  part  of  the  expenses  of  soil-building 
practices  carried  out  on  the  farm. 

(c)  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  eligibility 
of  a  producer  for  a  payment  where  the  farm 
operated  by  him  includes  land  located  in  two 
or  more  adjoining  counties,  such  farm  shall 

be  regarded  as  located  in  the  coiinty  in  which 
the  principal  dwelling  on  such  f^rm  is  located, 
or,  if  there  is  no  dv/elling  on  Guch  farm, 
such  farm  shall  be  regarded  as  located  in  the 
county  in  which  the  major  portion  of  such  farm 
is  located. 

Section  4.     Division  of  Fa^TPents. 

(a)  The  soil-building  payment  with  respect  to  the 
farm  covered  by  an  application  for  payment  shall  be  divided 
among  the  producers  concerned,  in  the  proportion  that  the 
county  committee  determines  that  the  expense  incurred  by  each 
in  carrying  out  the  soil-building  practices  bears  to  the  total 
expense  incurred  by  all  such  producers  in  carrying  out  such 
practices. 

(b)  The  payment  for  diversion  from  the  1937  tobacco 
soil-depleting  base  for  a  farm  covered  by  an  application  for 
payment  shall  be  divided  between  the  producers  concerned  in 
the  proportion  that  ea,ch  shares  in  the  tobacco  grown  on  that 
farm  or  the  proceeds  thereof. 

(c)  Any  payment  for  a  farm  shall  be  computed  with- 
out regard  to  questions  of  title  under  State  law,  v/ithout 
deductions  of  claims  for  advances,  and  without  regard  to  any 
claim  or  lien  against  the  crop  or  proceeds  thereof  in  favor  of 
any  creditor. 

Section  5.    Membership  in  Association.     Any  person 
having  an  interest  in  the  crops  or  the  proceeds  thereof 
produced  on  any  farm  in  the  county  in  1937  shall  become  a 
member  of  the  County  Agricultural  Conservation  Association  of 
the  county  whenever  any  form  or  information  required  in  con- 
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necticn  with  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Frogran  for  1937 
is  submitted  for  such  farm,  or  whenever  in  1937  he  attends  a 
meeting  called  for  the  purpose  of  electing  committeemen.  Any 
person  shall  cease  tn  be  a  member  of  the  association  if  in 
1937  an  application  for  payment  is  not  filed  by  hira  within 
the  time  specified  by  the  Secretary  for  the  filing  of 
applications . 

Section  6.    Limit s .     The  sum  of  the  commercial  fruit 
acreages,  the  commercial  vegetable  acreages,  the  commercial 
double-cropped  vegetable  acreages,  the  acreages  of  non-crop 
open  pasture  land,  and  the  acreages  of  total  crop  land,  re- 
spectively, established  for  farm.s  in  any  county  or  ether 
specified  area,  shall  not  exceed  the  acreage  of  such  crops 
and  uses  which  the  Agri ailtiiral  Adjustment  Adjnini stration 
may  establish  for  such  county  or  other  specified  area. 

PAST  VI.  rZFINITIONS 

As  used  herein  and  in  all  fcrm.s  and  documents  relating 
to  the  1937  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  in  the  Northeast 
Region,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  follorang  meanings: 

Secretary  means  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  the 
United  States. 

Northeast  Region  means  the  area  included  in  the  States 
of  Maine,  Ylex;  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Mas?achusetts,  PJiode 
Island,  Connecticut,  Hew  York,  New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania. 

Northeast  Division  means  the  division  of  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration  in  charge  of  the  1957  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program  in  the  Northeast  Region. 

State  Agricultural  Conservation  CoimTiittee  or  State  Committee 
means  the  group  of  persons  designated  to  assist  in  the 
administration  of  the  1937  Agricultural  Conservation 
Program  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 

County  Agricultural  Conservation  Committee  or  County  Committee 
means  the  group  of  persons  designated  to  assist  in  the  admin- 
istration of  the  1937  Agricultural  Conservation  Irogram  in  the 
county. 

Person  means  an  individual,  partnership,  association,  trust, 
estate,  or  corporation,  and  wherever  applicable  a  State, 
a  political  subdivision  of  a  State,  or  any  agency  thereof, 
or  any  other  governmental  agency  that  may  be  designated  by 
the  Secretary. 

Producer  m.eans  any  person  who  is  entitled  to  receive  all  or 
a  portion  of  the  crops  produced  on  any  farm  or  the  proceeds 
thereof  . 


» 
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Farm  mpans  all  land  in  a  county  (or  regarded  as  being  in  a 
county)  which  in  1937  is  under  the  operating  control  of 
one  person  "by  reason  of  07mer?hip,  leasp,  or  otherwise: 
provided,  that  s  tract  of  land  shall  not  be  considered  all 
or  part  of  a  farm  unless  the  county  committee  finds,  from 
a  consideration  of  such  factors  as  size  of  unit,  amount  of 
labor  applied,  nature  of  farming  operations,  and  practices 
carried  out,  that  the  participation  of  s'ach  land  in  the 
1937  Agricultural  Conservation  Trogram  would  tend  to  promote 
the  purposes  of  the  Act  through  the  economic  use  and  con- 
servation of  the  land  and  through  the  preservation  and 
improvement  of  its  fertility  for  agri. cultural  purposes. 


Crop  land  is  farm  land  which  is  tillable  and  on  which  at 
least  one  crop  other  than  wild  hay  was  harvested  or  planted 
for  harvest  between  January  1,  1930,  and  January  1,  1937, 
and  any  other  farm  land  devoted  on  January  1,  1937,  to 
fruit  orchards,  vineyards,  or  cultivated  bush  fruits  other 
than  those  abandoned. 


Soil-Conserving  Land  Use  and  Crops. 

(1)    Land  devoted  to  any  of  the  followin";  crops  shall  be 
regarded  as  used  for  the  production  of  soil'-conserving  crops 
except  that  any  land  from  which  any  crop,  other  than  a  soil- 
conserving  crop  is  harvested  in  the  same  year  shall  not  be 
regarded  as  having  been  used  for  the  production  of  a  soil- 
conserving  crop  in  such  year,  except  as  provided  in  (2)  below. 

If  two  or  more  soil-conserving  crops  are  grown  on  the 
same  land  during  any  year  the  acreage  of  such  land  counted  as 
soil-conservirg  shall  not  exceed  the  acreage  on  which  such  crops 
are  grown. 


(a)  Sweet,  medium  red,  alslke,  and  mammoth  red 
clover,  alfalfa,  and  white  clover. 

(b)  Vetch,  v/inter  peas,  bur  or  crimson  clover, 
annual  varieties  of  lespedeza,  and  crotalaria. 

(c)  Soybeans,  velvet  beans,  and  cowpeas,  except 
when  harvested  for  grain  or  hay.

Any  person  hav- 
ing an  interest  in  the  croj^s  or  the  proceeds  thereof  produced 
on  any  fi  rrn  in  the  county  in  1937  snail  oecome  a  member  of  the 
County  A§:ri cultural  Conservation  Association  of  the  county 
whenever  any  form  or  information  required  in  connection  with 
the  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  for  1937  is  submitted 
for  such  farm,  or  whenever  in  1937  he  attends  a  meeting  called 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  committeemen.

(1)  The  difference  between  the  sum  of  (a)  the  tobacco  soil-

$2.00  for  each  acre  of  crop  land  on  which  two  or  more  crops  of 
commercial  vegetables  were  grown  on  the  same  acreage  in  1336. 

(d)  Hon-crop  pasture  land.     $.40  for  each  acre  of  fenced  non-crop 
open  pasture  land  in  excess  of  one-half  of  the  nur;jber  of  acreg 
of  crop  land  on  the  farm. 

PART  II,     TOBACCO  PROG-RAiX  FOR  TY?ES  51  A^TD  52 

Section  1.     Tobacco  Payment .    A  payment  of  4  cents  per  pound  based 
on  the  normal  tobacco  yield  per  acre  will  be  paid  for  each  acre  diverted 
in  1937  from  the  1937  tobacco  soil-depleting  base  established  for  the  farm, 
not  in  excess  of  15  percent  of  such  base,  provided  that  such  payment  will 
not  be  made  with  respect  to  an  acreage  greater  tha:i  the  number  of  acres  by 
which  the  acreage  of  soil-cons iirving  crops  on  the  farm  in  1937  exceeds  the 
soil-ccnsorving  base.

their  use;  provided, 
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(a)  The  tobacco  soil-deple ting  "base  for  any  farm  shall  not  be 
more  than  tTdce  the  acreage  of  tobacco  growi  in  1937. 

(b)  The  s-o.-n  of  the  tobacco  soil-dej  le  ting  bases  for  the  farns  in 
any  county  or  other  specified  area  shall  not  exceed  an  acreage 
for  tobacco  established  for  such  county  or  other  specified  area 
by  the  Agricultural  Adjustr.ent  Administration. 

(c)  The  vreighted  average  of  the  yield  of  tobacco  per  acre  for  all 
farms  for  which  1937  tobacco  soil-depleting  bases  are  established 
in  any  county  or  other  specified  area  shall  not  exceed  the 
average  yield  of  tobacco  per  acre  established  for  such  county 

or  other  specified  area  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Ad'ninis- 
t rat ion. 

Section  5.     Deductions  for  nn  Acreage  of  Tobacco  in  Excess  of  the 
1937  Tobacco  Soil-Do-pleting  Base.     If  the  1937  acreage  of  tobacco  exceeds 
the  1937  tobacco  soil-depleting  base,  a  deduction  will  be  nade,  from  any 
payment  which  otherr/isc  v/ould  be  made  respecting  the  farm,  for  each  acre 
of  such  excess  at  the  rate  of  4^  per  pc"and  based  on  the  normal  tobacco 
yield  per  acre. 

PART  III.    MISCELIAj^^EOUS  PROVISIONS 
Section  1.     Division  of  Payments. 

(a)  The  payment  for  diversion  from  the  1937  tobacco  soil-depleting 
base  for  a  farm  covered  by  an  application  for  payment  shall  be 
divided  between  the  producers  concerned  in  the  proportion  that 
each  shares  in  the  tobacco  grown  on  that  farm  or  the  proceeds 
thereof.

(3)  Soybeans,  velvet  beans,  and  covjpeas,  except  vzhen  harvested 
for  grain  or  hay. 

(4)  Sudan  grass,  nillet,  Italian  ryegrass,  and  sorghms,  not 
harvested  for  grain,  hay,  or  forage. 

(5)  Sowed  corn  and  rape  when  plowed  or  disked  under. 

(6)  Bluegrass,   redtop,  timothy,  orchard  grass,  Benr.uda, 
carpet  grass,  and  mixtures  of  any  of  these. 

(7)  Rye,  oats,  "barley,  wheat,  buckwheat  and  grain  mixtures, 
not  cut  for  grain  or  hay;  provided  a  good  growth  is  left 
on  the  land  or  plowed  under. 

(8)  Forest  trees  planted  on  crop  land. 

(b)     Land  devoted  to  any  of  the  combinations  of  soil-conserving  and 
other  than  soil-conserving  crops  listed  below  shall  be  regarded 
as  used  for  the  production  of  a  soil-conserving  crop. 

(1)  All  the  land  from  viiich  a  crop  other  than  soil-conserving 
is  harvested  in  1937  and  followed  by  leg^omes  (classified 
in  (a)  above  as  soil-conserving)  or  perennial  grasses 
(whether  seeded  in  or  following  such  crop)   shall  bo 
classified  as  soil-conserving. 

(2)  All  the  land  on  which  green-r.anure  crops  are  seeded  fol- 
lowing commercial  vegetables  and  plowed  under  as  green 
manure  after  having  attained  at  least  a  12-inch  or  2 
months'  growth  shall  be  classified  as  soil-conserving. 

PART  V.  DEFDIITIONS 

As  used  herein,  and  in  all  forms  and  documents  relating  to  tho  1937 
Agricultural  Conservation  Program  in  the  ITortheast  Region,  the  tern  - 

Soil- Con  serving  Base  means  the  acreage  represe/.ted  by  the  difference 
botv/een  the  total  crop  land  (excluding  commercial  orchards,  vine- 
yards and  bush  fruits,  and  idle  land)  and  the  sum  of  the  1937  tobacco 
soil-depleting  base  and  the  1936  general  soil-depleting  base 
established  for  the  farm  or  which  could  have  been  established  under 
the  1936  Agricultural  Conservation  Program. 
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Tobacco  Diversion  Payment  means  a  payment  for  a  diversion  from  the 
1937  tobacco  soil-depleting  base. 

Tobacco  Soi] -Depleting  Base  means  the  n'umber  of  acres  established 
for  the  farm  as  the  acrea.59  normally  used  for  the  production  of 
types  51  and  52  tobacco.

The  1937  Agricultural  Conservation  program  has  been  developed  in 
accordance  v/ith  the  provisions  of  sections  8,  15,  and  16  of  the  Soil  Conser- 
vation ajid  Domestic  Allotment  Act,  but  the  payment  of  any  benefits  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  this  bulletin  is  contint^ent  upon  such  appropriation,  if 
any,  as  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  may  hereafter  make  for  such  purpose 
and  the  amounts  of  such  payments  v/ill  be  finally  determined  by  such  appropri- 
ation e.nd  the  extent  of  participation  in  the  program.     The  rates  of  payment 
and  the  allowances  herein  set  forth  are  computed  upon  the  basis  of  aji  ap- 
propriation of  $500,000,000  and  85  percent  participation  by  farmers  in  all 
regions.

Under  the  1937  Conservation  Program,  New  Jersey  farmers  who  carry  out 
soil-buildin^;  practices  that  they  select  from  the  list  below  will  be  repaid 
a  part  of  the  cost.     The  amoiint  of  payment  for  performing  each  practice  is 
stated  with  the  description  of  practices  in  this  section. 

Payment  will  be  dependent  upon  the  practice  being  performed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  generally  accepted  standards  of  good  farming  practice  with 
the  use  of  the  kinds  and  quantities  of  seeds  and  other  materials  wnich  are 
normally  employed  to  obtain  good  results.     Sach  farmer  contemplating  applying 
for  payment  for  carrying  out  any  of  the  soil-building  practices  listed  belov/ 
should  a,scerta.in  in  advance,  from  instructions  issued  through  his  county  com- 
mittee, vv'hether  the  intended  practice  caji  be  certified  as  practical  under  the 
local  conditions  applicable  to  his  farm.     Such  instructions  v/ill  be  applica,bl 
to  particular  areas  or  farms  and  will  set  forth  which  of  such  practices  are 
economically  justified  in  such  areas  or  on  such  farms  ejad.  the  proper  kinds 
and  quantities  of  seeds  or  other  materials  or  substitutes  to  be  used  in  order 
properly  to  carry  out  the  praxtice. 
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Payment  under  the  1937  program  will  be  restricted  to  practices 
carried  out  before  December  1,  1937. 

If  £.  practice  calls  for  the  use  of  specific  .materials  (such  as  line- 
stone)  a  fe,nrier  may  Qualify  for  pe^joaent  by  substituting  equivalent  amounts 
of  any  other  approved  material  which  serves  the  same  purpose. 

Uo  payment  will  be  made  for  a  practice  carried  out  on  any  acreage  if 
Ic.bor,  seed,  or  other  materials  usad  in  carrying  out  the  practice  are  fur- 
nished free  or  paid  for  by  a  State  or  Pederal  Agency. 

A  farmer  mey  earn  soil-building  pa^yments  up  to  the  limit  of  his  soil- 
building  allowance.

depleting  crops  exceeds  the  general  soil-deploting  base  which  can  be  estab- 
lished for  such  farm.

Section  3.    Applicability  to  Farms  unday.  Special  Programs.     The  Secretary 
may  designate  one  or  more  counties  or  other  ar«es  for  which  special  programs 
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for  1957  v/ill  "be  developed  under  the  Soil  Conservation  end.  Domestic  Allotment 
Act.     In  tlie  event  tiiat  any  such  co'unty  or  other  area  is  designs.ted,  the  al- 
lov/aiices,  rates,  and  conditions  of  payment  for  such  county  or  other  area  will 
he  set  forth  in  a  special  hulletin  and  the  provisions  of  the  State  bulletin 
shall  not  he  applicatle  in  such  county  or  other  designated  a,rea. 

On  r.ny  farm  where  a  prograjn  is  carried  out  in  coopera.tion  with  the

(a)  Payment  will  be  made  only  upon  application  on  the  prescribed 
form,  filed  v/ith  the  county  committee  within  the  time  fi:ced 
by  the  Secretary,  supported  by  such  information  regarding 
farming  operation  as  may  be  required. 

(b)  An  application  for  payment  may  be  made  by  any  producer  who-  is 
entitled  to  receive  all  or  a,  she.re  of  the  crops  produced  on 
the  fexm  in  1937  or  of  the  proceeds  thereof  or  who  incurs  all 
or  any  part  of  the  expense  of  soil-building  practices  caxried 
out  on  the  farm. 

(c)  Por  the  purpose  of  determining  the  eligibility  of  a  producer 
for  a  payment  where  the  farm  operated  by  him  includes  lend 
located  in  two  or  more  a.djoining  counties,  such  farm  shall  be 
regarded  as  loce,ted  in  the  county  in  which  the  principal 
dwelling  on  such  fa.rm  is  located,  or,  if  there  is  no  dwelling 
on  such  farm,  such  farm  shall  be  regarded  as  located  in  the 
county  in  v/iiich  the  major  portion  of  such  farm  is  located. 
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Section  4.    Division  of  P&yTierts. 

(a)  The  soil-tuilding  payment  with  respect  to  the  fai'm  covered 
"by  eji  application  for  pe.yinent  shall  lie  divided  c?inong  the  producers  concerned, 
in  the  proportion  that  the  county  committee  determines  that  the  expense  in- 
curred by  eacn  in  carrying  out  the  soil-huilding  practices  bears  to  the  total 
ex5)ense  incurred  by  all  such  producers  in  carrying  out  such  practices. 

(b)  Any  payment  for  a  farm  shall  be  computed  without  regard  to 
questions  of  title  under  State  law,  without  deductions  of  claims  for  advances, 
and  without  regard  to  any  claim  or  lien  against  the  crop  or  proceeds  thereof 
in  favor  of  any  creditor. 

Section  5.    Lemberuhip  in  Association.    Any  person  ha.ving  an  interest 
in  the  crops  or  the  proceeds  thereof  produced  on  any  farm  in  the  county  in 
1937  shall  become  a  member  of  the  County  Agricultural  Conservation  Association 
of  the  county  whenever  any  form  or  information  required  in  connection  with  the 
Agricultural  Conservation  Program  for  1937  is  submitted  for  such  fa.rm,  or 
whenever  in  1937  he  attends  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  of  electing  com- 
mitteemen.   Any  person  shiidl  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  association  if  in 
1937  SJi  application  for  payment  is  not  filed  by  him  within  the  time  specified 
by  the  becretary  for  the  filing  of  applications. 

Section  6.    Limits.     The  sum  of  the  commercial  frait  acreages,  the 
commercial  vegetable  acreages,  the  commercial  doublecropped  vegetable  acreages, 
the  acreages  of  non-crop  open  pasture  le.nd,  and  the  acreages  of  total  crop 
land,  res^^ectively,  established  for  farms  in  any  county  or  other  specified  area, 
shall  not  exceed  the  a,cree,ge  of  such  crops  and  uses  which  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration  may  establish  for  such  co\inty  or  other  specified 
area.

State  Agricultural  Conservation  Committee  or  State  Committee  means  the 
group  of  persons  designated  to  assist  in  the  administration  of  the  1937 
Agricultural  Conservation  Program  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

County  Agricultural  Conservation  Committee  or  County  Committee  means 
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the  group  of  persons  designated  to  assist  in  the  administration  of  the 
1S37  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  in  the  county. 

person  means  an  individual,  partnership,  association,  tr\ist,  estate,  or 
corporation,  and  wherever  applicable ,  a  State,  a  politicaJ.  suodivision 
of  a  State,  or  any  agency  thereof  or  any  other  Governr.ental  agency  tl:iat 
may  te  designated  by  the  Secretary. 

producer  means  ajiy  person  v/ho  is  entitled  to  receive  all  or  a  portion  of 
the  crops  produced  on  any  farm  or  the  proceeds  thereof, 

Parm  means  all  land  in  a  county  (or  regarded  as  heing  in  a  county)  which 
in  1957  is  under  the  operating  control  of  one  person  "by  res.son  of  o'.vner- 
ship ,  lease,  or  otherwise:    Provided,  that  a  tract  of  land  shall  not  he 
considered  all  or  part  of  a  farm  unless  the  county  committee  finds,  from 
a  consideration  of  such  factors  as  size  of  unit,  amount  of  labor  applied, 
nature  of  farming  operations,  and  practices  carried  out,  that  the  par- 
ticipation of  such  land  in  the  1937  Agricultural  Conservation  Program 
would  tend  to  promote  the  purposes  of  the  Act  thro'ugh  the  economic  use 
and  conservation  of  the  land  and  through  the  preservation  and  iinprovement 
of  its  fertility  for  e.gricultural  purposes.

Commercial  Orchards  means  the  acreage  in  tree  fruits,  cultivated  n:at 
trees,  vineyards,  or  cultivated  bush  fruits,  including  cranberries,  on 
the  farm  on  Janua-ry  1,  1937,  from  which  the  principal  pa.rt  of  the  pro- 
dacticn  is  normally  sold,  including  also  the  acreage  of  young  non-bearing 
orchards  from  which  the  principal  part  of  the  production  v/ill  be  sold  in 
1937,  or  later. 

Commercial  Vej:e tables  means  the  acreage  of  vegetables  or  truck  crops 
(including  among  others  pota.toes,  sweetpotatoes ,  melons,  cantaloups,  and 
strawberries,  but  excluding  sweet  corn  for  canning  and  peas  for  canning) 
from  which  the  principal  part  of  the  production  was  sold  off  the  farm  in 
1936. 

Q-pen  Non-Crop  Pasture  means  fenced  non-crop  pasture  land  of  a  ca.rrying 
caps-city  during  the  normal  pasture  season  of  at  least  one  animal  unit 
for  each  five  acres,  on  -nhica  the  predominant  growth  is  forage  suitable 
for  dairy  animals,  asA  on  which  the  number  or  grouping  of  any  trees 
or  shrubs  is  such  that  the  land  could  not  fairly  be  considered  as 
woodland. 

Animal  Unit  means  one  cow,  one  horse,  five  sheep,  five  goats,  two  calves, 
tv/o  colts,  or  the  equivalent  thereof.

Ground  limestone  is  limestone  which  will  analyze  at  least  BO 
percent  carbonates,  90  percent  of  which  will  pass  through  a  20  mesh 
sieve  and  50  percent  of  which  y/ill  pass  through  a  100  mesh  sieve.

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture under  sectior  8  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic 
Allotment  Act,  Bulletin  No.  101  -  New  Jersey,  as  amended  "by 
Supplements  (1)  to  (4),  inclusive,  is  hereby  further  amended  hy 
striking  out  section  2  of  Part  III,  which  reads 

"Section  2.     Increase  in  Acreage  of  General  Soil- 
Depleting  Crops.     The  Secretary  reserves  the  right  in  the 
case  of  any  farm  which  in  1937  has  an  acreage  of  general 
soil- depleting  crops  in  excess  of  20  acres  to  make  a 
deduction  from  ar^  payment  that  v/ould  otherwise  "be  made 
for  such  farm  in  the  amount  of  $11.50  for  each  acre  hy 
which  such  1957  acreage  of  general  soil-depleting  crops 
exceeds  the  general  soil-depleting  base  which  can  "be 
established  for  such  farm.    If  in  1937  the  Secretary 
exercises  the  right  to  make  deductions  reserved  herein 
v;ith  respect  to  such  farms,  the  procedure  to  be  followed 
for  the  establishment  of  bases  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  such  instructions  as  may  be  issued  by  the  Secretary. 

and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Section  2.     Increase  in  Acreage  of  General  Soil- 
depleting  Crops.     In  the  case  of  any  farm  7/hich  in  1937 
has  an  acreage  of  general  soil-depleting  crops  in  excess 
of  20  acres,  a  deduction  shall  be  made  from  any  payment 
that  would  otherwise  bo  made  for  such,  farm  in  the  ainount 
of  $11.50  for  each  acre  by  which  such  1937  acreage  of 
general  soil-depleting  crops  exceeds  the  general  soil- 
depleting  base  which  can  be  established  fdr  such  farm, 
if  the  County  Committee  finds  that  such  increase  tends  to 
defeat  the  purpose  of  the  1937  Agricultural  Conservation 
Program  by  substantially  contributing  to  soil  erosion 
or  depletion.     Such  cases  of  excess  acreage  shall  bo 
subject  to  review  by  the  Director  (or  in  his  absence 
the  Acting  Director)  of  the  Northeast  Division,  who 
shall,  when  he  finds  the  facts  in  the  case  so  warrant, 
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revise  the  finding  or  lack  of  finditg  of  the  Co=unty 
Comnittee.     If  there  is  no  indication  on  or  attached 
the  application  that  there  has  neen  s^.ich  revision, 
it  shall  be  assumed  that  the  findir^  of  the  Co^inty 
Committee  is  approved  'by  such  Direct ar.     The  general 
soil-depleting  base  moans  the  number  of  acres  estab- 
lished for  the  farm  by  the  County  Committee  as  the 
acreage  normally  used  for  the  production  of  all 
soil- depleting  crops  except  tobacco.

The  1S37  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  has  been 
developed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sections  6,  15, 
and  16  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act, 
but  the  payment  of  &jiy  benefits  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  this  bulletin  is  contingent  urjon  such  ap .ropriat ion,  if 
any,  as  the  Congress  of  the  United  Sta.tes  may  herec'.fter  maice 
for  such  purpose,  a,nd  the  amounts  of  such  pa^'nents  will  be 
finally  determined  by  such  appropriation  rjid  the  extent  of 
participe.tion  in  the  program.    The  rates  of  pay..ient  and  the 
allowances  herein  set  forth  are  computed  upon  the  basis  of 
an  appropriation  of  $500,000,000  r,nd  65  percent  participation 
by  farmers  in  all  regions.     Such  rates  of  payment  and 
allowances  may  bo  increr.sed  or  decreased,  depending  upon  the 
extent  of  participation,  but  such  vari-ations  v/ill  not  bo  in 
excess  of  10  percent. 

PAP.T  I.    PAYi.xENT  POP  SOIL-BUILDING  PRACTI CES 

Under  the  1937  Agricultural  Conservation  Program,  New 
York  farmers  v/ho  carry  out  soil-building  practices  that  they 
select  from  the  list  bulo'.v  will  be  re^paid  a  part  of  the  cost. 
The  amount  of  pcyment  for  performing  each  practice  is  stated 
v/ith  the  description  of  practices  in  this  Part  I. 

Pe-yment  will  bo  dependent  upon  the  practice  being  per- 
formed in  accordcjico  with  the  generally  accepted  standards  of 
good  farming  practice  with  the  use  of  the  kinds  e,nd  quantities 
of  seeds  and  other  materials  which  are  normally  employed  to 
obtain  good  results.     Each  former  contemplating  applying  for 
payment  for  ccxrying  out  ojiy  of  the  soil-building  praxtices 
listed  below  should  ascertain  in  advance,  from  instructions 
issued  through  his  county  committee,  whether  the  intended  practice 
can  be  certified  as  practical  under  the  local  conditions  applic- 
able to  his  fcrra.    Such  instructions  will  be  applicable  to  par- 
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ticular  a.rec.s  or  fr.rr.is  and  will  set  forth  v;.iich  cf  such  practices 
are  economically  justified  in  such  areas  or  on  such  farms  and  tiie 
projer  kinds  end.  quejntitiec  of  seeds  or  other  materials  or  s\Jo- 
stitutes  to  "be  used  in  order  properly  to  carry  out  the  practice. 

Payinent  under  the  1937  Progrcjn  \/ill  he  restricted  to  prac- 
tices carried  out  "before  December  1,  1937. 

If  a  practice  calls  for  the  use  of  specific  materials  (such 
as  limestone)  c.  farmer  may  qualify  for  payment  oy  substituting 
equivalent  cjnounts  of  any  other  approved  material  v/hich  serves 
the  scjne  pxirpose. 

Ho  payment  \;ill  he  made  for  a  practice;  carried  out  on  any 
acrso.ge  if  labor,  seed,  or  other  materials  used  in  carrying  out 
the  practice  are  furnisiied  fru;e  or  paid  for  by  a  State  or  Federal 
agency. 

A.  farmer  may  earn  soil-bailding  payments  up  to  the  limit  of 
his  soil-building  allowance.     If  tne  total  of  the  payments  quali- 
fied for  is  larger  thcja  his  allowsjicej  he  will  receive  cxi  amount 
equal  to  his  tallov/ance,  v/hich  shrJ.1  be  determined  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  part  II  of  this  bulletin.

PART  II.    TIIE  SCIL-SUILDING  ALL0'VANC3 


The  soil-b\iilding  allowance  for  any  farm  is  the  maximum 
amount  that  may  be  paid  for  carrying  out  soil-building  practices 
on  that  farm.     It  shall  be  tho  sum  of  such  of  the  following  items 
as  are  applicable  to  that  farm.    The  allowance,  however,  shall  be 
at  least  $20.00. 

1.     Crop  land.  $1.00  for  each  acre  of  crop  land,  excluding

3.    Commercial  vegetable  land.  $1.00  for  each  acre  'if  crop

Section  1.    Association  5xpense_s.    Under  such  rules  as  the 
Secretary  may  prescribe  there  shall  "be  dedacted  from  the  payment 
to  any  porson  with  respect  to  a  farm  or  farms  in  a  county  all  or 
such  part  as  the  Secretary  may  prescribe  of  such  person's  pro  rata 
share  of  the  estimated  administrative  expenses  incurred  and  to  he 
incurred  by  the  County  Agricultiiral  Conservation  Association  of  the 
county  in  which  such  farm  or  farms  are  located.

Secretary. 
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Section  k.    Payments  Hestricted  to      f 8Ct"'jation  of  purposes. 
All  or  any  part  of  any  payment  which  other.vise  would  "dj  niade  to  any 
person  may  be  withheld  if  any  rotation,  cropping,  or  other  practice 
is  adopted  by  such  person  which  the  Secretary  determines  tends  to 
defeat  the  purposes  of  the  1537  Agricultural  Conservation  Program. 

PART  IV.   miscella:i:e:ous  phovisions 

Section  1.     In  order  for  a  famer  to  be  eligible  for 
participation  in  the  1337  Agricult^ural  Conservation  PrograTi  he 
must  execute  sach  forms  and  submit  such  information  as  may  be 
prescribed.

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
under  section  8  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act, 
this  B^ulletin  No.  101  -  A  -  New  York  contains  the  provisions  of  the  1937 
Soil  Conservation  Program  with  respect  to  payments  for  diversion  from  the 
1937  tobacco  soil-depleting  base. 

The  provisions  of  this  bulletin  shall  be  applicable  only  to  those 
farms  for  which  a  tobacco  soil-depleting  base  is  established  and  all  of 
the  provisions  of  Bulletin  No.  101  -  New  York  are  applicable  to  such  farms 
unless  otherwise  provided  herein. 

PART  I.     TEE  SOIL-BUILDING  ALLOWAI'-TCE 

For  farms  with  a  tobacco  soil-depleting  base  the  provisions  of  this 
part  I  shall  be  applicable  in  lieu  of   the  provisions  of  part  II  of  Bulletin 
No.  101  -  New  York. 

The  soil-building  allowance  for  any  farm  is  the  maxim"um  amount  that 
may  be  paid  for  carrying  out  soil-building  practices  on  the  farm. 

Section  1.     The  soil-building  allowance  for  any  farm  not  eligible  to 
earn  a  tobacco  diversion  payment  and  for  any  farm    having  a  tobacco  soil- 
depleting  base  of  five  acres  or  less  with  respect  to  which  no  application  is 
made  for  a  tobacco  diversion  payment  shall' be  the  sum  of  such  of  the  follow- 
ing items  as  are  applicable  to  that  farm,  but  shall  not  be  less  than  $20.00 
for  any  such  farm: 

(a)  Crop  land.     $1.00  for  each  acre  of  crop  land  excluding  commercial 
orchards,  on  the  farm    on  January  1,  1937. 

(b)  Cor.-.:i-!e rc i al  o rchards .     $2.00  for  each  acre  of  commercial  orchards 
cultivated  on  the  farm  on  January  1,  1937. 

(c)  Commercial  ve^:etable  land.     $1.00  for  each  acre  of  crop  land  on 
which  only  one  crop  of  commercial  vegetables  was  grown  in  1936; 

$2,00  for  each  acre  of  crop  land  on  which  two  or  more  crops  of 
commercial  vegetables  were  grown  on  the  same  acreage  in  1936. 

(d.)  Non-croTD  pasture  land.     $.35  for  each  acre  of  fenced  non-crop 
open  pasture  land  in  excess  of  one-half  of  the  number  of  acres 
of  crop  land  on  the  farm. 

Section  2.     'The  soil-building  allowance  for  any  farm  having  a  tobacco 
soil-depleting  base  of  more  than  five  acres  and  for  any  farm  having  a  tobacco 


soil-depleting  "base  of  five  acres  or  less  with  respect  to  which  an  applica- 
tion is  made  for  a  toba.cco  diversion  payir.ent  shall  ho  the  sum  of  s"ach  of 
the  following  items  as  are  applicable  to  such  farm,  but  shall  not  be  less 
than  $10.00  for  any  such  farm. 

(a)  Crp-p  land.     $1.00  for  each  acre  of  crop  land  represented  by  the 

sun  of 

(1)  The  difference  "between  the  sun  of  (a)  the  tobacco  soil-depleting 
base  for  the  farm  and  (b)  the  general  soil-depleting  base 
which  was  or  could  have  been  established  for  the  farm  in  1936 
and  the  total  acres  of  crop  land  (excluding  conmercial

(2)  The  nu'nber  of  acres  diverted  for  payment  from  the  tobacco 
soil-depleting  base.

PAST  II.     TOBACCO  PROGRAM 

Section  1.     Tobacco  Payment.    A  payment  of  3  cents  per  pound  based 
on  the  normal  tobacco  yield  per  acre  will  be  paid  for  each  acre  diverted 
in  1937  from  the  1937  tobacco  soil-depleting  base  established  for  the  farm, 
not  in  excess  of  25  percent  of  such  base,  provided  that  such  payment  will 
not  be  made  with  respect  to  an  acreage  greater  than  the  number  of  acres  by 
which  the  acreage  of  soil-conserving  crops  on  the  farm  in  1937  exceeds  the 
so  il- con  serving  base. 

Section  2.     Tobacco  Soi l-De-oletin'g  Base  and  Yield.     The  1937  tobacco 
soil-depleting  base  foi-  sny  farm  iu  a  ccunty  shall  be  the  tobacco  soil-de- 
pleting base  which  was  or  could  have  been  established  for  such  farm  -under 
the  1936  Agricultural  Conservation  Program,  subject  to  any  adjustment  which 
will  result  in  equitable  bases  for  all  farms  in  the  co^unty  for  which  tobacco 
bases  are  established,   taking  into  consideration  production  facilities  and 
their  use;  provided, 

(a)  The  tobacco  soil-depleting  base  for  any  farm  shall  not  be  more 
than  tvdce  the  acreage  of  tobacco  grown  in  1937. 

(b)  The  sum  of  the  tobacco  soil-depleting  bases  for  the  farms  in  any 
county  or  other  specified  area  shall  not  exceed  an  acreage  for 
tobacco  established  for  such  county  or  other  specified  area  by 
the  Agricultxiral  Adjustment  Administration. 
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(c)    The  weighted  average  of  thu  yield  of  tobacco  per  acre  for  all 

far:is  for  which  193?  tobacco  soil-depleting  bases  are  established 
in  any  co-anty  or  other  specified  area  shall  not  exceed  the  average 
yield  of  tobacco  per  acre  established  for  such  county  or  other 
specified  area  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

Section  3.     Deductions  for  an  Acreage  of  Tobacco  in  Excess  of  the 
1937  Tobacco  Soil-Depleting  3aso.     If  the  1937  acreage  of  tobacco  exceeds 
the  1937  tobacco  soil-depleting  base,  a  deduction  will  be  made,  from  any 
payment  which  otherwise  would  be  made  respecting  the  farm,  for  each  acre 
of  such  excess  at  the  rate  of  3  cents  per  pound  based  on  the  normal  tobacco 
yield  per  acre. 

PART  III.     IvIISCELLAI-ISCUS  PHOVISIOHS 
Section  1.     Division  of  Payments. 

(a)  The  payment  for  diversion  from  the  1S37  tobacco  soil- 
depleting  base  for  a  farm  covered  by  an  application  for 
payment  shall  be  divided  between  the  producers  concerned 
in  the  proportion  that  each  shares  in  the  tobacco  grown 
on  that  farm  or  the  proceeds  thereof. 

(b)  Any  payment  for  a  farm  shall  be  computed  without  regard 
to  questions  of  title  under  State  law,  without  deductions 
of  claims  for  advances,  and  without  regard  to  any  claim 
or  lien  against  the  crop  or  proceeds  thereof  in  favor  of 
any  creditor. 

PART  IV.     CLASS IFICATIOH  OP  LAl-TD  USE  AlTD  CHOPS 

Section  1.     Soil- Con  serving. 

(a)     Land  devoted  to  any  of  the  following  crops  shall  be  regarded 
as  used  for  the  production  of  soil-conserving  crops  except 
that  any  land  from  which  any  crop,  other  than  a  soil-con- 
serving crop,  is  harvested  in  the  same  year  shall  not  be 
regarded  as  having  been  used  for  the  production  of  a  soil- 
conserving  crop  in  s^ach  year,   except  as  provided  in  (b) 
below. 

If  two  or  more  soil-conserving  crops  are  grown  on  the 
SBJne  land  during  any  year  the  acreage  of  such  land  counted 
as  soil-conserving  shall  not  exceed  the  acreage  on  which 
such  crops  are  grown. 

(1)  Sweet,  medium  red,  alsike,  and  mammoth  red  clover, 
alfalfa,  and  white  clover. 

(2)  Vetch,  winter  peas,  bur  or  crimson  clover,  annual 
varieties  of  lespedeza,  and  crotalaria. 

(3)  Soybeans,  velvet  beans,  and  cowpeas,  except  when 
harvested  for  grain  or  hay. 
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(4)  Sudan  grass,  millet,   Italian  ryegrass,  and  sorghums, 
not  harvested  for  grain,  hay,  or  forage. 

(5)  Sowed  corn  aiid  rape  when  plowed  or  disked  'xnder. 

(6)  Bluegrass,   redtop,  timothy,  orchard  grass,  Beirauda, 
carpet  grass,  and  mixtures  of  any  of  these. 

(7)  Eye,  oats,  "barley,  wheat,  "buckwheat,  and  grain  mixtures, 
not  cut  for  grain  or  hay  provided,  a  good  growth  is 
left  on  the  land  or  plowed  under. 

(8)  Forest  trees  planted  on  crop  land. 

("b)     Land  devoted  to  any  of  the  combinations  of  soil-conserving 
and  other  than  soil-conserving  crops  listed  "below  shall  "be 
regarded  as  used  for  the  production  of  a  soil-conserving 
crop . 

(1)  All  the  land  from  which  a  crop  other  than  soil-con- 
serving is  harvested  in  1937  and  followed  "by  legumes 
(classified  in  (a)  above  as  soil-conserving)  or 
perennial  grasses  (whether  seeded  in  or  follovdng  such 
crop)   shall  "be  classified  as  soil-conserving. 

(2)  All  the  land  on  which  green-manure  crops  are  seeded 
following  commercial  vegeta"bles  and  plowed  under  as 
green-manure  after  having  attained  at  least  a  12-inch 
or  2  months'  growth  shall  be  classified  as  soil- 
conserving. 

PART  V.  DEFI^IITIOrTS 

As  used  herein  and  in  all  forms  and  documents  relating  to  the  1937 
Agricultural  Conservation  Program  in  the  Northeast  Region,  the  following 
terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings:

exceeds  the  general  soil- depleting;  "base  v/hich  can  "be  estab- 
lished for  such  farm.     If  ir  1937  the  Secretary  exercises 
the  right  to  make  deductions  reserved  herein  with  respect 
to  such  farms,  the  procedure  to  "be  followed  for  the 
esta"blishment  of  bases  shall  "be  in  accordance  -with  such 
instructions  as  may  "be  issued  "by  the  Secretary.",

If  there  is  no  indication  on  or 
attached  to  the  application  thr?.t  there  has  been  such 
revision,  it  shall  "be  assumed  that  the  finding  of  the 
County  Conmittoe  is  npproved  "by  such  Director*  The 
general  soil-depleting  "base  means  the  nucher  of  acres 
established  for  the  farm  "by  the  County  Committee  as 
the  acreage  normally  used  for  the  production  of  all 
goil-depleting  crops'  except  tobacco.

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  under  section  8  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and 
Domestic  Allotment  Act,  payments  v/ill  "be  made,  in  connection 
with  the  effectuation  of  the  purposes  of  section  7(a)  of  said 
Act  for  1937,  in  accordrnce  with  the  following  provisions  of 
this  bulletin  No.  101  for  Pennsylvania,  and  such  modifications 
or  other  provisions  as  may  hereafter  he  made. 

The  1937  Agricultural  Conservation  Progr.nm  has  teen 
developed  in  accordance  v/ith  the  provisions  of  sections  8,  15, 
and  16  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act, 
hut  the  payment  of  any  henefits  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  this  bulletin  is  contingent  upon  such  appropriation,  if  any, 
as  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  may  hereafter  make  for 
snich  purpose,  and  the  amounts  of  such  payments  will  be  finally 
determined  by  such  appropriation  and  the  extent  of  participation 
in  the  program.     The  rates  of  payment  and  the  allowances  herein 
set  forth  are  computed  upon  the  basis  of  an  appropriation  of 
$500,000,000  and  85  percent  participation  by  farmers  in  all 
regions.     Such  rates  of  payment  pjid  allowances  may  be  increased 
or  decreased,  depending  upon  the  extent  of  participation,  but  such 
variations  \7ill  not  be  in  excess  of  10  percent. 

PART  I.    FATi.ffiNT  POR  SOIL-BUILDING  PRACTICES 

Under  the  1937  Conservation  Program,  Pennsylvania  farmers 
who  carry  out  soil-building  practices  that  they  select  from  the 
list  below  v/ill  be  repaid  a  part  of  the  cost.     The  amount  of  pay- 
ment for  performing  each  practice  is  stated  with  the  description 
of  practices  in  this  part  I. 

Payment  will  be  dependent  upon  the  practice  being  performed 
in  accordance  with  the  generally  accepted  standards  of  good  farm- 
ing practice  with  the  use  of  the  kinds  and  quantities  of  seeds  and 
other  materials  which  are  normally  employed  to  obtain  good  resialts. 
Each  farmer  contemplating  applying  for  payment  for  carrying  out  any 
of  the  soil-building  practices  listed  below  should  asccjiitain  in 
advance,  from  instructions  issued  through  his  county  committee, 
whether  the  intended  practice  can  be  certified  as  practical  under 
the  local  conditions  applicable  to  his  farm.    Such  instructions 
will  be  applicable  to  particular  areas  or  farms  and  vdll  set  forth 
which  of  such  practices  are  economically  justified  in  such  areas 
or  on  such  farms  and  the  proper  kinds  and  quantities  of  seeds  or 
other  miaterials  or  substitutes  to  be  used  in  order  properly  to 
carry  crat  the  practice. 
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Payment  under  the  1937  program  will  be  restricted  to 
practices  carried  out  before  December  1,  1937. 

If  a  practice  calls  for  the  use  of  specific  materials 
(such  as  limestone)  a  farmer  may  qualify  for  payment  by  sub- 
stituting equivalent  amounts  of  any  other  approved  material  which 
serves  the  same  purpose. 

No  payment  v/ill  be  made  for  a  practice  carried  out  on  any 
acreage  if  labor,   seed,  or  other  materials  used  in  carrying  out 
the  practice  are  furnished  free  or  paid  for  by  a  State  or  Federal 
Agency. 

A  farmer  may  earn  soil-building  payments  up  to  the  limit 
of  his  soil-bnailding  allowance.     If  the  total  of  the  paym.ents 
qualified  for  is  larger  than  his  allowance,  he  will  receive  an 
amount  equal  to  his  allowance,  which  shall  be  determined  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  part  II  of  this  bulletin.

(a)    The  tobacco  soil-depleting  base  for  any  farm 
shall  not  be  more  than  twice  the  acreage  of 
tobacco  grown  in  1937; 

•    (b)    The  sum  of  the  tobacco  soil-depleting  bases 

for  the  farms  in  any  county  or  other  specified 
area  shall  not  exceed  an  acreage  for  tobacco 
established  for  such  county  or  other  specified 
area  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration; 
and 

(c)    The  weighted  average  of  the  yield  of  tobacco  per 
acre  for  all  farms  for  which  1937  tobacco  soil- 
depleting  bases  are  established  in  any  county  cr 
'  other  specified  area  shall  not  exceed  the  average 

yield  of  tobacco  per  acre  established  for  such 
co'onty  or  other  specified  area  by  the  Agricult-jral 
Adjustment  Administration. 
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PART  IV.    GE!OAL  DITERSICN  PP-CX^P-AI.! 

Section  1.    G-eneral  nivercion  Payment.    For  each  acre  diverted 
from  the  general  soil-depleting  hape  for  any  farm  eligible  to  earn  a 
general  diversion  payment  not  in  excess  of  15  percent  of  such  "base, 
payment  will  be  male  at  a  rate  uhich  vdll  averaj^^e  $9.00  per  acre 
for  the  United  States,  varied  for  all  farms  in  a  co^anty  according 
to  the  productivity  index  for  the  county,  provided  that  such  payment 
rill  not  he  niade  vrith  recpeet  to  an  acreage  greater  than  the  acreage 
hy  viiich  the  acreage  of  soil  conserving  crops  on  the  farm  in  1937 
exceeds  the  sum  of  the  soil  conserving  "base,  and  the  acreage  diverted 
for  payment  from  the  tohacco  soil  depleting  "base. 

Section  2.    Eligible  G-eneral  Diversion  Areas.  General  diversion 
payments,  as  described  in  section  1  above,  "rill  be  ma,de  in  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania  only  in  Adams,  Berks,   Chester,   Cumberland,  Delavzare, 
Franklin ^ •  Lancaster,  Lebanon,  and  York  counties  and  such  other 
cO'Unties  as  m.ay  be  designated  by  the  Secreta.ry  after  considering 
the  facts  and  any  recommeddations  made  by  the  co-unty  and  Sta,te 
committees. 

PART  V.    PROVISIOITS  ATZECTING-  PAYI.ISI'TT

If  one  193?  acr.r^age  of  tobacco 
exceeds  the  1937  .tobacco  Eoil-?.c.plctir.g  base,  a  deduction  trill  be 
made,  from  any  payment  vrhich  otharv/ir.c  r/ould  be  made,  for  each  acre 
of  such  excess  at  the  rate  of  3  cents  per  pound  based  on  the  normal 
yield  per  aero . 

Increase  in  jicreagr  of  G'-'neral  Soil-repleting  Crop3_ 
on  Farms  in  Iil:gi"^l9  Ger.eral  Divers  ion  Are?-S.     If  the  1?37  acreage  of 
general  joi-.-djplc-ci.Tg  crops  c-  r.QeL^  the  gei.eral  soil— depleting  base 
a  deduction  -rill  be  mad3,  x'rora         payment  otherwise  earned  for  the 
farm,  for  each  acre  of  such  excess  at  the  rate  per  acre  of  the 
diversion  payment  for  the  farm;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  ca.se  of 
any  farm  not  eligible  to  cam  a  general  diversion  pajTnent  no  deduction 
will  be  made  vrith  respect  to  the  acreage  of  general  soil-depleting 
crops  grown  in  excess  of  the  general  soil-depleting  base  unless  the 
acreage  of  such  crops  grown  in  1937  exceeds  20  acres.

[The  Secretary- 
reserves  the  rigtit  in  the  case  of  any  farn::  which  in  1937  has  an 
acreage  of  general  soil-depleting  crops  in  excess  of  20  acres  to 
make  a  deduction,  from  any  payment  th??t  "rouJ.d  otherwise  "be  made  for 
such  farm,  at  the  rate  of  $9.00  per  acre  adjusted  to  the  productivity 
index  for  the  county,  for  each  aero  by  which  such  1937  acreage  of 
general  soil-depleting  crops  exceeds  the  general  soil-depleting  "base 
which  can  he  established  for  such  farm.     If  in  1937  the  Secretary 
exercises  the-  right  rosers;-ed  he-rein  to  make  deductions  with  respect 
to  such  farms,  the  procedure  to  be  followed  for  the  establishment  of 
bases  shall  be  in  accordance  with  such  instructions  as  may  be  issued 
by  the  Secretary. 

Under  such  rules  as  the 
Secretary  may  prescribe  there  sjhall  be  deducted  from  the  payment 
to  any  person  with  respect  to  a  farm  or  farms  in  a  county  all  or 
s'ach  part  as  the  Secretary  may  prescribe  of  such  person's  pro  rata 
sha,re  of  the  estimated  administrative  expenses  incurred  and  to  be 
incurred  by  the  Co\jJity  Agricultural  Conservation  Association  of  the 
cDoujity  in  which  such  farm  or  farms  are  located. 

There  shall  bn  credited  to  each  Cconty  Agricultural  Conservation 
Association  for  the  payment  of  administrative  expenses  the  sum  of  $2.00 
per  application  for  that  number  of  applications  submitted  by  members 
of  such  association  un.der  which  it  is  estimated  by  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration  the  totiil  pa:'/-iaent  (prior  to  deduction  of  any 
administrative  expenses)  will  be  $20.00  or  less. 

Section  6.    Payments  Restricted  to  5ff  ectioati on  of  Purposes . 
All  or  any  part  of  aiiy  pay:aent  v.iiich  other\7ise  would  be  made  to  any 
person  may  be  witi'iheld  if  aiiy  rotation,  cropping,  or  other  practice 
is  adopted  by  such  person  which  the  Secretary  determines  tends  to 
defeat  the  purposes  of  the  1937  Agricultural  Conservation  Program. 

Section  7.    Applicability  to  Farm.s  imder  Special  Programs. 
The  Secretary  may  designate  one  or  m.ore  counties  or  other  areas 
for  which  special  programs  for  1937  will  be  developed  under  the 
Soil  Conservation  a:id  Domestic  Allotment  Act.     In  the  event  that 
any  sucli  county  or  other  area  is  desigr^ted,  the  allowances,  rates, 
and  conditions  of  payment  for  such  county  or  other  area  will  be 
forth  in  a  special  bulletin  and  the  provisions  of  the  State  bulletin 
shall  not' be  applicr?ble  in  such  county  or  ctiier  designated  area. 

On  any  farm  vrhere  a  program  is  carried  out  in  cooper'^.tion 
with  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the  Resettlement  Administration, 
payment  will  be  made  only  for  ca,rrying  out  such  soil-building 
practices  as  are,  prior  to  performance,  approved  for  the  farm  by 
the  coionty  committee  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the 
Secretary.

(g)  A.nnual  leg-omes  (soybeans,  co\7peas,  field  peas, 
field  beans)  harv^^sted  for  grain  or  hay.

Section  2.    Soil-Conserving  .    Lajid  devoted  to  any  of  the 
following  crops  shall  be  regarded  as  used  for  the  production  of  a 
soil-conserving  crop  except  that  any  land  from  which  a  soil- 
depleting  crop  is  harvested  in  the  same  year  shall  be  regarded 
as  having  been  used  for  the  production  of  a  soil-depleting  crop 
in  such  year,  except  as  provided  in  section  3  below. 

If  two  or  more  soil-conserving  crops  are  grown  on  the 
same  land  during  any  yeex  the  acreage  of  such  land  co^onted  as 
soil-conserving  shall  not  exceed  the  acreage  on  which  such  crops

on  the  farm  and  so  as  to  be  equitable  as  compared  with  other 
farms  in  the  locality. 

(e)     Limits  of  Bases.     The  s^um  of  the  general  sc  il-depleting 
bases  established  for  farms  in  any  co-jnty  or  other  specified  area 
shall  not  exceed  the  acreage  for  such  soil-depleting  base  which 
is  established  for  such  co'onty  or  otner  specified  area  by  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration.

(a)    The  soil-building-  pa^Tnent  with  respect  to  a  farm  covered 
by  an  application  for  pay~ent  shall  be  divided  among  the  producers  con- 
cerned, in  the  proportion  that  the  county  ccnir.ittee  determines  that  the 
expense  incurred  by  each  in  carrying  out  the  scil-l-uildin;;  practices  >ears 
to  the  total  expense  incurred  by  all  snai  prcvducers  in  carrying  cut  such 
practices. 

(b)  The  diversion  payment  with  respect  to  a  farm  covered  by 
an  application  for  payment  shall  be  divided  eaong  the  producers  concerned 
in  the  sar.e  proportion  as  the  crops  in  the  general  eoll-depleting-  base  are 
divided  urder  their  lease  or  operating  agreement.

Any  person  having  an 
interest  in  the  crops  or  tne  proceeds  thereof  produced  on  any  farm 
in  the  county  in  1937  shall  become  a  member  of  tiR-Ccunty  Agricultural 
Conservation  Association  of  the  county  whenever  any  form  or  information 
required  in  cor-nection  with  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  for 
1957  is  submitted  for  such  farm,  or  v/henever  in  1S37  he  attends  a  meeting 
called  for  the  purpose  of  electing  committeemen.     Any  person  shall  cease 
to  be  a  member  of  the  association  if  in  1937  an  applicrtion  for  payment 
is  not  filed  by  him  within  the  time  specified  by  .the  Secretary  for  the 
filing  of  applications.

tions, and  practises  carried  out,  that  the  participation  of  such

Commercial  vegetables  means  the  acreage  of  vegetables  or  track 
crops  (including  among  others  potatoes,  sweetpotatoes,  melons, 
cantalrups,  and  strawberries,  but  excluding  sweet  corn  for  canning 
and  peas  for  canning)  from  which  the  principal  part  of  the 
production  was  sold  off  the  farm  in  1935. 

Open  non-crop  pasture  means  fenced  non-crop  pasture  land  of 
a  carrying  capacity  during  the  nonnal  pasture  season  of  at 
least  one  animal  unit  for  each  five  acres  on  which  the  pre- 
dominant growth  is  forage  suitable  for  dairy  animals,  and  on 


which  the  number  or  grouping  of  any  trees  or  shrahs  is  such 
that  the  land  could  not  fairly  be  considered  as  woodland. 

Aninal  •'jnit  xeans  one  cow,  one  horse,  five  sheep,  five  goats, 
tv/o  calves,  or  two  colts,  or  the  equivalent  thereof. 

Soil-conserving  base  means  the  acreage  represented  by  the 
difference  between  the  total  crop  land  (excluding  cOiTiincrcial 
orchards,  vineyards,  bush  fruits,  and  idle  crop  land)  and 
the  s^oin  of  the  1937  tobacco  soil-depleting  base  and  the  1937 
general  soil-depleting  base  which  is  or  cCTald  be  established 
for  the  farm. 

Soil-building  pa:»^ent  means  a  payr^ent  for  the  carrying  out  of 
the  soil-building  prrictices  specified  in  part  I  hereof. 

Diversion  pa.^crient  means  a  payment  for  diversion  from  the  1937 
general  soil-depleting  base. 

General  soil-de-pleting  base  means  the  number  of  acres  estab- 
lished for  the  farm  as  the  acrea^-e  nor":ally  used  for  the  pro- 
duction of  all  soil-depleting  crops.

Tobacco  soil-depleting  base  means  the  number  of  acres  estab- 
lished for  the  fam.  as  the  acreage  normally  used  for  the  pro- 
duction of  types  51  and  52  tobacco.

(a)  For  each  such  farm  in  the  county  in  which  the  same  producer 
has  an  interest  there  shall  be  filed  a  work  sheet,  report  of  performance, 
and  an  application  for  payment.    For  each  such  farm  the  payment  will  be 
computed  as  for  any  individual  farm. 

(b)  If,  on  any  such  farm,  the  amount  of  deduction,  due  to  an  ex-

pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
cultui'e  under  section  3  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic 
Allotment  Act,  bulletin  ITo .  101  -  Peruasylvania,  as  amended  by 
Supplements  (l)  to  (16),  inclusive,  is  horehv  further  amended  oy 
striking  out  the  matter  in  the  first  pp.ragreph  Tinder  the  heading 
"Applying  Lima  and  Superphosphate  in  Preparation  for  Seeding  Grasses 
or  Legumes",  which  reads  as  follov/s: 

"Apply  either  (i)  between  July  15  and  October  31, 
1937,  at  least  che  following  amounts  of  the  following 
materials  or  their  equivalents  1/  per  acre,  to  crop  land, 
or  (2)  lime  at  any  time  in  1937  before  October  31  to  land 
which  has  been  or  is  to  be  seeded,  in  1937  to  buckv/neat, 
provided  that  after  the  removal  of  the  buckwheat  the  land 
is  disked  or  hso-rowed  (not  plowed)  and  is  afterv;ard  in 
1937  sovvTL  to  v;heat  or  rye,  if  the  county  committee  deter- 
mines that  such  application  is  made  in  preparation  for 
seeding  such  crop  land  to  legumes  or  to  a  grass  or  legume 
mixture  in  the  spring  of  1958.", 

and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  follo\7ing: 

Jteplying  either  (l)  between  July  15  and  December  1, 
1937,  at  least  the  following  amounts  of  the  following 
materials  or  their  equivalents  1/'  per  acre,  to  cropland, 
or  (2)  lime  at  any  time  in  1937  before  December  1  to  land 
which  has  been  or  is  to  be  seeded  in  1937  to  buckwheat, 
provided  that  after  the  removal  of  the  buckwheat  the  land 
is  disked  or  harrov/ed  (not  plowed)  and  is  afterwajrd  in 
1937  so-.m  to  wheat  or  rye,  if  the  county  committee  deter- 
mines that  such  application  is  made  in  preparation  for 
seeding  such  cropland  to  legumes  or  to  a  grass  or  legume 
mixture  in  the  spring  of  1933.

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  -ondcr  section  B  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and 
Domestic  AJlotment  Act,  payments  will  he  made,  in  connection 
with  the  effectuation  of  the  purposes  of  section  7(a)  of  said 
Act  for  1937,  in  accordance  v/ith  the  following  provisions  of 
this  bulletin  No.  101  for  PJiode  Island,  and  such  modifications 
or  other  provisions  as  may  hereafter  he  made. 

The  1937  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  has  been 
developed  in  accordance  vritn  the  TDrcvisions  of  ?ec^ions3, 
15,  aiid  16  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  .-.jlotment 
Act,  but  the  proyment  of  any  benefits  pursuant  to  ine  provisions 
of  this  bulletin  is  contingent  upon  such  apprcTDriation ,  if 
any,  as  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  miy  hereafter  make 
for  such  purpose,  and  the  amounts  of  such  p-^ymf^nts  will  be 
finally  determinsd  by  such  appropriation  and  the  extent  of 
participation  in  the  program.     The  rates  of  payment  and  the 
allov/ances  herein  set  forth  are  computed  upon  the  basis  of 
an  appropriation  of  $500,000,000  and  85  percent  participation 
by  frrmers  in  all  regions.     Such  rates  of  payment  and  allow- 
ances may  be  increased  or  decreased,  depending  upon  the  extent 
of  participation,  but  such  variations  will  not  be  in  excess 
of  10  percent. 

PART  I.    PAYivSNT  FOR  SGIL-BUIITING  PRACTICES 

Under  the  1937  Conservation  Program,  PJiode  Island  farmers 
who  carry  out  soil-building  practices  tha.t  they  select  from  the 
list  below  will  be  repp.id  a  part  of  the  cost.     The  amount  of 
payment  for  performing  each  practice  is  stated  with  the  descrip- 
tion of  practices  in  this  section. 

Payment  will  be  dependent  upon  the  practice  being  perfonned 
in  accordance  with  the  generally  accepted  standards  of  good  farm- 
ing pra.ctice  with  the  use  of  the  kinds  of  quantities  of  seeds  and 
other  materials  which  are  normally  employed  to  obtain  good  results. 
Each  farmer  contemplating  applying  for  pac^ment  for  carrying  out  any 
of  the  soil-building  practices  listed  below  £>hould  ascertain  in 
advance,  from  instractions  issued  through  his  county  comniittee, 
whether  the  intended  practice  can  be  certified  as  practical  under 
the  local  conditions  applicable  to  his  farm.     Such  instractions 
will  be  applicable  to  particular  areas  or  farms  and  will  set  forth 
which  of  ffijch  practices  are  economically  justified  in  such  areas 
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or  on  such  farms  and  the  proper  kinds  and  njoantities  of  seeds  or 
other  materials  or  s'lhstitutes  to  be  used  in  order  properly  to 
carry  out  the  practice. 

Payment  -under  the  1937  Program  will  be  restricted  to 
practices  carried  out  before  Lecember  1,  1337. 

If  a  practice  calls  for  the  use  of  specific  materials 
(such  as  limestone)  a  farmer  may  qualify  f or  payment  by  sub- 
stituting equivalent  aracijints  of  any  other  approved  material  which 
serves  the  same  purpose. 

ITo  payment  will  be  made  for  a  practice  carried  cut  on  any 
acreage  if  laoor,   seed,  or  other  materials  used  in  carrying  out 
the  practice  are  furnished  free  or  paid  for  by  a  State  or  Federal 
Agency. 


A  farmer  may  earn  soil-building  payments  up  to  the  limit 
of  his  soil-building  allowance.     If  the  total  of  the  payments  quali- 
fied for  is  larger  than  his  allowance,  he  will  receive  an  amount 
equal  to  his  allowance,  which  shall  be  deter.jined  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  part  II  of  this  bulletin.

LIMING 


1.      Applying  500  to  4000  pounds  of  gro-iond  limestone,  or 
its  equivalent,  per  acre  to  crop  or  pasture  land. 

Payment,     $1.00  per  500  pounds. 

FERTILIZING  SOIL-CONSERVING  CROPS 

Applying  BuperphcS'sphate,  muriate  of  potash,  nitrate  of 
soda,   or  basic  slag,  or  approved  combinations  of  these 
materials  in  approved  amounts,   subject  to  such  limitations 
as  are  stated  herein  or  may  be  specified  later,   to  estab- 
lished sod  (in  pasture,  orchards,  or  hay  lands)  or  in 
connection  with  the  seeding  of  biennial  or  perennial 
legumes  or  green-manure  crops.    No  payment  will  be  made 
for  16^0  nitrate  of  soda  in  any.  use  in  excess  of  200  pounds 
per  acre  or  for  16^  nitrate  of  soda  applied  to  hay  lands 
in  excess  of  150  pounds  per  acre.    Waen  superphosphate 
is  applied  in  connection  with  a  seeding  made  in  a  nurse 
crop  which  is  harvested  for  grain,  payment  will  be  made 
only  for  amounts  of  ISfo  superphosphate  in  excess  of  200 
pounds  per  acre.    Payment  will  also  be  made  for  16',o  super- 
phosphate when  added  to  farm  manures  as  a  preservative  and 
reinforcement  in  approved  amounts  and  when  such  farm 
manures  are  for  use  on  established  sod  or  in  connection 
with  the  seeding  of  biennial  or  perennial  legumes  or 
green-manure  crops. 
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2.  Payment  for  16^  superphosphate  or  "basic  slag,   64(#  per  100  Its. 

3.  Payment  for  50^6  muriate  of  potash  $1.50  per  100  Ics. 

4.  Payment  for  lefo  nitrate  of  soda  per  100  lbs. 

5.  Seeding  approved  medium  red  clover  or  mixtures  containing 
at  least  five  pounds  per  acre  of  approved  medium  red  clover 
seed  or  its  equivalent  in  other  clover  seed,  on  land  prepared 
for  seeding  "by  the  applicr.tion  of  amounts  of  lime  and 
fertilizer  specified  by  the  countj'  committee,  or  on  land  vdth- 
out  such  applicr.tion  vrhen  soil  tests  or  other  evidence  satis- 
factory to  the  committee  indicate  that  the  application  is  not 
needed.     This  seeding  shall  he  made  between  the  dates  specified 
by  the  county  committee. 

Payment,     $2.00  per  acre.' 

6.  Seeding  approved  alfalfa  or  mixtures  containing  at  least  5 
pounds  of  approved  alfalfa  seed  per  acre,  on  land  prepared  for 
the  seeding  by  the  application  of  ajnounts  of  lime  and  fertilizer 
specified  by  the  county  committee,  or  on  land  'without  such 
application  v/hen  soil  tests  or  other  evidence  sa^tisfactory  to 
the  committee  indicate  that  the  applica.tion  is  not  needed,  ^his 
seeding  shall  be  made  betvreen  the  dates  specified  by  the  co-onty 
committee. 

Payment,     $3.00  per  acre. 
GHEE>T-MA>rjRE  AMT  CO^/ER  CROPS 

7.  Ploning  or  disking  under  small  grains,  annual  gra,sses  or  mistures 
of  these  with  leg^omes  after  they  have  attained  at  least  two 
months'  or  12  inches'  growth. 

Payment,     $1.50  per  acre. 

8.  Plowing  or  disking  under  biennial  or  perennial  legumes  from 
which  no  crop  has  been  harvested  and  for  which  no  seeding  pay- 
ment will  be,  or  has  been,  made  under  this  or  any  previous 
program,  and  which  have  attained  at  least  two  months'  or  12 
inches'  growth,  or  annual  legumes  which  have  attained  such  growth. 

Payment,     $2.50  per  acre. 

The  rate  of  payment  will  be  doubled  for  practices  7  and  8  above 
when  carried  out  on  land  normally  devoted  to  commercial  vegetables  so 
that  the  green-manure  crop  replaces  at  least  one  crop  of  commercial 
vegetables  in  1937. 

When  annual  grains  are  clipped  green  and  left  on  land  normally 
devoted  to  commercial  vegetables  from  which  no  crop  is  removed  in  1937, 
and  followed  by  legume  crops  specified  in  practice  8  which  occupy  such 
land  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  1937  growing  season,  such  clipping 
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of  the  small  grains  may  be  substituted  for  the  plowing  or  dicing  under 
in  practice  7  and  such  leaving  of  leg^ome  crops  on  the  land  may  "be 
substituted  for  the  plowing  and  disking  -onder  in  practice  8,  and  the 
provisions  of  the  preceding  paragraph  shall  be  applicable. 

Leaving  the  entire  crop  on  the  land  during  the  winter  may  be 
substituted  for  the  plowing  or  disking  under  in  practice  7  or  5  if  the 
crop  is  one  that  is  normally  winter-killed. 

ORCHARDS 

S.    Applying  to  orchards  not  less  than  2  tons  per  acre  of  mulching 
material  in  addition  to  leaving  in  the  orchard  all  material  pro- 
duced therein  during  1937  from  grass,  legume,  green-manure  or 
cover  crops. 

Payment,     $2.CC  per  ton  on  an  amount  not  in 
excess  of  5  tens  per  acre. 

PART  II.     THE  SOIL-BUI  LP  IHC-  ALL0T7AMCE 

The  soil-building  allowance  for  any  farm  is  the  maximum  arco^unt 
that  may  be  paid  for  carrying  out  soil-building  practices  on  that  farm. 
It  shall  be  the  sum  of  such  of  the  following  items  as  are  applicable  to 
that  farm.     The  allowance,  however,   shall  be  at  least  $20.00. 

1*     Crop  land.     $1.00  for  each  acre  of  crop  land,  excluding 
commercial  orchards,  on  the  farm  on  January  1,  1937. 

2.  Commercial  orchards.'    $2.00  for  each  acre  of  commercial 
orchards  cultivated  on  the  farm  on  January  1,  1937. 

3 .  Commercial  vegetable  land . 

$1.00  for  each  acre  of  crop  land  on  which  only  one  crop 
of  commercial  vegetables  was  grown  in  1936; 

$2.00  for  each  acre  of  crop  land  on  which  two  or  more 
crops  of  commercial  vegetables  were  grown  on  the  same 
acreage  in  1936. 

4.  Non-crop  pasture  land.  $.40  for  each  acre  of  fenced  non- 
crop  open  pasture  land  in  excess  of  one-half  of  the  number 
of  acres  of  crop  land  on  the  farm. 

PART  III.     PROVISIONS  AFFECTIHG  PAYME^ITS 

Section  1.     Association  Expenses.     Under  such  rules  as  the 
Secretary  may  prescribe  there  shall  be  deducted  from  the  payment  to 
any  person  with  respect  to  a  farm  or  farms  in  a  county  all  or  such 
part  as  the  Secretary  may  prescribe  of  such  person's  pro  rata  share 
of  the  estimated  administrative  expenses  incurred  and  to  be  incurred 
by  the  Co^jinty  Agricultural  Conservation  Association  of  the  cc^unty  in 
which  such  farm  or  farms  are  located. 


There  shall  "be  credited  to  each  County  Affricultunl  Con- 
scrvr.tion  Association  for  the  payment  of  adioinistrative  expenses  the 
sum  of  $2.00  per  application  for  that  number  of  applications  submitted 
by  members  of  such  association  under  7/hich  it  is  estimated  by  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  the  total  payment  (prior  to 
deduction  of  any  administrative  expenses)  will  be  $20.00  or  less. 

Section  2.     Increase  in  Acree^.o  of  General  Soil-Depleting 
Crops .    The  Secretaiy  reserves  the  right  in  the  case  of  any  fann 
v/hich  in  1937  has  an  acreage  of  gei.erp.1  soil-depleting  crops  in  excess 
of  20  acres  to  make  a  deduction  from  any  payment  that  v/ould  otherwise 
be  made  for  such  farm  in  the  amount  of  $11.50  for  each  acre  by  which 
such  1937  acreage  of  general  soil-depleting  crops  exceeds  the  general 
soil-depleting  base  v/hich  can  be  established  for  such  farm.     If  in 
1937  the  Secretary  exercises  the  right  to  make  deductions  reserved  herein 
Tiith  respect  to  such  farms,  the  procedure  to  be  followed  for  the 
establishment  of  bases  shrll  be  in  accordax.ce  v/ith  such  instrj.ctions  as 
may  be  issued  by  the  Secretary. 

Section  3.    Applicability  to  Farms  imder  Special  Prorraras. 
The  Secretary  may  designate  one  or  more  co'onties  or  other  areas  for  which 
special  programs  for  1937  will  be  developed  uiider  the  Soil  Conservation 
and  Domestic  Allotment  Act.     ^n  the  event  that  any  such  cconty  or  other 
area  is  designated,  the  allowances,  rates,  and  conditions  of  pay^nent  for 
such  co^onty  or  other  area  v/ill  be  set  forth  in  a  special  bulletin  and 
the  provisions  of  the  State  bulletin  shall  not  be  applicable  in  such 
county  or  other  designated  area. 

On  any  farm  where  a  prograrri  is  carried  out  in  cooperation  with  the 
Soil  Conservation  Ser^/ice  or  the  Resettlement  Administration,  paymeixt  will 
be  made  only  for  carrying  out  such  soil-building  practices  as  are,  prior 
to  performance,  approved  for  the  farm  by  the  county  co:nraitteo  in  accord- 
ance with  instructions  issued  by  the  Secretary. 

Section  4.    Fnyments  Restricted  to  Effectuation  of  Purposes. 
All  or  any  part  of  any  payment  which  otiierv/ise  would  be  made  to  a:iy  person 
may  be  -i/ithheld  if  ar.y  rotation,  cropping  or  other  practice  is  adopted  by 
such  person  t/hich  the  Secretary  deter.Tiines  tends  to  defeat  the  purposes 
of  the  1937  Agricraltural  Conservation  yrogram, 

PART  IV.    MISCELIAICEOUS  PROVISIOHS 

Section  1.     In  order  for  a  f-armer  to  be  eligible  for  participation 
in  the  1937  AgricV'ltural  Conservation  Progra;a  he  must  execute  such  forms 
axid  submit  such  informatiori  as  may  be  prescribed,    Such  forac  and  infor- 
mation shall  be  filed  vrith  the  county  co^ittee  within  tlae  limits  estab^ 
lished  by  the  State  coaaittee  v/ith  the  aporoval  of  the  Director  of  the 
Scrtheast  Division, 


Section  2.    Land  to  "be  Included  under  an  Application.  An 
application  for  payment  shall  cover  neither  more  or  ler,s  than  a 
single  farm  as  defined  in  part  V  of  this  hiilletin. 

Section  3-    Application  and  5ligi"bility  for  Fa:.Tnqnt 

(a)  payment  will  be  made  only  upon  application  on 
the  prescribed  form,  filed  with  the  coiinty 
committee  within  the  time  fixed  "by  the  Secretary, 
supported  by  such  information  regarding  farming 
operation  as  may  be  required. 

(b)  An  application  for  payment  may  be  made  by  any 
producer  who  is  entitled  to  receive  all  or  a  share 
of  the  crops  produced  on  the  farm  in  1937  or  of 
the  proceeds  thereof  or  who  incurs  all  or  any  part 
of  the  expense  of  soil-building  practices  carried 
out  on  the  farm. 

(c)  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  eligibility  of 
a  producer  for  a  payment  where  the  farm  operated 
by  him  includes  land  located  in  two  or  more  adjoin- 
ing counties,   such  farm  shall  be  regarded  as  located 
in  the  county  in  which  the  principal  dwelling  on 
such  farm  is  located,  or  if  there  is  no  dwelling 

on  such  farm,   such  farm  shall  be  regarded  as  located 
in  the  county  in  which  the  major  portion  of  such 
farm  is  located. 

Section  k.     Division  of  Payments. 

(a)  The  soil-building  pajmient  with  respect  to  the  farm 
covered  by  an  application  for  pajmient  shall  be  divided 
among  the  producers  concerned,  in  the  proportion  that 
the  county  committee  determines  that  th^^  expense  in- 
curred by  each  in  carrying  out  the  soil-building 
practices  bear?  to  the  total  expense  incurred  by  all 
such  producers  in  carrying  out  such  practices. 

(b)  Any  payment  for  a  farm  shall  bo  computed  without 
regard  to  questions  of  title  under  State  law,  with- 
out deductions  of  claims  for  advances,  and  without 
regard  to  any  claim  or  lien  against  tho  crop  or  pro- 
ceeds thereof  in  favor  of  any  creditor. 

Secs±ion  5-    Membership  in  Association.    Any  person  having 
an  interest  in  the  crops  or  the  proceeds  thereof  produced  on  any 
farm  in  the  county  in  1937  shall  become  a  member  of  the  County 
Agricultural  Conservation  Association  of  the  county  whenever  any 
form  or  information  required  in  connection  with  the  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program  for  1937  is  submitted  for  such  farm,  or 
whenever  in  1937  he  attends  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  committeemen.    Any  person  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of 
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the  association  if  in  1937  an  application  for  pajnuent  is  not  filed 
by  him  within  the  time  specified  "by  the  Secretary  for  the  filing 
of  applications. 

Section  6.     Limits.    The  sum  of  the  commercial  fruit 
acreage,  the  commercial  vegetable  acreages,  the  commercial  double- 
cropped  vegetable  acreages,   the  acreages  of  non-crop  open  pasture 
land,  and  the  acreages  of  total  crop  land,  respectively,  established 
for  farms  in  any  county  or  other  specified  area,   shall  not  exceed 
the  acreage  of  such  crops  and  uses  which  tiie  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration  may  establish  for  such  county  or  other  specified  area. 

PART  V.  DEFINITIONS 

As  used  herein  and  in  all  forms  and  documents  relating  to 
the  1937  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  in  the  Northeast  Region, 
the  terra 

Secretary  means  the  Secretary  of  Agricultijre  of  the 
United  States. 

Northeast  P.egion  means  the  area  included  in  the  States 
of  Maine,  New  Hanpshire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Rhode 
Island,  Connecticut,  New  York,  Nev;  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania. 

Northeast  Division  means  the  division  of  the  Agric\iltural 
Adjustment  Administration  in  charge  of  the  1937  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program  in  the  Northeast  Region. 

State  Agricultural  Conservation  Committee  or  State 
Committee  means  the  group  of  persons  designated  to 
assist  in  the  aciinini  strati  on  of  the  1937  Agricultiiral 
Consei'vation  Program  in  the  State  of  Rhode  Island. 

County  Agricultural  Conservation  Committee  or  County 
Committee  means  the  group  of  persons  designated  to 
assist  in  the  administration  of  the  1937  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program  in  the  county. 

Person  means  an  individual,  partnership,  association, 
■trust,  estate,  or  corporation,  and  wherever  applicable, 
a  State,  a  political  subdivision  of  a  State,  or  any 
agency  thereof  or  any  other  C-overnitant^l  ageucy  that  n»ay 
"be  desigjaatud  "by  the  Secretary. 

Pro ducer  means  any  person  who  is  entitled  to  receive 
all  or  a  portion  of  the  crops  produced  on  any  farm  or 
the  proceeds  thereof. 

I^arm  means  all  land  in  a  county  (or  regarded  as  being 

in  a  county)  which  in  I937  is  under  the  operating  control 

of  one  person  by  reason  of  ownership,  lease,  or  otherwise: 
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Provided,   that  a  tract  of  land  shall  not  te  considered  all  or 
part  of  a  farm  unless  the  county  committee  finds,  from  a  consider- 
ation of  such  factors  as  size  of  unit,  amount  of  labor  applied, 
nature  of  farmin>r  operations,  and  practices  carried  out,  that  the 
participation  of  such  land  in  the  1937  Agricultixral  Conservation 
Program  would  tend  to  promote  the  purposes  of  the  Act  through  the 
economic  use  and  conservation  of  the  land  and  through  the  pre- 
servation and  improvement  of  its  fertility  for  agricultural 
purposes. 

Crop  land  is  farm  land  which  is  tillable  and  on  which  at  least  one 
crop  other  than  wild  hay  was  harvested  or  planted  for  harvest  bet- 
ween January  1,  1930>  and  JaniJ^iry  1,  1937)  and  any  other  farm  land 
devoted  on  January  1,  1937  to  fruit  orctiards,  vineyards,  or  cultivat- 
ed bush  fruits  other  than  those  abandoned. 

Commercial  Orchards  means  the  acreage  in  tree  fruits,  cultivated 
nut  trees,  vineyards,  or  cultivated  bush  fruits,  including  cran- 
berries, on  the  farm  on  January  1,  193 7 >  from  which  the  principal 
part  of  the  production  is  normally  sold,  including  also  the  acreage 
of  young  njr-bearing  orchards  from  v/hich  the  principal  part  of  the 
production  '/ill  be  sold  in  1937 >  oi"  later. 

Commercial  Vegetables  means  the  acreage  of  vegetables  or  truck 
crops  (including  among  others  potatoes,  sweetpo tatoes ,  melons, 
cantaloups,   and  strawberries,  but  excluding  sweet  corn  for  canning 
and  peas  for  canning)  from  which  the  principal  part  of  the  pro-

PAET  III.    PHOVISIOHS  aIjECTIKG  P^YLIENgS 

Section  1,    Association  jlxpenses.     Under  such  rales  as  the  Secre- 
tary may  prescribe  there  shall  be  deducted  from  the  payment  to  any  person 
with  respect  to  a  farm  or  fa.rms  in  a  county  all  or  such  part  as  the  Secre-

If  in  1937  the  Secretary  exercises  the 
right  to  make  deductions  reserved  herein  with  respect  to  such  farms,  the 
procedure  to  be  followed  for  the  establisliiiient  of  bases  shall  be  in 
accorcLa.nce  with  such  instructions  as  may  be  issued  by  the  Secretary. 

Section  3,    Applicability  to  Ja.r;.is  under  Soecial  Program.  The 
Secretary  may  designate  one  or  more  counties  or  other  areas  for  which 
specia.l  prograj:Tis  for  1937  will  be  developed  under  the  Soil  Conservation 
and  Lomestic  Allotment  Act.     In  the  event  that  any  such  county  or  other 
area  is  designated,  the  allo'.  ances ,  rates,  and  conditions  of  pay.-ient  for 
such  county  or  other  area  \/ill  be  set  forth  in  a  special  bulletin  and 
the  provisions  of  the  State  bulletin  shall  not  be  applicable  in  such 
co-unty  or  other  designated  area.

All 
or  any  paxt  of  any  payment  v/hich  otherwise  would  be  made  to  any  person 
maj'-  be  withheld  if  any  rotation,  cropping  or  other  practices  are  adopted 
by  such  person  which  the  Secretary  determines  tend  to  defeat  the  purposes 
of  the  IS 37" Agricultural  Conservation  Program. 

PAET  IV.     ivil  SCELLAN'iiQUS  PHCY I  SIGNS 

Section  1.     In  order'for  a  farmer  to  be  eligible  for  participation 
in  the  1237  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  he  must  e :ce cute  such  forms 
and  submit  such  information  as  may  be  prescribed.-   Such  forms  end  informa- 
tion shall  he  filed  with  the  county  committee  within  time  limits  established 
by  the  .State  committee  v;ith  the  approval  of  the  Eirector  of  the  Northeast 
Division, 

Section  2.    Land  to  be  Included  under  an  Application.    An  application 
for  payment  shall  cover  neither  more  nor  less  than  a  single  farm  as  defined 
in  part  V  of  this  bulletin. 

Section  3.    Application  and  ^Eligibility  for  Payment. 

(a)  Payment  will  be  made  only  upon  application  on  the 
prescribed  form,  filed  with  the  county  committee  with- 
in the  time  fixed  by  the  Secretary,  supported  by  such 
information  regarding  farming  operation    as  may  be 
required. 

(b)  An  applicc.tion  for  payment  may  be  made  by  any  producer 
who  is  entitled  to  receive  all  or  a  siiare  of  the  crops 
produced  on  the  farm  in  1937  or  of  the  proceeds  thereof 
or  who  incurs  all  or  ar^  part  of  the  expense  of  soil- 
building  practices  carried  out-  on  the  farm. 

(c)  Tor  the  purpose  of  deteTinining  the  eligibility  of  a 
producer  for  a  payment  where  the  farm  operated  by  him 
includes  land  located  in  two  or  mors  adjoining  counties, 
such  farm  shall  be  regarded  as  located  in  the  county  in 
which  the  principal  dwelling  on  such  farm  is  located,  or, 
if  there  is  no  dwelling  on  such  f ami ,  ouch  farm  shall  be 
regarded  as  located  in  the  county  in  which  the  major 
portion  of  such  farm  is  located. 

Section  4.    Division  of  Payments. 


(a)     The  soil-building  payment  with  respect  to  the  farm  covered 
by  an  cpplication  for  payment  shall  be  divided  among  the  producers  con- 
cerned, in  the  proportion  that  the  co\inty  coniraittee  determines  that  the 
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expense  incurred  by  each  in  carrying  out  the  soil-tuilding  practices 
bears  to  the  total  expense  incurred  by  all  such  producers  in  carrying 
out  ■y.ich  practices. 

(u)    Any  paynivint  for  a  fari.i  shall  oe  computed  v/ithout  ro^fj'd 
to  quos-:ions  ot  title  under  State  lav:,  without  deductions  of  claim  for 
adv^iices,  and  \7ithout  regard  to  any  claim  or  lien  a^^'ainst  the  crop  or 
proceeds  thereof  in  favor  of  r-^Jiy  creditor. 

Section  5.    Membership  in  i^ssocig-tion.    Any  perrjon  having  an  interest 
in  the  crops  or  the  proceeds  thereof  produced  on  any  f?,rra  in  the  county  in 
1937  shall  become  a  member  of  the  County  Agricultural  Conserve.tion  Associa,- 
tion  of  the  co\inty  whenever  any  form  or  information  required  in  connection 
with  zhe  Agricultural  Conservation  Pro^Tam  x"or  1957  is  submitted  for  such 
faxra,  or  whenever  in  1937  he  attends  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  committeemen.    Any  person  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  asso- 
ciation if  in  1957  an  application  for  payment  is  not  filed  by  him  within 
the  time  specified  by  the  Secretary  for  the  filing  of  applications. 

Section  6.    Limits.     The  sum  'ol"  the  commercial  fruit  acreages,  the 
coinmercial  vegt-table  acieagcs,  th^  ccm..-:ercial  double-cropped  vegc  cable 
acreages,  the  acreages  of  non-crop  open  pasture  land,  ;\nd  the  acrea.ges  of 
total  crop  land,  respectively,  este.blished  for  ft^rnn  in  any  county  or  other 
specified  area,  shall  not  exceed  the  acreage  of  such  crops  and  uses  which 
the  Agricultural  Adjustrient  Acuiiini  strati  on  may  establish  for  such  county 
or  other  specified  area. 

Section  7.     Tobacco .     The  statements  in  this  bulletin  apply  to  cll 
farms  in  Vermont  except  those  farSiS  for  which  tobacco  bases  are  established 
in  1^-37.    Bulletin  No,  lOlA  for  Vermont,  to  be  issued  separately,  describes 
the  pro  grain  as  it  applies  to  those  farms,     i'cr  such  farms  the  soil-building 
allowc^ice  and  certain  rates  of  payment  will  differ  from,  those  prescribed 
ho  re  in.

Feg-m  means  all  land  in      county  (or  regarded  as  being  in  a  co'iinty) 
which  in  1937  is  under  the  operating  control  of  one  person  by 
rea,son  of  ownership,  lease,  or  othoi'v/ise :  provided,  that  a  tract 
of  land  shall  not  be  considered  all  or  part  of  a  farm  unless  the 
county  comrnittee  finds,  from  a  consideration  of  such  factors  as 
size  of  unit,  amount  of  labor  applied,  nature  of  farming  operations, 
sjid  practices  carried  out,  that  the  iDSjrticipation  of  such  land  in 
the  1937  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  v/ould  tend  to  promote 
the  purposes  of  the  Act  throu.gh  the  economic  use  and  conservation 
of  the  land  end  through  the.  preservation  and  im.provement  of  its 
fertility  for  agricultural  purposes.

Comm.ercial  Orcha.rds  means  the  a'.creage  in  tree  fruits,  cultivr.ted 
nut  trees,  vineyards,  or  cultivated  bush  fruits,  including  cran- 
berries, on  the  farm  on  January  1,  1937,  from  which  the  principal 
part  of  the  production  is  normally  sold,  including  also  the  acre- 
age of  young  non-bearing  orchards  from  which  the  principal  part  of 
the  production  will  be  sold  in  1937,  or  later. 

Commercial  Vegetables  means  the  acreage  of  vegeta.bles  or  truck 
crops  (including  among  others  potatoes,  sweetpotatoes,  melons, 
cantaloups,  ajid  strawberries,  but  excluding  svveet  corn  for 
canning  and  peas  for  canning)  from  which  the  principal  part  of 
the  production  was  sold  off  the  farm  in  1936. 

Open  Mon-Crop  Pasture  means  fenced  non-crop  past\ire  land  of 
a  carrying  capacity  during  the  normal  pasture  season  of  at 
least  one  animal  unit  for  each  five  acres,  on  which  the  pre-

The  1S37  A£:ricultural  Conservation  program  has  been  developed  in 
accordejice  with  the  provisions  of  sections  S,  15,  and  16  of  the  Soil 
Censer va.t ion  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act,  but  the  payment  of  any  benefits 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  bulletin  is  contingent  upon  such 
appropri£.'Cion,  if  any,  as  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  may  here- 
after make  -for  such  purpose.,  and  the  amonjits  of  such  pa;/ments  v/ill  be 
finaJly  determined  by  such  appropriation  and  the  extent  of  participa- 
tion in  the  program.

Under  the  1937  Conservation  Program,  Vermont  farmers  who  carry 
out  soil-building  practices  that  they  select  from  the  list  below  will 
be  repaid  a  part  of  the  cost.     Tiae  am.ount  of  payment  for  performing 
each  practice  is  stated  with  the  description  of  praciices  in  this 
section. 

Payment  will  be  dependent  upon  the  practice  being  performed  in 
accordance  x/ith  tlie  generally  accepted  standards  of  good  farming 
practice  with  the  use  of  the  kinds  cJid  qiiajitities  of  seeds  and  other 
raa.terials  \7hich  are  normally  employed  to  obtain  good  results.  Each 
farmer  contemplating  applying  for  payment  for  carryin^i:,  out  ajiy  of  the 
soil-building  practices  listed  belov/  should  ascertain  in  advajice,  from 
instructions  issued  through  his  county  corrjnittee,  whetner  the  intended 
practice  can  be  certified  as  practical  under  the  local  conditions  appli- 
cable -to  his  farm.     Such  instructions  v/ill  be  applicable  to  pa.rticular 
areas  or  farms  ajid  will  set  forth  which  of  such  practices  are  economical- 
ly justified  in  such  areas  or  on  such  farms  and  the  proper  kinds  and 
qupjioities  of  seeds  or  other  materials  or  substitutes  to  be  used  in  order 
properly  to  ce.rry  out  the  practice. 
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payment  -undur  the  1937  Program  -.vill  ce  restricted  to  practices 
carried  out  before  Deccnber  1,  1937. 

If  a  practice  calls  for  the  use  of  specific  materials  (such  as 
limestone)  a  farmer  may  qualify  for  payment  cy  substituting  equivalent 
amounts  of  any  other  approved  material  'jhich  serves  the  sarae  purpose. 

i-Io  payment  v/ill  be  made  for  a  pra.ctice  carried  out  on  ejiy  acre- 
age ii  labor,  seed,  or  other  materials  used  in  carrying  out  the  practice 
are  furnished  free  or  paid  for  by  a  Statu  or  Federal  Agency. 

A  farmer  may  earn  soil-buildint%  payments  up  to  the  ILiait  of  his 
soil-building  allowance.

The 
Secretary  iiiay  designate  one  or  moi'e  counties  or  other  areas  for  which 
specia.l  prograjiis  for  1937  will  be  developed  ujider  the  Soil  Conservation 
and  Domcistic  Allotment  Act.     In  the  event  that  any  such  county  or  other 
area  is  designated,  the  allo'.  ances ,  rates,  ejid  conditions  of  pay::ient  for 
such  covuity  or  other  s,rea  will  be  set  forth  in  a  special  bulletin  and 
the  previsions  of  the  State  bulletin  shall  not  be  applicable  in  such 
co"unty  or  other  designated  area.

portion  of  such  fs.rm  is  located.

(b)    Any  payment  for  a  fari.^^  shall        cn!TK,iUt=;d  without  re^^itrd 
to  questions  oi  title  under  State  law,  without  deductions  of  claim  for 
advejices,  and  v/ithout  regard  to  ejiy  claim  or  lion  e^einst  the  cro^j  or 
proceeds  thereof  in  favor  of  r^ny  creditor. 

Section  5.    Membership  in  Association.    Any  person  having  an  interest 
in  the  cro^:s  or  the  proceeds  thereof  produced  on  any  fe,rra  in  the  county  in 
1937  snail  become  a  member  of  the  Coujity  Agricultural  Conservation  Associa- 
tion of  the  county  whenever  any  lorT.  or  information  required  in  connection 
with  vhe  Agricultural  Conservation  ?ro^ra.Ti  for  1937  is  submitted  for  such 
faxra,  or  v/henever  in  1937  he  attends  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  of 
electing;  committeemen.    Any  person  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  asso- 
ciation if  in  1937  an  applicat ion . f or  payment  is  not  filed  by  him  within 
the  time  specified  by  the  Secretary  for  the;  filing  of  cpplicu.tions.

Section  7.     Tobacco .     The  statements  in  this  bulletin  apply  to  all 
farms  in  Vermont  except  those  farms  for  which  tobacco  bases  are  established 
in  1^-37.

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County  Agricultural  Conservation  Committee  or  County  Committee 
means  the  group  of  persons  designated  to  assist  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  1937  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  in  the 
county.

Commercial  Orchg.rds  means  the  acreage  in  tree  fruits,  cultiv-.ted 
nut  trees,  vineyards,  or  cultivated  bush  fruits,  including  cran- 
berries, on  the  farm  on  Januarj^  1,  1957,  from,  which  the  principal 
part  of  the  production  is  normally  sold,  including  also  the  acre- 
age of  young  non-bearing  orchards  from  which  the  principal  part  of 
the  production  will  be  sold  in  1937,  or  later. 

Commercial  Vegetables  means  the  acreage  of  vegetables  or  truck 
crops  (including  ajnong  others  potatoes,  sweetpotatoes ,  melons, 
cantaloups,  end  strawberries,  but  excluding  sweet  corn  for 
canning  and  peas  for  canning)  from  which  the  principal  part  of 
the  production  was  sold  off  the  farm  in  1936. 

Open  Non-Crop  Pasture  means  fenced  non-crop  pasture  land  of

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
under  section  8  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act,  this 
bulletin  No.  101  -  A  -  Vermont  contains  the  provisions  of  the  1937  Soil 
Conservation  Program  with  respect  to  payments  for  diversion  from  the  1937 
tobacco  soil-depleting  base. 

The  provisions  of  this  bulletin  shall  be  applicable  only  to  those 
farms  for  v/hich  a  tobacco  soil-deoleting  base  is  established  and  all  of  the 
provisions  of  Bulletin  No.  101  -  Vermont  are  applicable  to  such  farms  unless 
otherwise  provided  herein. 

PART  I.     THE  SOIL-BUILDING  ALLOWCE 

For  farms  with  a  tobacco  soil-depleting  base  the  provisions  of  this 
part  I  shall  be  applicable  in  lieu  of  the  provisions  of  part  II  of  Bulletin 
No .  101  -  Vermont . 

The  soil-building  allowance  for  any  farm  is  the  maximum  amount  that 
may  be  paid  for  carrying  out  soil-building  practices  on  the  farm. 

Section  1.    The  soil-building  allowance  for  any  farm  not  eligible  to 
earn  a  tobacco  diversion  payment  and  for  any  farm  having  a  tobacco  soil- 
depleting  base  of  five  acres  or  less  with  respect  to  which  no  application  is 
made  for  a  tobacco  diversion  payment  shall  be  the  sum  of  such  of  the  follow- 
ing items  as  are  applicable  to  that  farm,  but  shall  not  be  less  than  $20.00 
for  any  such  farm:

$2,00  for  each  acre  of  crop  land  on  which  two  or  more 
crops  of  commercial  vegetables  were  grown  on  the  same 
acreage  in  1936. 

(d)  Non-crop  pasture  land.     $.Uo  for  each  acre  of  fenced  non- 
crop  open  pasture  land  in  excess  of  one-half  of  the  num- 
ber of  acres  of  crop  land  on  the  farm.

A  payment  of  4  cents  per  pound  based  on 
the  normal  tobacco  yield  per  acre  will  be  paid  for  eacn  acre  diverted  in

Section  2.     Tobacco  Soil-Depleting  Ease  and  Yield.     The  1937  tobacco 
soil-depleting  base  for  any  farm  in  a  county  shall  be  the  tobacco  soil- 
depleting  base  which  was  or  could  have  been  estaclished  for  such  farm  under 
the  1936  Agricultural  Conservation  Program,  subject  to  any  adjustment  which 
will  result  in  equitable  bases  for  all  farms  in  the  county  for  which  tobacco 
bases  are  established,  talcing  into  consideration  production  facilities  and 
their  use;  provided, 

(a)  The  tobacco  soil-depleting  base  for  any  farm  shall  not  be  more 
than  twice  the  acreage  of  tobacco  grown  in  1957; 
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(b)  The  sum  of  the  tobacco  soil-depleting  bases  for  the  farms  in 
any  county  or  otner  specified  area  shall  not  exceed  an  acreage 
for  tooacco  established  for  such  county  or  other  specified 
area  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration; 

(c)  The  weighted  average  of  the  yield  of  tobacco  per  acre  for  all 
farms  for  \,hich  1937  tobacco  soil-depleting  bases  are  established 
in  any  county  or  other  specified  area  shall  not  exceed  the 
average  yield  of  tobacco  per  acre  established  for  such  county 

or  other  specified  area  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Adminis- 
tration. 

Section  3.     Deductions  for  an  Acrea,&;:e  of  Tooacco  in  .elxcess  of  the 
1937  Tobacco  soil-Depleting  Base.     If  the  1937  acreage  of  tooacco  exceeds

This  program  has  been  deveh)ped  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Sections  8,  15.  and  16  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Al- 
lotment Act,  but  the  payment  of  any  benefits  jnirsuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ))rogram  is  contingent  upon  whatever  appropriation  the 
C'ongi-ess  of  the  United  States  may  hereafter  luake  for  such  purpose. 
The  amount  of  any  j)ayment  under  this  Program  will  be  finally  de- 
termined by  .such  appropriation  and  the  extent  of  participation  in 
such  Program.  The  rates  of  payment  and  the  soil-building  allow- 
ances set  foi-th  herein  are  computed  upon  the  basis  of  an  appropria- 
tion of  $500,0{)0.0(K)  for  the  United  States.

TION OR  COUNTY  ASSOCIATION  means  the  association  of  the 
comity  organized  to  assist  in  the  administration  of  the  1S>37  Agri- 
cultural Conservation  Program  in  such  count}'.  The  boundaries  of 
a  county  shall  determine  the  boundaries  of  the  association  for  such 
county  provided,  however,  that  upon  approval  in  advance  by  the 
State  conunittee  and  the  Director  of  the  North  Central  Division,  a 
county  may  have  two  associations  or  two  or  more  counties  may  have 
one  association.

SHARE-RENTED  FARM  means  a  farm  that  is  rented  for  a 
share  of  the  crops  procUiced  thereon,  or  the  jiroceeds  thereof. 

PERSON  means  an  individual,  firm,  partnership,  association, 
corporation,  estate,  or  trust.  The  tei'iu  person  shall  also  include, 
wherever  a})plicable.  a  Slate,  a  political  subdivision  of  a  State,  or 
any  agency  thereof,  and  any  governmoiual  agency  that  may  be 
designated  by  the  Secretary. 

OPERATOR  means  a  person  who  as  owner  or  share-tenant  is 
operating  a  farm  and  is  entitled  to  receive  all  or  a  portion  of  the 
croj)s  ])roduced  thereon,  or  the  proceeds  thereof. 

SHARE-TENANT  means  a  person  other  than  an  owner  or  share- 
cropi^er  who  is  operating  a  share-rented  farm  and  is  entitled  to  re- 
ceive a  portion  of  the  crops  produced  thei'eon.  or  the  ])roceeds 
thereof.  If  a  share-tenant  sublets  a  share-rented  farm  to  another 
person  and  both  such  persons  are  entitled  to  share  in  the  crops 
produced  thereon,  or  the  i)roceeds  thereof,  both  shall  l)e  ileemed 
share-tenants. 

SHARECROPPER  means  a  person  who  works  a  farm  in  whole  or 
in  part  under  general  supervision  of  the  oi)erator  and  is  entitled  to 
receive  tor  liis  labor  a  proportionate  share  of  a  crop  i)roduced 
thereon,  oi'  the  proceeds  thei-eof. 

FAR]\IING  I'NIT  means  all  land  \\liich  is  larnied  i)y  an  operator 
in  1937  as  a  single  unit,  with  workstock.  farm  machinery,  and  labor 
substantially  separated  from  that  of  any  other  land. 

DIVERSION  FARM  means  (1)  any  farm  in  a  county  operated 
by  a  person  Avho  operates  a  farm  or  farms  in  such  county  with 
I'cspect  to  Avhich  farm  or  farms  the  sum  of  the  general  soil-depleting 
base  established  therefor  is  20  acres  or  niore.  and  (2)  any  farm  in 
a  county  owned  and  operated  by  a  person  and  any  contiguous  farm 
or  fai'ms  owned  by  such  jierson  in  such  county  which  are  field  rented 
b}'  such  per.sou  to  any  other  jter-sons  if  the  sum  of  the  general  soil- 
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depleting:  bases  establislunl  for  all  mk-Ii  1'aniis  is  20  acres  or  iikho. 
and  (3)  any  farm  for  which  a  cotton  or  final  tobacco  soil-depletinj^ 
base  is  cstal)lished. 

XONDI VERSION  FARM  means  any  ianii  wliich  is  not  a  diver- 
sion farm. 

DRVLAXI)  FARM  means  (1)  any  farm  not  in  Area  "A"  in 
Nebraska  or  Soulli  Dakota  nnless  sucli  farm  is  desi<>:nate(l  before  May 
1.  11)37,  by  the  county  connnittee  as  no!  beinj?  a  dryland  farm,  and 
{'2)  any  farm  in  Aix^a  "A"  in  Nebraska  or  South  Dakota  desi<2:nated 
before  Mav  1.  1937,  bv  the  coiintv  connnittee  as  being  a  dryland  farm. 

COTTC)N  FARM"  means  any  farm  in  Area  "B"  or  in  Area  "C" 
which  lias  a  cotton  soil-depletin<r  base,  or  on  wliich  cotton  is  gi'own 
in  1937. 

SHARECROPPER  FARM  meaiis  any  farm  operated  witli  tlie 
aid  of  sharecrojijjers  in  1937.  which  farm  is  not  a  cotton  farm. 

COMBINATION  FARM  means  any  farm,  other  than  a  cotton 
farm  oi-  a  sharecropi)er  farm,  rented  partly  on  shares  and  on  which 
farm  part  or  all  of  the  new  conserving  acreage  is  rented  for  cash. 

ORCHARDS  mean  the  entire  acreage  (not  abandoned)  in  tree 
fi'uits,  nut  trees,  vineyards,  bush  fruits  (inchiding  cranberries),  and 
nursery  stock  on  the  farm  on  January  1,  1937,  even  though  sucli 
acreage  is  interplanted  with  other  crops. 

CROPLAND  means  (1)  all  tillable  farm  land  from  which  at  least 
one  crop  other  than  wild  hay  was  harvested  or  planted  for  harvest 
between  Januai-y  1,  1930.  and  December  31.  1936.  inclusive,  except 
farm  land  in  a  dryland  farm  with  a  productivity  less  than  50  percent 
of  the  i)roductivity  for  the  county;  and  (2)  any  other  acreage  devoted 
on  Januarv  1.  1937.  to  orchards. 

NONCROP  PLOWABLE  PASTURE  means  any  noncrop  pasture 
land  other  than  i-ange  land  and  other  than  land  owned  or  controlled 
by  the  United  States  Government,  or  any  agency  thereof,  which  could 
be  brought  under  cultivation  without  cleai-ing,  draining,  or  irrigat- 
ing. The  term  "noncrop  plowable  ])asture"  shall  include  an}-  noncrop 
land  used  for  the  production  of  wild  hay. 

ANIMAL  UNIT  means  the  unit  of  measurement  used  to  denote 
tlie  grazing  capacity  of  noncrop  plowable  pastui-e.  An  animal  unit 
as  used  herein  shall  be  e-C|ual  to  either  one  cow,  one  horse,  five  sheep, 
two  calves,  two  colts,  or  the  equivalent  thereof. 

COMMERCIAL  ORCHARDS  means  the  entire  acreage  (not 
abandoned)  in  tree  fruits,  cultivated  nut  trees,  vineyards,  and  bush 
fruits  (including  crani)erries) .  on  the  farm  on  January  1,  1937.  fi-om 
which  tlve  pi-incij)al  part  of  the  ])roduction  is  noi'inally  sold,  including 
also  the  acreage  of  young  nonbeai'ing  oi'chards  on  the  farm  on 
Januai-y  1.  1937.  from  which  the  principal  part  of  the  i)roduction  will 
be  sold. 

COMMERCIAL  VEGETABLES  means  vegetables  and  truck 
cro])S  (including  Irish  potatoes,  sweetpotatoes.  tomatoes,  sweet  corn, 
melons.  cantaloui)es,  strawl)erries.  and  commercial  bulbs  and  flowers, 
l)ut  excluding  ])eas  for  cainiing  and  sweet  corn  for  canning)  of  which 
the  in-incipal  part  of  the  production  was  sold  to  persons  not  living  on 
the  farm.  •

1937  GENERAL  ACREAGE  means  ihe  toiul  acreage  classified  as 
soil-dei)letiiig  on  a  farm  in  1937,  less  any  1937  acreage  of  cotton  and 
tobacco  on  snch  farm. 

1937  SUGAR  BEET  ACREAGE  means  the  acreage  planted  to 
sngar  beets  on  a  farm  in  1937.  not  in  excess  of  the  general  soil- 
dopleting  base  for  sucli  farm. 

XEW'COXSERVIXG  ACREAGE  means  the  acreage  of  cropland 
in  tlie  farm  upon  which  there  is,  on  the  dale  as  of  wliich  final  insi»e(  - 
tion  of  the  farm  is  made  for  tlie  ])nri)ose  of  detei-mining  performance, 
a  good  stand  of  a  crop  listed  in  Section  2  (a)  of  Part  III  which  was 
seeded  in  accordance  with  gooil  farming  ]>ractices  between  November 
1,  1936,  and  Octol)er  31.  1937.  inclusive,  and  which  acreage  is  classified 
as  soil-conserving  in  1937.  New  conserving  acreage  also  means  the 
acreage  of  cropland  used  in  accordance  with  subsection  (b)  of  St'c- 
(ion  2  of  Part  III.  No  acreage  can  be  classified  as  new  conserving  if 
any  of  the  crops  listetl  in  Section  1  of  Part  III  are  harvested  as  grain 
or  hay  from  sucli  acreage  in  1937. 

OLD  CONSERVING  ACREAGE  means  the  acreage  of  cropland 
in  the  farm  which  was  seeded  prior  to  November  1.  193G.  and  upon 
which  acreage  there  was  a  good  stand  of  a  crop  listetl  in  Section  2(u) 
of  Part  III  on  or  after  Jidy  1.  1937,  and  which  acreage  is  classified 
as  soil-conserving  in  1937.  Old  conserving  acreage  also  means  any 
acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm  ii])on  which  there  was  a  good  stand 
of  a  crop  listed  in  Section  2  (a)  of  Part  III  on  or  after  Jidy  1.  1937, 
which  was  self-seeded  in  the  fall  of  1936  and  which  acreage  is  classi- 
fied as  soil-conserving  m  1937.  Old  conserving  acreage  also  means 
the  acreage  of  cropland  used  in  accordance  with  Section  2  (c)  of 
Part  III.  No  acreage  can  be  classified  as  old  conserving  if  on  such 
acreage  any  crop  listed  in  Item  1  of  Section  1  (b)  of  Part  III:  (1)  Is 
seeded  for  harvest  in  1937  at  a  rate  in  excess  of  one-half  the  normal 
rate  of  seeding  alone  for  grain;  (2)  is  seeded  in  1937  at  a  rate  not  in 
excess  of  one-halt'  the  noi-mal  rate  of  seeding  alone  for  grain  and  is 
cut  for  grain  or  hay;  (3)  is  a  volunteer  stand,  wiiicli  volunteer  stand 
it  would  be  practical  to  cut  for  grain  or  hay  if  such  crop  were 
growing  alone;  (-1)  is  seeded  in  1936  at  a  rate  not  in  excess  of  one- 
half  the  normal  rate  of  seeding  alone  for  grain  if  it  would  be 
practical  to  cut  such  crop  for  grain  or  hay  il'  such  crop  were  growing 
alone. 

TOTAL  CONSERVING  ACREAGE  moans  ihe  sum  ol  the  new 
conserving  acreage  and  the  old  conserving  acreage. 

SOAVN  CORN  means  corn  planted  in  such  manner  that  the  corn 
])lants  are  so  close  together  that  under  no  circumstances  will  kernels 
form  on  the  eai'S.  Such  corn  may  be  (1)  .sown  broadcast  or  close- 
drilled;  or  (2)  i")lanted  in  rows  one-half  the  luirmal  distance  apart 
with  at  least  the  normal  number  of  plants  (o  the  hill;  or  (3)  planted 
in  rows  the  imrmal  distance  apart  but  with  at  least  seven  plants  to  the 
hill;  or  (4)  listed  in  rows  the  normal  distance  apart  but  with  at  least 
twice  the  normal  number  of  plants  to  the  row. 

DIVERSION  PA Y:MENT  means  a  payment  for  the  diversion  of 
acreage  from  any  soil-depleting  base.  A  diversion  payment  is  not 
nuide  with  respect  to  a  noiuli\ersion  farm. 

CONSERVING  PAYMENT  means  a  i)ayment  for  the  increase  of 
soil-conserving  acreage.    A  conserving  paynuMit  is  not  made  with 


respect  to  a  farm  wliu-h  is  eitlier  a  ilrvlaiul  farm  or  noiuliversioii 
farm. 

SOIL-BUILDING  ])aYnie)it  means  a  ])ayment  for  carryiii<;  out  an 
approveil  soil-biiildinji;  i)ractit'e. 

MAXLAIUM  GENERAL  DIVERSION  PAYMEN  T  for  a  farm 
means  tlie  lar<rest  amount  of  payment  wliicli  may  he  earned  for  diver- 
sion of  aerea<re  from  croj)s  in  tlie  <:eneral  soil-depletini;  base  on  snth 
farm.  Sneli  amount  sluill  be  com])uted  by  mulliplyin<j;  the  rate  per 
acre  for  diversion  of  acrea<j:e  iji  the  <i;eneral  soil-depleting  base  for 
such  farm  bv  the  number  of  acres  equal  to  1.")  i)ercent  of  such  base. 

MAXLMfM  TOBACCO  DIVERSION  PAYMENT  for  a  farm 
for  any  specilietl  type  of  tobacco  means  the  largest  amount  of  pay- 
ment which  jnay  be  earned  for  diversion  of  acreage  in  the  soil-deplet- 
ing base  for  such  farm  for  such  type  of  tobacco.  Such  amount  shall 
be  computed  in  the  case  of  a  Burley  or  cigar-leaf  tobacco  soil-deplet- 
ing base  for  such  farm  by  multiplying  the  rate  per  acre  for  diversion 
of  acreage  in  such  base  by  the  number  of  acres  e<iual  to  25  percent 
of  such  base.  Such  amount  shall  be  computed  in  the  case  of  a  dark 
air-cured  tobacco  soil-depleting  base  by  multiplying  the  rate  per  acre 
for  diversion  of  acreage  in  such  base  by  the  mnnber  of  acres  equal 
to  30  percent  of  such  base. 

MAXIMUM  COTTON  DIVERSION  PAYMENT  for  a  farm 
means  the  largest  amount  of  payment  which  may  be  eai'ned  for  diver- 
sion of  aci'eage  in  the  cotton  soil-depleting  base  on  such  farm.  Such 
amount  .shall  be  computed  by  multiplying  the  rate  per  acre  for  diver- 
sion of  acreage  from  the  cotton  soil-depleting  base  for  such  faini  by 
the  number  of  acres  equal  to  35  percent  of  such  base,  excejit  that  if 
such  base  is  5.7  acres  or  less,  such  amount  shall  be  computed  by  niul- 
tii)lying  such  rate  by  two  acres,  or  by  sucli  base,  which  is  less. 

MAXIMUM  CONSERVING  PAYMENT  for  a  farm  means  the 
lai'gest  amount  of  payment  \vhich  may  be  earned  for  an  increase  in 
the  acreage  classified  as  soil-conserving  on  such  farm.  For  any  farm 
which  does  not  have  a  cotton  or  tobacco  soil-depleting  base,  such 
amount  .shall  be  computed  by  multi])lying  the  rate  for  conserving 
payments  for  such  farm  by  the  acreage  for  wliich  diversion  payments 
are  computed  with  respect  to  such  farm.  For  any  farm  which  has  a 
cotton  or  tobacco  soil-depleting  base,  such  amount  shall  be  computed 
by  multiplying  the  rate  ])er  acre  for  conserving  payments  by  the 
acreage  obtained  by  subtracting  the  total  acreage  classified  as  .soil- 
depleting  from  the  total  soil-depleting  base,  or  the  acivage  for  which 
diversion  payments  are  computed  with  respect  to  such  farm,  which- 
ever is  the  .smaller. . 

PART  II.  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  LIMITS,  BASES,  GRAZING  CAPACITIES. 
RATES  OF  PAYMENT,  PRODUCTIVITY  INDEXES.  AND  YIELDS 

Section-  1.  County  Limits. — The  Agricultural  Adjustment  Admin- 
istration shall  establish  (a)  a  county  total  limit  for  each  county,  (b) 
a  county  corn  limit  for  each  county  in  area  ''A",  (c)  a  county  cotton 
limit  for  each  county  in  which  cotton  soil-depleting  bases  will  be  es- 
tablished, (d)  a  county  tobacco  limit  for  each  type  of  tobacco  for 
each  county  in  which  tobacco  soil-depleting  bases  will  be  established 
for  such  type  of  tobacco,  and  (e)  a  county  pasture  grazing  capacity 
limit  for  each  county  containing  noncrop  plowable  ])astui"e.  Such 
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couiity  limits  shall  ho  l)asc(l  upon  the  county  limits  cstahlislieil  j)nr- 
siiant  to  the  1930  A<ri  icultural  Conservation  Pio<rrani.  the  hind  ineas- 
mements  obtained  pursuant  to  tlie  1936  A<rricnhural  Conservation 
Profrrani,  and  census  reports,  and  in  the  case  of  the  county  pasture 
aiazino-  capacity  limit  such  limit  shall  be  determined  by  multiplyinir 
(he  acrea<re  of  noncrop  plowaljle  ])asture  in  .^uch  county  by  the  num- 
ber of  animal  units  which  an  average  acre  of  such  nonci'0|)  ])lo\vable 
])asture  will  carry  durinjj.-  the  iiormal  pasture  season.  The  sum  of  the 
individual  total  soil-dcplcl ina'  bases,  corn  limits,  cotton  soil-ciepletini,' 
bases,  tobacco  soil-tlei)letin<i-  bases,  and  grazing  capacity  limits  for  uU 
farms  in  a  count}-  shall  not  exceed  the  county  total  limit,  the  comity 
corn  limit,  the  county  cotton  limit,  the  count}'  tobacco  limit  for  each 
type  of  tobacco,  and  the  county  pasture  grazing  capacity  limit, 
respectively. 

ShXTiox  '1.  Total  Soil-Depleting  Bases. — Theie  shall  be  estab- 
lislu'd  for  each  farm  a  total  soil-depleting  base.  The  total  soil-iie- 
plcling  base  for  any  farm  shall  not  be  gi-eater  than  the  total  ai  rea<re 
of  cropland  on  such  farm  less  the  acreage  in  orchards.  The  total 
soil-depleting  base  for  any  farm  shall  be  the  total  soil-depleting  base 
which  was  or  could  have  been  established  for  such  farm  under  the 
1936  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  subject  to  changes  in  classi- 
fication of  land  in  1937  from  that  in  1936  and  subject  to  such  revision 
and  adjustments  as  will  result  in  a  total  soil-de])leting  base  for  such 
farm  which  is  com[)arable  to  the  total  soil-depleting  bases  established 
for  other  farms  in  the  same  community  which  are  similar  with  re- 
spect to  size,  type  of  soil,  topography,  production  facilities,  degree 
of  erosion,  ratio  of  soil-depleting  cro|)s  jihuited  in  1935  and  193(.>  to 
cropland,  t^pe  of  farming,  and  farining  practices. 

SiiCTioN  3.  Cotton  Soil-Depleting  Bases. — There  may  be  estab- 
lished as  a  part  of  the  total  soil-depleting  base  for  any  farm  a  cotton 
soil-depleting  base.  The  cotton  soil-depleting  base  for  any  farm  shall 
be  the  cotton  soil-depleting  base  which  was  or  could  have  been 
established  for  such  farm  under  the  1936  Agricultural  Conservation 
Program  subject  to  such  revisions  and  adjustments  as  will  i-esult  in 
a  cotton  soil-dei)leting  l)ase  for  such  farm  which  is  comparable  to 
the  cotton  soil-depleting  bases  established  for  other  farms  in  the  same 
connnnnity  which  are  similar  with  respect  to  size,  type  of  soil,  topog- 
iai)hy,  production  facilities,  degree  of  erosion,  type  of  fanning,  and 
farming  practices. 

For  farms  on  wliicli  cotton  was  grown  in  1936  for  the  first  time 
si)ice  1933,  a  cotton  base  may  be  established  on  the  basis  of  the 
acreage  planted  to  cotton  in  1936,  subject  to  necessary  adjustments 
based  on  land  measurements  made  in  connection  with  the  1936  Agri- 
cultural Conservation  Program  and  further  adjustments  that  will 
result  in  a  cotton  base  for  the  farm  which  is  comparable  with  cotton 
bases  for  other  farms  in  the  same  community  similar  with  respect 
to  size,  type  of  soil,  top()gra])hy.  production  facilities,  degree  of 
erosion,  type  of  farming,  and  farming  ])iactices. 

Skction  4.  Tobacco  Soil-Depleting  Bases. — There  may  be  estab- 
lished as  a  ])art  of  the  total  .soil-depleting  base  for  any  farm  a 
Hurley,  dark  air-cured,  or  cigar  leaf  tobacco  soil-depleting  base.  If 
a  soil-depleting  base  for  any  specified  type  of  tobacco  is  to  1h'  I'staii- 
lished  for  any  farm,  there  shall  first  be  established  a  |)reliininary 
soil-depleting  base  for  such  type  of  tobacco  for  such  farm.    .V  pi-e- 
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liminary  i^il-doplot in<r  base  for  any  farm  for  any  specified  type  of 
(obacco  shall  be  based  npoii  the  soil-ileplet in<x  i)ase  established  for 
sucli  farm  for  such  type  of  tobacco  under  tlie  1936  A<rricultural  C'on- 
ser^ation  Pro<2:ram,  tlie  acrea<re  of  such  tyj)e  of  tobacco  <iro\vn  on 
such  fai-m  in  11)35  and  1930,  tiie  acreage  of  such  tyjje  of  tobacco  <rro\vn 
on,  and  tlie  soil-dei)leting  bases  established  for  such  type  of  tobacco 
for  other  farms  in  the  same  conununity  similar  with  respect  to  si/e, 
ty])eof  soil.  to])0<rraphy.  ])roduction  facilit  ies.  and  farmin<r  j)ractices. 

If  the  acrea<re  ]>lanted  to  any  sjiecified  ty))e  of  tobacco  in  1937  on 
any  farm  is  less  than  fifty  percent  of  the  jn'eliminarv  soil-depleting 
base  established  for  such  farm  foi-  such  type  of  tobacco,  the  ])relim- 
inary  soil-depleting  base  for  such  fai'ni  for  such  type  of  tobacco  shall 
be  adjusted  downward  so  that  the  final  soil-depleting  base  established 
for  such  farm  for  sucli  type  of  tobacco  does  not  exceed  an  acreage 
equal  to  twice  the  acreage  of  such  type  of  tobacco  planted  on  such 
farm  in  1937. 

For  the  ])urpose  of  the  1937  Agricultural  Conservation  Program 
in  the  North  Central  Region,  Eastern  Ohio  Export  tobacco  shall  be 
regarded  as  Burley  tobacco. 

Skctiox  5.  General  Soil-Depleting  Bases. — There  may  be  estab- 
lislied  as  a  ])art  of  the  total  soil-depleting  base  for  any  farm  a  general 
soil-de})leting  base.  The  general  soil-depleting  base  for  any  farm 
shall  represent  the  acreage  on  such  farm  normally  used  for  the  ]^r()- 
duction  of  all  soil-depleting  crops  except  cotton  and  tobacco.  The 
general  soil-depleting  base  for  any  farm  shall  be  determined  by  sub- 
tracting the  sum  of  any  cotton  and  toV)acco  soil-depleting  bases  es- 
tablished for  such  farm  from  the  total  soil-depleting  base  established 
for  s\ich  farm. 

Skctiox  G.  Soil-Conserving  Bases. — The  soil-conserving  base  for 
any  farm  shall  be  determined  by  subtracting  the  total  soil-depleting 
base  ])lus  the  acreage  in  orchards  from  the  total  acreage  of  cropland 
in  such  farm. 

Skction  7.  Corn  Limits. — There  shall  be  established  for  each  diver- 
sion farm  in  Area  "A"  a  corn  limit.  The  corn  limit  established  for 
any  diversion  farm  shall  be  based  on  the  ratio  of  corn  ])lanted  on 
such  farm  in  1935  and  1936  to  cropland,  type  of  soil,  topography, 
degree  of  erosion,  size,  and  productivity.  The  corn  limit  established 
for  any  diversion  farm  shall  be  comi)arable  to  the  coi'u  limit  estab- 
lished for  similar  farms  in  the  same  community. 

Sfxtiox  8.  Pasture  Grazing  Capacities. — There  shall  be  estab- 
li.shed  for  each  farm  containing  noncrop  plowable  pasture  land  a 
pasture  grazing  caj^acity  for  such  fann  expressed  in  terms  of  animal 
units.  Such  grazing  capacity  for  any  farm  shall  represent  the  total 
number  of  animal  units  which  the  noncrop  plowable  pasture  in  such 
farm  will  cariT  during  the  normal  pasture  season.  Such  grazing 
capacity  for  any  farm  shall  be  determined  by  first  establishing  the 
pasture  grazing  capacity  for  an  average  acre  of  noncrop  jilowable 
jiasture  land  in  such  farm  by  making  such  deviation  from  the  ])asture 
gi-azing  ca])acity  established  by  the  Agricultui-al  Adjustment  Ad- 
ministration for  an  average  aci'e,  of  nonci-op  plowable  pasture  land 
in  the  comity  as  is  justified  by  the  composition,  j^alatability,  density 
of  vegetative  growth,  degree  of  erosion,  and  topographic  features  of 
the  noncrop  plowable  pasture  hind  in  sucli  farm.   The  ^lasture  graz- 
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ji)<r  capacity  so  determined  for  an  averajre  acre  of  noncrop  plowable 
pasture  land  in  such  farm  shall  he  multiplied  by  the  acreajre  of  non- 
cro])  plowable  pasture  land  in  such  farm  not  used  in  1037  as  specified 
in  iSectioiis  1  and  3,  exclusive  of  items  (3)  and  (5)  of  Section  3  (a) 
of  Part  III.  The  result  so  obtained  shall  be  the  pasture  grazinji; 
caj^acity  of  such  farm. 

Sr.CTioN    0.  Rates   of   Payment,   Productivity   Indexes,  and 

Yields.  (a)  County  Rates  of  General  Diversion  and  Conserving 

Payments. — There  shall  be  established  by  the  Agricultural  Adjust- 
ment Administration  for  each  county  a  county  rate  of  payment  per 
acre  for  diversion  from  the  general  soil-depleting  base.  Such  county 
rates  of  payment  will  be  an  average  of  $0.00  for  the  United  States 
and  will  vary  among  counties  as  the  productivity  of  the  cropland 
in  the  county  devoted  to  the  production  of  coi'n.  wheat,  oats,  barley, 
rye,  buckwheat,  grain  .sorghums,  soybeans,  dry  edible  beans,  sorghum 
for  syrui^.  broomcorn.  ])otaroes,  and  sweetpotatoes  varies  as  conj- 
pared  to  the  productivity  of  the  cropland  in  the  United  States  de- 
voted to  the  production  of  such  crops.  In  counties  in  Area  ''A"  the 
rate  thus  determined  shall  be  inci-eased  5  percent.  The  county  rate 
of  payment  per  acre  for  conserving  payments  sluill  be  fifty  percent 
of  the  county  rate  of  i)ayment  i^er  acre  for  diversion  from  the  general 
soil-depleting  base. 

(b)  Productivity  Indexes. — Tliere  shall  be  established  a  general 
productivity  index  for  each  farm.  Such  ])roductivity  index  shall 
l)e  based  upon  the  normal  yield  per  acre  for  the  farm  of  the  major 
soil-depleting  crop  in  the  county  as  com])are(l  to  the  normal  yield 
per  acre  for  .such  crop  for  the  county.  Wliere  the  yield  of  the 
major  soil-depleting  crop  for  any  farm  in  the  county  does  not  ac- 
curately' reflect  the  productivity  of  such  farm,  the  yield  of  such  other 
crop  as  does  accurately  reflect  the  productivity  of  such  farm  may  be 
used,  provided  that  the  jjroductivity  index  for  such  farm  shall,  if 
necessar}',  be  adjusted  so  as  to  be  fair  and  equitable  as  compared  with 
the  productivity  indexes  for  other  farms  in  the  county  having  simi- 
lar soils  or  ])roductive  capacity,  and  as  conti-asted  witli  other  farms 
in  the  county  having  diti'erent  .soils  and  ])roductive  capacity. 

(c)  Tobacco  Yield. — There  shall  be  established  for  each  county 
where  soil-depleting  bases  will  be  established  for  any  specified  type 
of  tobacco  a  county  check  yield  expressed  in  pounds  per  acre  for 
each  such  type  of  tobacco.  Such  county  check  yield  for  any  sjiec- 
ified  t^'pe  of  tobacco  shall  be  the  check  yield  which  Avas  established 
under  the  193G  Agricultural  Conservation  Program.  There  shall 
be  established  for  each  fai-m  for  wliich  a  soil-depleting  base  will  bo 
established  for  any  specified  type  of  tobacc-o  a  tobacco  yield  ex- 
pressed in  ])onnds  per  acre,  such  yield  to  be  the  normal  annual 
tobacco  yield  i)er  acre  for  such  farm  for  such  type  of  tobacco.  For 
each  ty])e  of  tobacco  the  sum  of  the  products  ol)tained  bv  multiply- 
ing each  tobacco  soil-dejjleting  base  by  the  tobacco  yield  for  such 
farm  shall  not  exceed  the  ])roduct  obtained  by  multii)lying  the  smn 
of  all  such  tobacco  soil-depleting  bases  in  the  county  by  the  county 
tobacco  check  yield. 

(d)  Cotton  Yield. — TIhmc  sliall  be  established  for  each  county 
wliere  cotton   soil-ilc])l('t  ing  bases   will   bo  estabiislird.   a  county 
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cotton  chock  yield  cxjiressed  in  poimds  ]K>r  acre.  Such  county 
cotton  check  yiekl  sliall  l)e  the  clicck  yield  which  was  estahlislicd 
under  the  liWlJ  A«;ricultunil  ConstMvai ion  Program.  Tiiere  shall 
he  estahlishcd  for  each  farm  u])on  which  a  cotton  stiil-depletinj; 
base  will  he  established,  a  cotton  yield  expressed  in  pounds  per  acre, 
such  yield  to  be  the  normal  annual  cotton  yield  ])er  acre  for  such 
farm.  The  sum  of  the  i)roducts  obtained  by  multiplyin<r  each  cotton 
soil-dej)Ietin<r  base  by  the  cotton  yield  for  such  farm  shall  not.  ex- 
ceed the  ])roduct  obtained  by  nudtiplyin<;  the  sum  of  all  the  cotton 
soil-depleting  bases  foi-  the  county  by  the  county  cotton  check  yield. 

(e)  Sugar  Beet  Yield. — Tliere  shall  b(>  established  foi-  each  farm 
upon  which  su<>ar  beets  are  i)lanted  in  19.'?7,  a  suj^ar  beet  yield. 
Such  su<rar  l)eet  yield  shall  be  expressed  in  short  tons  per  acre  and 
shall  be  the  yield  which  was  or  could  have  been  established  under 
the  193C  Ajjricidtural  Cou-servation  Profxram.  subject  to  such  ad- 
justments as  will  make  the  sujrar  beet  yield  for  such  farm  com- 
parable with  the  su<rar  beet  yields  for  other  farms  in  the  county 
which  are  similar  with  respect  to  type  of  soil  and  productive  ca- 
pacity. If  no  sujjar  beets  were  planted  on  the  farm  durin<x  the 
seven  j-ears  1930  to  193G,  inclusive,  but  are  i')lanted  on  such  farm 
in  1937.  the  su<rar  beet  yield  for  such  farm  shall  be  the  avera<;e  an- 
nual vield  for  the  years  1930  to  1935.  inclusive,  of  the  factory  dis- 
trict in  which  is  located  the  factory  to  which  the  sujrsu'  beets  from 
such  farm  will  be  delivei"ed  in  li>37. 

Section  10.  Appeals. — Any  2)erson  who  has  reason  to  believe  that 
any  base  or  limit  established  for  such  person's  farm  is  not  equitable, 
may  request  the  county  committee  to  reconsider  its  recommendations. 
If  no  a<rreement  is  reached  between  such  person  and  such  com- 
mittee, an  aj)))eal  may  be  taken  to  the  State  Connnittee  in  accordance 
with  the  instructions  issued  by  the  Director  of  the  North  Central 
Division. 

P.VRT  III.  CLASSIFIC.\TION  OF  FARMLAND 

The  use  of  farndand  in  1937  shall  be  classified  as  either  soil-deplet- 
in«r,  soil-conservin<r,  or  neutral,  as  set  forth  in  this  Part  III.  In 
order  for  any  cropland,  other  than  an  entire  field,  to  be  classified  as 
either  soil-conservin<r  or  neutral,  such  cropland,  except  cropland  strip- 
cropped  oi-  striji-fallowed.  nnisl  be  in  a  solid  block  contiguous  to 
the  entire  side  or  end  of  a  field  and  the  line  l)etween  the  cropland 
classified  as  neutral  oi-  soi]-conservin<r  and  the  remainiufr  portion  of 
the  field  must  be  strai<rht.  Except  as  otherwise  i)iovided,  if  any 
acreaf^e  on  the  faim  is  used  for  liie  production  of  inteiplanted  crops, 
the  actual  acrea<re  of  each  iiiterplanted  crop  shall  be  classified  as 
set  forth  in  this  Part  III.  The  entire  acreapre  first  devoted  to  an 
orcliard  after  January  1,  1937.  shall  be  classified  as  thou<ih  such 
orchard  had  not  been  ])lanted.  Any  acrea<re  upon  which  uiiadapted 
seed  or  a  mixture  cont aininf;  any  unadapted  seed  is  planted  in  1937 
shall  be  classified  as  if  such  unadapted  seed  or  such  mixtures  were 
not  planted. 

Skctiox  1.  Soil-Depletinff. —  Faiinland  devoted  to  the  crops  and 
uses  specified  in  this  Section  1,  or  such  othei-  similar  crops  and  uses 
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as  are  dcsijiinatcd  by  I  he  JJiivcior  tlu'  Xortli  Ci-iitral  Division,  shall 
be  classified  as  soil-de]>letiii<^ :

PART  IV.  RATES  AND  CONDITIONS  OF  PAYMENT 

In  connection  with  the  utilization  in  1937  of  faniilancl  in  the 
Nortli  Cent7-al  Region,  payments  will  be  made  in  tbe  amounts  and 
.subject  to  tbe  conditions  hereinafter  set  foith: 

Section  1.  Rates  of  Diversion  and  Conserving  Payments. —  The 
rates  for  diversion  and  conserving  ])a_vmeiits  sball  be  as  follows:

The  teiun  "person'.s  percentage"  as  i;sed  in  this  bulletin  with  ref- 
erence to  a  person  who  is  an  owner,  operator,  or  sharecropper  with 
respect  to  any  farm  and  also  as  u.sed  with  reference  to  any  payment, 
deduction,  or  allowance  for  such  person  with  respect  to  such  farm 
sliall  mean  the  percentage  of  such  payment,  deduction,  or  allowance 
determined  for  such  person  for  such  farm  under  this  Section  2. 

An}'  share  of  payments  shall  be  computed  and  paid  without  regard 
to  qtiestions  of  title  under  State  law,  without  deductions  of  claims 
for  wtdvances,  and  without  regard  to  any  claim  or  lion  against  any 
crop,  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  in  favor  of  the  owner  or  any  creditor. 
If  the  SecretaiT.  upon  the  basis  of  an  investigation  by  the  State 
Committee,  finds  that  any  person  has  for  1937  made  any  clumge  from 
any  previous  leasing  or  cropjung  arrangement  for  the  farm,  for  the

(1)  the  cooperating  agency 
has  approved  in  writing  on  Form  ACP-35  the  carrying  out  of  any 
such  ])ractice  on  such  farm,  (2)  the  cooperating  agency  has  not 
furnished  any  labor,  seed,  or  materials  for  the  carrying  out  of  such 
practice.'  p/'orided,  if  labor,  seed,  or  materials  are  furnished  by  the 
Soil  Consei'vation  Service  or  the  Resettlement  Administration  for  a 
practice  specified  in  either  subsection  (c).  (g),  or  (p)  of  Section 
13  of  this  Part  I\,  and  such  cooperating  agency  has  approved  in 
writing  the  carrying  out  of  such  ])ractice.  payment  will  be  made  to 
the  extent  specified  in  the  third  ])aragraph  of  section  1)5  of  Part  IV. 

Skctiox  17.  Payments  Restricted  to  Effectuation  of  Purposes. —

determines  tends  to  defeat  any  of  the  purposes  of  the  1937  Progranii,

formance rendered  in  respect  of  which  such  payment  would  otherwise 
be  made.  Payments  will  not  he  made  for  cliaii<res  in  the  use  of  any 
acreage  which  involve  the  destructions  of  foods,  fibre,  or  feed  grains. 
If  any  person  who  has  made  an  a])plication  for  payment  with  le- 
spect  to  any  farm  or  farms  in  a  count}-  has  an  interest  as  owner, 
operator,  or  shareci-opper  in  a  farm  in  another  county  on  which 
the  acreage  used  for  the  production  of  soil-depleting  crops  in  1937 
materially  exceeds  the  aci'eage  normally  used  for  the  production 
of  an}^  or  all  of  such  crops  on  such  other  farm  or  farms,  the  amount 
of  any  payment  which  otherwise  would  be  made  to  such  person 
may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Seci'etary.  be  approiniately  reducetl. 

Sectiox  18.  Association  Expenses. — In  determining  the  amount 
of  payments  under  the  1937  AgTicidtural  Conservation  Pi-ogram, 
there  shall  be  deducted  from  any  payment  computed  for  any  person 
with  respect  to  any  fai'm  or  farms  in  a  county,  all  of  such  person's 
pro  rata  share,  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
Secretary,  of  the  estimated  total  administrative  expenses  incurred 
and  to  be  incurred  by  the  Association  of  such  county  in  cooperating 
in  carrying  out  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act. 
Such  pro  I'ata  share  shall  be  determined  by  multiplying  the  total 
])ayments  comjMited  for  such  person  with  respect  to  any  farm  or 
farms  in  such  county  In*  the  i)ercentage  that  the  estimated  total  of 
administrative  expenses  of  the  Association  for  such  county  as  ap- 
proved by  the  North  Central  Division  for  1937  is  of  tlie  total  pay- 
ments estimated  by  the  North  Central  Di\  ision  wliich  will  be  made 
v^•ith  respect  to  farms  in  such  county  in  1937.  As  provided  in  the 
Articles  of  Association,  as  amended,  any  person  Avho  previously 
has  not  become  a  member  of  the  Association  of  the  county  in  which 
his  farm  or  farms  are  located  shall  become  a  member  thereof  by  his 
signing  an  ajiplication  for  ])ayment  with  respect  to  such  farm  or 
farms.  There  shall  be  credited  for  the  jjayment  of  administrative 
expenses  the  sum  of  $2.00  for  each  a])])l]cation  for  i)ayment  mider 
which,  prior  to  the  deduction  of  any  administrative  expenses  and  as 
estimated  by  the  Agi'icultural  Adjustment  Administration,  the  total 
])ayment  will  be  $20.00  or  less  or  under  which  there  will  be  no 
paj'ment. 

PART  V.  MISCELLANEOUS  PROVISIONS 

Skcttox  1.  Farm. — A  farm  shall  include  all  irrigated  or  nonirri- 
gated  land  in  a  county  under  the  same  ownersbi])  which  is  farmed 
by  the  same  oi)erator  as  all  or  part  of  one  farming  unit.  A  farm 
shall  not  include  a  tract  of  land  which  is  less  than  three  acres  unless 
the  average  annual  gross  income  from  such  tract  of  hind  is  $250.00 
or  more.  The  following  examples  are  illustrative  of  the  rule  to 
be  followed  in  determining  what  laud  shall  be  considei-ed  a  farm  : 

(a)  If  two  or  more  tracts  of  land  are  owned  and  operated  by  the 
same  pei'son  as  part  or  all  of  one  farming  unit,  such  tract.s  of  land 
shall  be  regarded  as  one  farm. 

(b)  If  two  or  more  tracts  of  land  are  rented  for  cash  by  a  person 
who  operates  such  tracts  of  land  as  part  or  all  of  one  farming  unit, 
such  tracts  shall  be  regardeil  as  one  farm.

(d)  If  two  or  more  tracts  of  laud  owned  by  different  ])ersons  are 
rented  on  shares  to  a  person  who  operates  such  tracts  of  land  in  li>3T 
as  i)art  or  all  of  one  fai-miu<r  unit,  each  such  separately  owned 
tract  sluill  be  repirded  as  one  fai'iu. 

(e)  If  two  or  more  tracts  of  laud  owned  by  (he  sauu'  or  dilfereut. 
persons  are  operated  in  li'37  by  the  same  operator  as  sepai"a(e  farm- 
in<r  units,  each  such  tra»-t  shall  be  refjarded  as  one  fai'ui. 

(  f )  If  the  major  portion  of  the  cropland  o))erated  as  all  or  part, 
of  one  farminji:  unit  by  an  oj)erator  is  rented  on  shares  from  a  hind- 
lord  and  the  remainin<r  portion  of  the  hmd  rented  from  such  land- 
lord and  operated  by  such  operator  is  rented  for  cash,  such  share- 
rented  and  cash-rented  land  shall  be  iT<iai-(led  as  one  farm. 

Sectiox  1^.  Farm  or  farming  Unit  Located  in  More  Than  One 
County.— If  a  farm  is  located  in  two  or  more  adjacent  counties,  such 
farm  shall  be  i-e<iarded  as  located  in  the  county  in  which  the  princi- 
pal dwellin<r  on  such  farm  is  located.  If  there  is  no  principal  dwell- 
iu<r  on  such  fai-m,  it  shall  be  re<rarded  as  located  in  the  county  in 
which  the  larj^est  j^ortion  of  such  fai'm  is  located.  If  a  farming;  unit 
is  located  in  two  or  more  adjacent  counties,  such  farming-  unit  shall 
be  regarded  as  located  in  the  county  in  which  the  principal  dwelling 
on'  such  farming  unit  is  located.  If  there  is  no  i)rincii)al  dwelliug 
on  such  farming  unit,  it  shall  be  regarded  as  located  in  the  county 
in  which  the  lai'gest  portion  of  such  farming  unit  is  located. 

Skctiox  ■'>.  Determination  of  Ownership. — An  oAvner  is  a  person 
who  owns  farm  land  constituting  all  or  part  of  a  faiming  unit 
which  is  not  entirely  rented  to  another  for  cash  or  for  a  fixed  com- 
modity payment  or  who  rents  farm  land  constituting  all  or  part  of 
a  farming  unit  from  another  for  cash  or  for  a  fixed  commodity 
l)ayment.  or  who  is  purchasing  land  constituting  all  or  part  of  a 
faiming  unit  for  cash  or  for  a  fixed  commodity  payment.  The 
teiiu  "owner"  as  used  herein  does  not  refer  exclusively  to  a  person 
who  has  legal  title  to  a  farm  but  is  intended  to  describe  the  person 
who  for  1987  has  the  right  to  possession  or  control  of  a  farm  and  to 
a  part  or  all  of  the  rents  and  profits  therefi-om.  If  a  person  has  the 
right  to  receive  a  portion  of  any  cro]),  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  on 
any  farm  in  the  North  Central  Region  in  19:^7  solely  by  A'ix'tue  of 
a  creditor  relationship  and  does  not  become  the  owner  of  such  farm, 
such  person  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  any  payment  made  with 
respect  to  such  farm  pursuant  to  the  1987  Agricultural  Conservation. 
Pi'ogram  in  the  Xorth  Centi  al  Region. 

Si'.cTiox  1.  Determination  of  When  a  Per.son  is  an  Owner,  Op- 
erator, or  Sharecropper  with  Respect  to  More  than  One  Farm  in 
a  County. — For  the  ))Ui-iK)ses  of  the  19:')7  Agricultui-al  Consei'vation 
Pi-ogram  in  the  Xorth  Central  Region  a  ])erson  sliall  be  regarded  as 
an  owner,  opei-ator,  or  sharecropper  with  respect  to  more  than  one 
farm  in  a  county  only  where  he  occupies  a  similar  or  comparable 
status  with  i'es])ect  to  more  than  one  farm  in  the  same  county.  The 
following  exam])les  aiv  illustrations  of  the  application  of  the  rule  to

be  oljsei'vcd  in  (li'lciiiiiiiinj;  wliether  a  jmmsoii  owns  inort'  than  one 
farm  in  a  t-oiinl  y : 

(a)  If  one  farm  is  owned  solely  hy  a  imtsoii  iiiid  anotlier  farm  is  owned  only 
in  part  by  such  persiai.  sncli  farms  will  lie  n'^arded  .is  owiu'd  liy  different 
persons ; 

(1>)  If  a  person  owns  and  oiierates  one  farm  and  owns  another  farm  whi<-li 
lie  has  retited  on  shares  to  another,  siieli  farms  will  he  rejrarded  as  owned  hy 
the  same  pers(»n : 

(f)  If  a  person  owns  ;i  oni'-thii'd  interest  in  one  farm  with  one  party,  and 
sneh  person  owns  a  one-half  interest  in  another  farm  with  another  )mrty,  such 
farms  will  he  rejiarded  as  owned  hy  different  iiersons;  if  such  person  owned 
such  two  farms  with  the  same  party,  sucli  farms  will  he  regarded  as  owned  l)y 
the  same  person  ; 

(d)  If  a  per.son  as  owner  is  entitled  to  i-eceive  tinder  liis  leasinR  agret-nient 
with  respect  to  one  farm  40  percent  of  thi-  crojis  produced  ihereon.  or  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof,  and  such  person  is  entitled  to  receive  under  his  leasing  agree- 
ment with  respect  to  another  farm  .">()  percent  of  the  crops  and  livestock  pro- 
ducwl  thereon,  or  the  ])roceeds  thereof,  such  f:irms  will  he  regarded  as  owne<l 
hy  the  same  person  ; 

(e)  If  one  farm  is  owned  liy  a  iierson  in  liis  indixidual  capacity  and  another 
farm  is  owned  hy  tlie  same  pcismi  in  a  rc))rescnlative  or  fiduciar.v  capacity, 
such  farms  will  he  regarded  as  owned  by  different  persons; 

(f)  If  more  than  one  farm  is  owned  hy  the  same  jierson  who  acts  in  a  differ- 
ent representative  or  liduciary  cap.-icity  with  respect  to  each  .such  farm,  such 
farms  will  be  regarded  as  owned  by  different  persons: 

(g)  If  a  person's  rights  to  the  profits  or  rents  from  more  than  oiu-  farm 
arise  under  separate  written  instruments  which  severally  provide  that  such 
])rofits  or  rents  arc  to  be  credited  to  the  accounts  of  the  i)ersons  transferring 
such  rights,  such  farms  will  be  reg;irded  as  owned  by  different  persons;  for 
example,  where  a  person's  rights  to  the  profits  or  rents  from  one  farm  in  a 
county  arise  undei'  a  grant  of  possession  from  one  i)arty  containing  a  provi- 
sion liki'  that  liei-einbefore  described,  and  such  person's  rights  to  the  profits  or 
rents  from  a  second  farm  in  such  county  arise  from  a  similar  grant  of  jwsses- 
sion  from  another  party,  and  such  person  also  h:is  rights  to  the  profits  or  rents 
from  a  third  farm  in  the  county  not  arising  from  any  grant  of  possession,  such 
three  farms  will  be  regarded  as  owned  by  three  different  persons. 

In  cleterniiiiin<i!:  Avliether  a  person  is  an  operator  or  s]iarec-roi)i)er 
with  respect  to  more  than  one  farm  in  a  county,  the  rule  hereinbefore 
outlined  with  respect  to  ownershi))  of  more  than  one  farm  in  a 
county  .shall  be  applied. 

Sectiox  .■).  Application  and  Eligibility  for  Payment. — Payinent.s 
Avill  only  be  made  u[)on  application  therefor  filed  with  the  county 
committee.  P^ach  pei'son  applyin<;-  for  paymeiU  \\\]\  be  required  to 
sliow  the  extent  (o  which  tlie  conditions  upon  which  the  jjaymeni  is 
to  be  made  have  been  met.  The  eligibility  of  a  per.son  who  is  an 
owner,  operator,  or  sharecrojiper  with  respect  to  one  or  more  farms 
in  a  county  .shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  17  of  Part  IV. 
be  determined  by  the  performance  on  such  farm  or  farms. 

For  the  purpose  of  determiniufr  tlie  eli<>"ibility  of  an  oi)erator  for 
payment  where  the  faiininii;  unit  ojierated  by  liim  includes  a  farm 
or  farms  located  in  two  or  more  adjoinino;  counties  such  farm  or 
farms  .shall  be  re<j,arded  as  located  in  tlie  connty  in  which  the  farming 
unit  is  deemed  to  be  located. 

No  ])ayment  will  be  made  to  any  peison  if  the  total  amount  of 
payment  comjmted  for  such  person  is  less  than  fifty  cents. 

in  order  for  any  per.son  to  be  eligible  to  make  an  application  for 
]iayment  with  respect  to  a  farm  under  the  1937  Ai>"ricultural  Conser- 
vation Profri'jnn  in  the  North  Central  Re<rion  sucli  person  must  show 
that  he  owned  or  operated  such  farm  on  June  30.  1937.  and  has  been 
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sucli  owner  or  ()])Piator  lor  a  period  ol'  al  least  GO  coiiseeiil ive  days, 
which  pei-iod  iimst  inchide  .luiio  'M.  VMl.  In  (U'(erniinin,<r  the  nnni- 
l)er  of  ilays  of  ownership  or  operation,  a  i'laction  of  a  (hiy  will  he 
fonsidereii  as  a  whole  day.  In  the  event  more  than  one  person  has 
owned  or  operated  a  farm  on  June  30,  1!)37.  and  for  GO  consecutive 
(lays,  the  i)erson  who  has  owned  or  operated  such  farm  jjrior  to 
June  30.  11)37.  shall  he  re<rarded  as  tlie  owner  or  operator  of  such 
farm.  In  determining  the  ownership  of  a  faini  where  an  otfer  to 
purchase,  option,  oi-  similar  instrument  has  been  executed  with  re- 
sj)ect  to  such  farm,  the  person  executinjr  the  olfer  to  purchase  or 
holding'  the  option  shall  not  he  deemecl  to  be  the  owner  of  such 
farm  unless  on  or  before  June  30.  1937.  the  sale  is  completed  by 
l)ayment  of  the  stipulated  down  payment  by  the  vendor  and  delivery 
of  the  deed  or  land  contract  by  the  vendee. 

A  person  who  has  no  interest  or  ri<iht  in  tlie  farmin<r  operations 
on  a  farm  in  1937  except  to  harvest  a  crop  or  crops  -vvhicli  he  planted 
in  the  fall  of  1936  shall  not  be  re<rarded  as  the  operator  of  such 
farm  and  the  person  who  operates  the  farm  other  than  for  the  ])ur- 
pose  of  hai'vestin<r  a  crop  therefrom  which  was  i)lanted  by  another 
pei-sou  in  the  fall  of  ld-)(j  and  who  operates  the  remainder  of  the 
farmin<r  unit  of  which  such  fai-m  is  a  i>art  shall  be  re<>ai-ded  as  the 
opei-ator  of  such  farm.  A  person  who  has  the  ri<rht  in  1937  to 
harvest  a  cro2>  or  crops  on  a  farm  which  he  planted  in  the  fall  of 
1936  as  well  as  the  right  to  the  possession  of  such  land  until  such 
oroi)  is  harvested  shall  be  deemed  the  operator  of  such  farm. 

In  the  event  of  death,  incompetenc}',  abandonment,  or  discharge 
or  release  from  a  representative  capacity  the  period  of  ownership 
or  operation  may.  upon  recommendation  of  the  count}-  committee 
and  upon  approval  by  the  Secretary  or  his  dul}'  authorized  repre- 
sentative, be  com[)uted  as  follows: 

(a)  In  the  Event  of  Death. — If,  because  of  the  death  of  any  party  owning  or 
oixratiiif;  :i  f:irin,  tlie  person,  whether  the  (loccased,  liis  heir  or  heirs,  or  the 
(Inly  appoint (h1  representative,  if  any,  of  such  decedent's  estate,  who  owns  or 
oiKTates  sucli  farm  on  June  .".O.  19.37,  has  not  owned  or  operated  such  farm, 
for  (j<)  consecutive  days,  the  jieriod  of  such  person's  owncrsliip  or  operation  of 
snch  farm  shall  he  deemed  to  include  the  time  of  ownershi])  or  operation  of 
such  farm  by  the  deceased  person,  his  heir  <n-  heirs,  or  the  duly  appointed 
representative,  if  any.  of  his  estate. 

(h)  In  the  Event  of  Incompetency. — If  liecause  of  the  adjudication  of  incom- 
petency of  ai!.v  ))erson  ownins  or  operatiiif?  a  farm.  Ih(>  person,  wliether  the 
jKU'son  who  has  I)(>en  adjudicated  incompetent,  his  relative  or  relatives,  or  his 
duly  appointed  representative,  if  any,  who  owns  or  operates  sucli  farm  on 
June  30.  10C?7.  has  not  owned  or  operated  such  farm  for  Gt)  consecutive  days, 
the  period  of  such  person's  ownership  or  operation  of  such  farm  shall  he 
deemed  to  include  the  time  of  ownership  or  operation  of  such  farm  hy  the 
person  who  was  ad.judicat(Hl  incompetent,  his  relative  or  relatives,  or  his  duly 
appointed  reiircsenlativc.  if  jiny. 

to)  In  the  Event  of  Abandonment. —  If,  l)eca\ise  of  al)andonment,  by  any 
part.v  owning  or  oi)eratinff  a  farm,  the  person,  whether  the  person  who  has 
.ibandoned  the  farm,  his  relative  or  relatives,  or  his  duly  appointed  repre- 
sent:itive,  if  any.  who  owns  or  operates  such  farm  on  .Tune  ."^u.  1037.  has  not 
iiwned  or  operated  such  farm  for  (iO  con.secutive  days,  the  period  of  such 
per.sou's  ownership  or  operation  of  such  farm  shall  be  deemed  to  include 
the  time  of  ownership  or  oiieration  of  such  farm  hy  the  person  who  hsts 
abandoned  such  farm,  his  relative  or  relatives,  or  his  duly  appointed  repre- 
sentative, if  any. 

(d)  In  the  Event  of  Discharge  or  Release  from  Representative  Capacity. — Tf, 

because  of  tlu'  discharge  or  release  from  a  representative  or  tiduciary  capacity 
of  any  j-arty  n'.viiinK  or  operating  a  farm  the  person,  whether  the  rcprcsenlat i\ c

or  fiduciary  who  hns  boon  (lisf-hfirjiod  or  rolonspd  from  hi?  reproscniative  or 
lidiioiary  capafity  or  the  person  or  jicrson  wlio  succeed  sncli  representative 
as  owner  or  operator,  wlio  owns  or  operates  sucli  larin  on  June  3»»,  1937,  has 
not  owned  or  operated  sucli  farm  for  G<)  consecutive  days,  the  jR-riod  of  .such 
])erson's  ownership  or  operation  of  such  farm  shall  he  deemed  to  include  the 
time  of  ownershii)  or  operation  of  such  farm  by  such  representative  or  fiduciary 
and  tlie  person  or  i)ersoiis  who  succeed  such  representative  or  liduciary  as  owner 
or  (iperator  of  sucli  farm. 

Xo  soil-buildino-  payment  will  l)e  made  to  the  peison  -who  i.s  iv- 
•raided  as  the  owner  or  operator  of  a  farm  for  any  soil-buildin<^ 
])ractices  carried  out  on  such  farm  after  lie  has  ceased  to  own  or 
operate  such  farm. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  Section  5,  the  term  "operator"  sliall  Ijo 
deemed  to  include  sharecroppers. 

Skctiox  G.  Persons  Eligible  to  Execute  an  Application  for  Pay- 
ment and  Receive  Payment  Thereunder  upon  Happening  of  Cer- 
tain Contingencies  on  or  after  -Inly  1.  1937: 

(a)  In  the  Event  of  Death. —  If  an  owner  or  oiieraioi-  of  a  farm  dies  on  or 
after  July  1,  19.57,  and  licfore  makiii};  an  Mppliiation  for  paynu-nt  with  resiK-ci 
to  such  farm,  the  administrator  or  executor  appointed  l).v  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  for  such  decedent'.s  estate  shall  be  eligible  to  make  an  application 
for  payment  with  resiK'ct  to  such  farm,  in  lieu  of  such  decedent.  If  an 
administrator  or  executor  is  not  appointed  for  sueh  estate,  all  the  heirs  of 
such  decedent  will  be  eligible  to  make  application  for  payment  with  respect 
to  such  farm.  If,  prior  to  his  death,  the  decedent  has  made  ail  application 
for  payment  but  did  not  receive  the  payment  thereunder,  s\ich  payment  will 
be  made  to  the  administrator  or  executor  appointed  by  a  court  of  compi'teni 
jurisdiction  for  such  estate.  If  an  administrator  or  executor  is  not  appointed 
for  sueh  estate,  such  ])ayment  will  be  made  to  all  the  l)eirs  of  such  decedent. 

(b)  In  the  Event  of  Incompetency. — If  an  owner  or  operator  of  a  farm  is 
adjudged  incompetent  by  a  court  of  c-oini)etent  jurisdiction  on  or  after  Jidy  1, 
3937,  and  before  making  an  application  for  payment  with  resiieot  to  such 
farm,  the  guardian  or  committee  appointed  by  a  eourt  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion for  such  inci)mpet(>iit"s  estate  shall  be  eligible  to  make  ap])licalion  I'or 
l)a,\inent  with  respect  to  such  farm  in  lieu  of  tlii'  incompetent.  If  the  in'rson 
adjudicated  incompetent  had,  prior  to  such  adjudication,  made  application  for 
])a.\'ment  but  did  not  reci'ive  the  ])aynu>iit  thereunder,  such  payment  will  be 
made  to  the  guardian  or  ccanniittee  appointed  by  a  court  of  coniiielent  juris- 
diction for  sui-h  incomi)etent"s  cstatt'. 

(e)  In  the  Event  of  Abandonment. —  If  an  owner  or  operator  oi"  a  farm  aban- 
dons such  farm  on  or  after  July  1,  1U:I7,  and  before  making  an  application  for 
payment  with  respeet  to  such  farm,  the  person  appointed  by  a  lourt  of  com- 
petent jurisdi<-tion  to  control  and  conser\e  the  assi'is  of  the  abandiuied  estate 
shall  be  eligibl(>  to  make  an  application  for  i)ayment  with  respect  to  such 
farm  in  lieu  of  the  person  who  abandons  such  farm.  If,  prior  to  his  abandon- 
ment, the  jjerson  who  abandons  such  farm  had  nnule  an  application  f»u' 
))ayment,  bul  did  not  reci-i\  e  the  payment  thereunder,  such  jia.v  nient  will  be 
made  to  the  pi>rson  appointed  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  control 
and  preserve  the  assets  of  such  abandoned  estate. 

(d)  In  the  Event  of  Discharge  or  Release  from  Representative  Capacity. — 
If  an  adniinist  lator,  executor,  trustee,  guanlian.  eununiiiee.  ri'ceixer.  conserva- 
tor, or  other  represenlatix  i'  or  liduciary  who  is  the  owner  or  operator  of  a 
f.arnj  is  discharged  or  released  from  such  representative  or  fiduciary  jxisiiion 
by  a  coui't  of  conipetenl  jurisdiction  on  or  after  .hdy  1.  1H.S7.  and  before  making 
an  application  for  payment,  the  person  or  i)ersons  who  succeed  such  rt'presenla- 
live  or  liduciary  as  owner  or  operatia-  of  s\ieh  farm  will  be  I'ligible  to  execute 
an  application  for  payment  with  respwt  to  such  farm  in  lieu  of  the  repre.si-nta- 
tive  or  liduciary  who  has  been  discharged  or  released.  If,  prior  to  his  dis- 
charge or  release,  the  person  wlio  has  been  discharged  or  relea.si'd  from  his 
i-epresentative  or  fiduciary  i)ositi(Mi  had  made  an  aiiplication  f(U-  payment  but 
did  not  receive  the  payment  thereunder,  such  payment  will  be  made  to  tlie 
person  or  jiersons  wlio  succeed  .such  representative  as  owner  t>v  operator  of 
such  farm. 
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For  the  purpose  of  this  Section  0,  the  term  "operator"  shall  be 
deemed  to  iiulude  •'shareiroi)pcrs."' 

PART  VI.  FiAXGE  LANDS 

Sf.ctiox  1.  Definitions. — As  used  heroin  and  in  all  forms  and  docu- 
ments relatin<2:  to  the  1!);57  A<rricult ural  Conservation  pro<:;ram  iu  its 
application  to  ran<re  lands  in  the  North  Central  Iie<iion,  the  followin«? 
terms  shall  have  the  followinir  meaning-s: 

RANGE  LAND  means  any  land  containin<r  more  than  640  acres 
operated  by  a  person  in  Nebraska  and  South  Dakota  other  than  that 
owned  or  controlled  by  the  United  States  Goverimient,  or  any  a-icncy 
thereof,  which  produces  1'orajj.e  without  cultivation  or  general  irii- 
•ration,  ten  acres  or  more  of  which  are  required  to  sustain  one  animal 
unit  for  a  period  of  twelve  months. 

RANCHING  UNIT  means  all  land  used  by  an  operator  in  1937  as 
a  single  unit  for  the  production  of  livestock  prinuirily  by  grazing 
such  livestock  on  range  land,  with  buildings,  corrals,  workstock, 
farm  machinery  and  labor  substantially  separate  from  that  for  any 
other  ranching  unit. 

RANCH  OPKRATOR  means  a  person  who  as  owner  or  lessee 
operates  a  ranching  unit. 

ANIMAL  UNIT  means  the  unit  of  measurement  used  to  denote 
the  grazing  capacitv  of  rauge  land.  An  animal  unit  as  used  herein 
shall  be  equal  to  either  one  cow.  one  horse,  hve  sheep,  two  calves, 
two  colts,  or  the  equivalent  thereof. 

RANtlE  ALLOWANCE  means  the  largest  amomit  of  payment 
that  may  be  obtained  for  range  conservatioii  practices  on  any  ranch- 
ing unit. 

RANGE  GRAZING  CAPACITY  means  the  nuud)er  of  animal 
units  which  range  land  will  normally  sustain  for  a  twelve  month 
period  without  decreasing  the  stand  of  grass  or  other  grazing  vege- 
tation and  without  injury  to  the  forage  and  tree  growth  on  such 
range  land. 

LIMITED  GRAZING  means  limiting  the  grazing  on  an  entire 
ranchino;  unit  during  the  grazing  season  to  such  an  extent  that  a 
specifiecl  percentage  of  the  grass  on  such  ranching-unit  is  permitted 
to  mature  seed. 

DEFP:RREI)  GRAZING  means  withholding  from  grazing  a 
portion  of  the  range  land  m  a  ranching  unit  during  the  period 
between  the  time  growth  starts  in  the  sprijig  and  the  time  seed 
mattires  in  the  fall,  for  the  purpose  of  permitting  natural  reseeding 
of  native  grasses. 

COUNTY  RANGE  INSPECTOR  means  a  person  selected  by 
the  county  committee  and  approved  by  the  State  Connriittee  to 
appraise  and  recommend  grazing  capacities  and  practices,  and  to 
determine  ])erformance  on  range  land. 

Section  2.  County  Range  Grazing  Capacity  Limit. — There  shall 
bo  established  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  in 
each  county  containing  range  land  the  average  grazing  capacity  of 
such  range  land  in  terms  of  animal  units.  The  avei-age  of  the 
individual  grazing  capacities  established  for  the  range  land  in  any 
county  shall  not  exceed  the  county  average  grazing  capacity  limit 
for  such  county. 
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SiXTTox  3.  Grazing  Capacity. — There  ?;hall  be  established  for  any 
l  ange  land  for  which  an  application  for  the  establishment  of  <rrazin<r 
caj^acity  is  received,  the  <rraziii<r  capacit}-  of  such  ran<re  laiul.  Such 
•rrazino;  capacity  for  individual  raii^^e  land  shall  be  established  by 
lakinj^  into  account  the  follo\vin<i-  factors:  (a)  composition,  palala- 
hility,  and  density  of  vegetative  growth:  (b)  climatic  fluctuations:

PART  I.    POSTAL  CAHDS  -  iWl.S  NE.R-101  AMD  101-a 

Section  1.    Purpose  of  Cards.     These  cards  are  provided  in 
order  that  they  may  be  mailed  to  t;;e  fe.rmers  for  the  purpose  of  ob- 
taining information  as  to  the  number  of  producers  who  desire  to 
pa.rticipate  in  the  1937  progrejn.     They  may  be  distributed  also  in 
meetings,  offices,  etc. ,   in  order  to  secure  a  more  complete  list  of 
participants.    One  side  of  the  card  will  bricflj'-  inform  the  farmer 
concerning  the  main  points  of  the  1937  progrejn  with  the  suggestion 
that  he  fill  out  and  mail  the  attached  card  if  he  is  interested  in 
participating  in  the  program.     Tlie  filing  of  this  card  by  the  farmer 
v/ill,  as  stated  therein,  also  constitute  his  application  for  member- 
ship in  the  County  Agricultural  Conservation  Ascociation.     It  is  im- 
portant to  have  it  understood  clearly  by  all  concerned  that  the 
mailing  or  filling  cut  of  a  card  places  no  obligation  on  the  G-overn- 
ment  or  any  person. 

Sec.  2,    Preparation  of  Cg-rds  for  Mailing.     The  name  and  ad- 
dress of  the  farmer  to  whom  the  card  (Perm  NEP— 101)  is  to  be  mailed 
is  to  be  inserted  by  the  County  Office  on  the  side  of  the  ca.rd  on 
which  the  Government  frank  appears.    However,  in  those  areas  where  it 
is  desired  to  mail  the  cards  to  rural-  or  staj*-route  box  holders.

This  part  lY  is  apolicahle  only  in  connection  with  farms  for 
which  tobacco  bar.es  are  established  and  in  connection  with  farms  in 
the  general  diversion  areas  of  Maine  and  Pennsylvania. 

For  any  such  farm  for  vzhich  a  base  is  not  recommended,  such 
base  shall  be  zero. 

Sec.  41.    Adjustments  of  1936  Acrea.res.     The  •  f ollowinp;  standards 
are  to  be  followed  for  malzing  adjustments  in  the  1935  acreages  entered 
in  column  (B),  section  II,  of  the  work  sheet. 

(a)  For  abnormal  acre aeies.     Where  the  mamber  of  acres  of  crops 
in  the  general  soil-depleting  base  harvested  in  1935  was  greater  or 
less  than  such  crops  usually  harvested  on  the  farm,  the  acreage  of  such 
crops  shall  bo  docroasod  or  increased,  as  the  case  may  require,  so 

as  to  be  fairly  comparable  with  the  acreage  of  such  crops  under  normal 
conditions. 

(b)  For  variations  ca.used  by  crop  rotation.    Wb.ere  the  normal 
rotation  of  crops  in  the  general  soil-depleting  bnse  results  in 
variations  in  thi  acreage  of  such  crops  on  the  farm,  such  acreage 
shall  be  adjusted  to  conform,  to  such  variations. 

( c )  Totrl  bases  in  excess  of  normal  percentagg,  of  crop  land . 
TThere  there  is  in  operation  on  a  farm  or  in  a  comirrunity  a  normal 
rotation  of  soil-depletinz  and . soil-conserving  crops,  the  sum  of  the 
soil-depletin--  bases  for  the  f^rm  shall  not  exceed  the  total  acreage 
normally  devoted  to  all  soil-depleting  crops  under  such  rotation  system. 

If  requested  by  ;  ny  producer,  the  tobacco  soil-depleting  base 
acreage  which  otherwise  would  be  recommended  for  a  farm  may  be  adjusted 
downward  to  such  sm.aller  figure  as  the  producer  requests. 

Sec.  42.    Preliminary  Bases.     There  v/ill  be  recommended,  by  the 
committeeman  or  supervisor  who  assists  the  producer  in  filling  out  the 
work  sheet  for  a  farm,  preliminary  soil-depleting  bases  determined  as 
follows: 

( a )    Farms  with  1936  bases . 

(l)    General  soil-^deplating  base.     The  general  soil- 
depleting  base  established  for  any  farm  under  the  1936  program 


l/    Tobacco  wherever  used  in  this  bulletin  means  types  51  and  52  in 
Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  Vermont,  and  IJew  Hampshire,  and  any  types 
grown  in  New  York  and  Pennsylvania. 
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shall  "be  the  general  soil-depleting  "base  for  that  forni  in  1937 
subject  to  the  following  adjustrnent s: 

1.     The  acreage  of  crops  in  the  general  "base  shall  be 
adjusted  where  necessary  in  accordajice  v;ith  the  standards 
set  forth  in  soction  41  above. 


2.  Thero  shall  be  added  to  the  general  base  estab- 
lished for  the  farm  under  the  1935  program  all  acreages 
of  small  groins  harvested  for  grain  or  hay  which  in  1935 
were  classified  as  soil-conserving  in  establishing  such 
1936  base. 

3.  Unused  Bases.     If  the  acreage  of  crops  in  a  general 
soil-depleting  base  planted  on  the  farm  in  the  year  1936 
was  substantially  less  than  the  acreage  \Tiiich  could  have 
been  planted  on  the  fann  in  such  year  and  still  earn  the 
maxanium  general  diversion  pa^onent  under  the  1935  Agricul- 
tural Conservation  Program,  and  if  such  deficiency  was  not 
caused  by  -anusual  weather  conditions,  the  base  shall  be 
decreased  by  the  County  Committee  so  as  to  reflect  the 
planting  on  the  farm  in  1936  and  so  as  to  be  equitable 

as  compared  with  other  farms  in  the  locality  which  are 
similar  with  respect  to  past  production  of  crops,  size, 
tjrpe  of  soil,  topography,  production  facilities  and  farm- 
ing practices. 

(2)    Tobacco  soil-depleting  base.     The  1937  tobacco  soil- 
depleting  base  for  any  farm  shall  be  the  tobacco  soil-depleting 
base  \7hich  was  established  for  that  farm  under  the  1936  program 
subject  to  the  following  adjustments: 


1.    There  shall  b.e  made  such  adjustments 
in  t  he  tobacco  base  for  the  farm  as 
will  result  in  equitable  bases  for  all 
farm. s  in  the  county  for  which  tobacco 
bases  are  established. 


2.     The  1937  tobacco  base  for  any  farm  shall 
not  be  more  than  twice  the  acreage  of 
tobacco  grown  on  that  farm  in  1937. 

(b)    Farms  for  v.hich  no  bases  were  established  in  1936. 

(1)  General  soil-depleting  base.  For  any  farm  for 
which  no  base  was  established  under  the  1936 
program  the  1937  general  soil-depleting  base 
shall,  subject  to  adjustments  as  provided  in 
section  41  above,  be  determined  upon  the  basis 
of  the  acreage  of  soil-depleting  crops  grown 
on  the  farm  in  1935, 
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(2)    Tobacco  soil-depleting  "base.    For  any  farm  for 
which  no  tobacco  soil-depleting  base  was  estab- 
lished in  1935  the  1937  tobacco  soil-depleting 
base  shall,   subject  to  the  adjustment  provided 
in  paragraph  (2)  of  subsection  (a)  of  this 
section  42,  be  the  tobacco  soil-depletint?  base 
which  could  have  been  established  for  such  farm 
under  the  1935  program. 

Sec.  43.    Adjusted  Bases  and  County  Limit r>. 

(a)  The  County  Committee  will  review  all  work  shests  for  farms 
in  a  county  to  determine  that  the  prcliminai-y  bases  recx)m- 
raended  for  such  farms  have  been  determined  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  sections  41  and  42  above,  and  will 
make  any  adjustments  necessary  to  make  such  bases  conform 
to  the  requirements  of  such  sections. 

(b)  After  any  neciessary  adjustments  have  been  made  as  provided 
in  subsection  (a)  of  this  section  43,  the  general  soil- 
depleting  bases  and  tobacco  soil-depleting  bases,  respectively, 
established  for  farms  in  the  county  will  be  added  to 
determine  whether  the  sum  of  such  bases  exceeds  the 
acreages  of  general  soil-depleting  crops  and  tobacco, 
respectively,  established  far  such  county  by  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration.     If  the  sum  of 

such  bases  does  exceed  such  limits,  further  adjustments 
shall  be  made  by  the  County  Committee  in  order  to 
eliminate  such  excess  and  so  that  the  bases  for  all 
farms  will  be  fair  and  equitable.

The  provisions  of  this  "bulletin  and  the  provisions  of  Bulletins 
Nos.  101  and  lOlA  for  the  State  in  vrhich  the  fa.rm  is  located  with  respect  t 
diversion  and  soil-huilding  practices  shall  "be  applicaole  to  these  farms 
in  the  same  manner  as  to  other  farms  in  the  State  except  as  provided  in 
this  Part  VI. 

Sec.  1.     Hcv"  to  determine  farms  cooperating. 

The  Soil  Conser\''ation  Service  or  the  Resettlement  Administration 
will  furnish  the  County  Committee  lists  of  the  farms  in  the  cau.nty  which 
ere  cooperating  vzith  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the  Re settlem.ent 
Administration  in  carrying  out  a  program.     Supplemental  lists  \7ill  he 
furnished  hy  such  agencies  from  time  to  time  as  additional  producers 
enter  their  program.s. 

Sec.  2.    Approval  of  Soil  Conservation  Service  or  Resettlement 
Administration  and  Prepcr^.ti on  of  Forms  Iv'SR- 103 ,  105 A . 
103B.  and  1Q3C. 

It  shall  he  the  responsibility  of  each  County  Committee  to  ascertain 
that  the  Soil  Conservatirn  Service  or  the  Resettlement  Administration 
approves  for  each  producer  cooperatir^  in  a  pi-ogram.  with  such  ai'ency  the 
farm  program  set  forth  on  Form  NSR-103,  105A,  103B,   or  103C,  prepared  as 
outlined  in  Part  V  of  this  bulletin.    This  cpproval  shall  he  signified  hy 
an  authorized  representative  of  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the 
Resettlement  Administration  signing  the  *^Notice  of  County  Committee  Approval" 
A  duplicate  copy  of  this  notice  shall  be  kept  on  file  with  the  ?/ork  sheet. 
If  the  farm  program  as  outlined  in  the  "Notice  of  Coiinty  Committee  Approval 
is  not  in  accordance  with  the  program  in  which  the  producer  is  cooperating 
v^ith  such  agencies,  a  representative  of  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Pro- 
gram in  the  county  shall  return  to  the  farmer  and,  if  he  desires,  rark  out 
with  him  a  program  which  is  acceptable  to  the  Soil  Conservation  Service 
or  the  Resettlement  Administration. 

TThen  the  farmer,   tlie  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  representa- 
tive, and  the  representative  of  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the  Re- 
settlement Administration,  whichever  is  involved,  have  agreed  upon  an 


acceptaole  program  for  the  farni,  the  "IJotice  of  County  Committee  Approval" 
shall  "be  si;?ned  "by  a  raernber  of  the  County  A^rri cultural  Ccnser/ation  Com- 
mittee and  an  authorized  representative  of  the- Soil  Conservation  Sei^ice 
or  the;  fiosettloment  Adrr.ini  strati  on  and  transmitted  to  the  farmer.  Every 
precaution  should  he  talcen  hy  the  County  Con.mittetj  to  avoid  delay  in  o'b- 
tainin^:  the  approval  of  these  agencies  and  in  transmitting  the  Porm  l''iER-103, 
103 A,  1033,  or  103C  to  the  producer. 

If  a  "l\'otice  of  County  Committee  Approval"  is  transmitted  to  the 
producer  prior  to  notification  that  the  producer  is  cooperating  in  a  pro- 
gram with  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the  Resettlement  Administration, 
the  approval  of  the  County  Committee  as  signified  on  the  "Notice  of  County 
Con:imittee  Approval"  siiall  not  be  withdravrn  unless  it  is  determined  tiiat  the 
producer  has  not  yet  performed  any  part  of  the  practices  or  made  any  com- 
mitment for  materials,  equipment,  or  labor  for  use  in  the  perforaance  of 
the  practices,  in  which  case  he  may  be  furnished  with  a  revised  copy  signed 
by  a  member  of  the  County  Agricultural  Consearvation  Committee  and  a 
representative  of  the  Resettlement  Administration  or  the  Soil  Conservation 
Service.

Instructions  for  Preparation  and  Use  of  Forms  and  Field  Procedure 

PART  VII.    DETERMINING  PERFORMANCE 

Section  1.    Supervisors  to  check  performance^    For  the  purpose  of 
determining  performance  under  the  I937  Program,  the  County  Committee  will 
employ  qualified  supervisors  who  will  visit  each  farm  for  which  work  sheets 
have  been  filed  and  will  assist  the  operator  of  the  farm  in  preparing  his 
report  of  performance.    Community  committeemen  may  be  employed  as  super- 
visors but  the  County  Committee  shall  not  employ  any  of  its  o'oti  members  to 
serra  i^  such  capacity  except  for  purposes  of  rechecicing  the  work  of  super- 
visors. 


All  persons  employed  as  supervisors  shall  be  thoroughly  trained  in  all 
necessary  details  of  the  program  and  have  a  complete  understanding  of  the 
duties  they  will  be  expected  to  perform.    This  is  highly  important  since  per- 
sons executing  certifications  of  applications  for  payment  depend  largely  on 
the  information  obtained  by,  and  the  recommendations  of,  the  supervisors. 

(  See.  2.    State  Offices  to  spot  check  the  work  of  supervisors.  The 

State  Office  shall  be  responsible  for  spot-cht^cking  the  work  of  local  super- 
visors in  order  to  deteimine  that  performance  under  the  1937  program  has  been 
checked  by  supervisors  in  accordr?.nce  with  all  applicable  instructions.  The 
State  Office  will  spot-check  at  least  yjo  of  the  farms  in  each  county  which  have 
oeen  checked  by  local  supervisors  and  shall  check  at  least  one  farm  reported 
hy  each  such  local  supervisor.    At  least  half  the  farms  which  are  spot-checked 
will  be  selected  at  rai.dom  from  tho-  co-onty  files  by  the  person  conducting  the 
spot-check.     In  each  county  the  work  of  each  supervisor  will  be  checked  start- 
ing within  30  days  after  the  supervisor  starts  work  and  continuing  until  after 
the  supervisor  has  completed  his  work. 

The  re-check  of  a  farm  shall  cover  a  portion  of  each  phase  of  the 
original  supervision  sufficient  to  determine  the  degree  of  completeness  and 
accuracy  of  the  original  check  by  the  local  supervisors.    A  sufficient  re-check 
of  linear  measurements  will  be  made  in  order  to  determine  th'j  degree  of  ac- 
curacy of  the  measurements  made  by  the  local  supervisor.    With  respect  to 
acreages  which  were  estimated  by  the  supervisor,  the  person  conducting  the  re- 
check  will  measure  an  amount  of  such  estimated  acreage  sufficient  to  deteimine 
the  degree  of  accuracy  of  the  supervisor's  estimates.    With  respect  to  the 
amount  of  materials  applied  in  connection  with  soil-building  practices,  the 
person  making  the  re-check  will  determine  whether  the  amounts;  shown  by  the 
supervisor  are  correct.    No  tolerance  v/ill  be  allowed  in  this  connection,  and 
the  findings  of  the  re-checker  will  be  final,  subject  only  to  appeal  to  the 
State  Office. 
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Adeqaato  roports  of  all  s'j.ch  re-»checks  shall  be  made  by  the  -lerson 
/jonductiii£-  the  re-check,  and  one'  rtdpv-^Gf  such report ts  forwardod  to  the  State 
Office  and  a  copy  retained  in  the  coi.mty  files.    A  record  of  all  errors  made 
by  loccl.  'jupervi  sors  will  be  entered  on  such  reports.     If,  after  a  spot-check 
has  been  made  of  a  local  supervisor' s  work  and  the  errors  which  the  supejr'/isor 
has  been  makin,^  have  been  called  to  his  attention  and  a/iequate  instructions 
given  to  him  with  respect  to  correcting  Lis  work,  such  sup'-rvisor  continues  to 
be  careless  and  his  work  incorrect,  the  employment  of  such  supervisor  siiall  be 
discontinued  and  all  the  reports  of  performance  whi^h  he  has  checked  will  be 
suspended  and  anew  supervisor  assigned  to  check  such  farms.    Supervisors  • 
should  be  informed  at  the  outset  of  their  enplcyraent  that  they  will  not  be  paid 
for  work  which  is  not  acceptable.    This  meaas  that  the  v/ork  of  spot-chscking 
must  bo  done  promptly  by  tho  State  Office  in  order  that  thj  pay  of  supervisors  • 
for  acceptable  work  may  not  be  held  up. 

Sec.  3.    Supervisor' s  report  to  Qounty  Comnitt^e. 

a.  The  County  Office  will  assemble,  for  use  by  the  supervisor  in 
making  his  report,  the  following: 

(1)  Copy  of  the  applicabj.e  Bulletin  ITo.  101  and  each  supple- 
ment thereto, 

(2)  Complete  copy  of  all  parts  of  Balletin  ITo,.  102  and 
supplements  thereto.  ,  ;  , 

(3)  Copy  of  applicable  x^IEE  Leaflet  IIo..  102. 

(4)  ■  Work  Sheet  (Form  lIIIR-102)  as  filed  for  each  farm,  and  one 
.  blajilc  copy  of  that  form  for  each  farm,  to  be  used  if  needed. 

(5)  The  map  of  the  farm  or  a  bl:inl-:  sheet  of  paper  on  which  a 
map  may  be  drawn. 

(6)  Copy  of  any  document  on  which  the  County  Com:r.ittee»  s  prior 
approval  of  base  acreages,  allowance,  or  one  or  more  soil-building  ^ 
practices  has  been  indicated.  ' 

(7)  A  surveyor's  chain  or  other  approved  raeas'jring  device.  ^ 

b.  ?or  each  farm  the  supervisor's  report  to  the  County  Committee 
will  consist  of  the  following: 

(1)  The  work  sheet  with  report  of  performance  completed 
(Form  i:SR-102). 

(2)  The  map  of  tho  farm  if  required  by  the  State  Committee. 

(3)  Sheets  on  v/hich  any  acreage  computations  were  made. 

(4)  Any  special  rccorajnendation  w  ith  respect  to  performance  or 
lack  of  it  which  the  su,pervisor  believes  the  County  Committee  should 
have  but  which  cannot  bo  sho\7n  on  Form.  K2R-102  or  the  map. 
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Sec.  4.    Map  of  farm. 

a.    TThero  raps  p.rg  to  "be  v.sod.     It  is  recomnended  that  maps  "be 
prepared  for  all  farms  for  which  .naps  have  not  previously  been  submitted 
this  year.    Hev?  maps  should  he  pre^^ared  also  wherever  the  maps  previously 
prepared  are  no  longer  sufficiently  accurate  or  complete.     It  is  "believed 
that  the  County  Committee  will  he  hetter  able  to  judge  performance  on  a  farm 
if  a  map  is  subnittcd  with  the  supervisor's  report.    Maps  arc  required,  how- 
ever, for  those  farms  on  which  it  is  necessary  to  make  acreage  measurements 
and  on  all  farms  in  those  Sta.tes  where  maps  are  required  by  the  State  Committee. 

"b.    Preparation  of  maps.    Maps  submitted  by  farmers  should  be  checked 
for  accuracy  to  see  that  no  fields  or  other  portions  of  the  farm  have  been 
omitted  and  that  the  acreage  shown  for  each  field  is  correct.    Iw  effort  should 
"be  made  to  draw  the  maps  to  scale,  but  the  maps  must  be  accurate  enough  so  that 
all  fields  can  bo  easily  identified  in  relationship  to  one  another.     It  is 
recommended  that  the  instructions  with  respect  to  preparing  maps  contained  in 
section  8,  part  III  of  KSR-B-5  (1S36  program)  be  used  vhen  training  supervisors 
who  arc  not  familiar  with  the  preparation  of  sketch  maps  of  farms. 

c .    TTnon  to  measure  or  to  estiina.tG  acreage. 

( 1 )  Soil-depleting  acreage  for  all  diversion  farms  yzLII  be 
measured,  except 

(a)  T/herc  it  is  evident  tho,t  the  rcrcage  of  soil-depleting 
crops  is  at  least  20  percent  below  the  raa:cimum  acreage  riiich  can 
be  grown  with  full  diversion  pa,yment  tho::tfor. 

(b)  "Vrnere  the  field  arrangements  in  1936  and  1937  make 
it  possible  to  determine  the  acres  diverted  \7ith0ut  making  com- 
plete measurements.

(c)  M^asur inp;  egnipnent .     Supervisors  will  use  only  such 
measuring  eqv.ipnent  as  is  approved  by  the  State  Office.

(2)  Steel  or  metallic  tapes,  66  feet  or  132 
feet  in  length,,  and  11  chaining  pins. 

(3)  ether  recognized  engineering  equipnent  and 
r.ethods  of  l<':.nd  neasurement ,  if  approved  by  the  State 
Of+'ioo. 

(d)  Method  of  ineasurir.g.    The  producer  or  his  representa- 
tive should  be  asked  to  a,ssist  in  making  field  rieaburc'.ieiits. 

The  areas  of  fields  will  be  calculated  from  the  measure** 
ments  of  the  sides,  diagonals,  or  other  principal  dimensions  of 
the  actual  crop  area,  orciuding  uncult iv?,ted  areas  along  fences 
or  roads  or  within  crop  bounds,    In  tho  case  of  cultivated  crops, 
one-half  of  the  width  of  the  row  should  Gervc  as  a  guide  in 
determining  the  distance  allowed  around  the  edge  of  ti^e  lioxd  as 
the  outside  boundary  of  the  field. 
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Distances  sho-cild  be  :T>9r.sured  to  the  i-icarc^t  tr/onticth  of  a  chain. 
If  chains  are  calibrated  in  tenths,  onu-helf  of  a  tenth  nay  be  estimated* 

Deterraination  of  field  areas,  by  chainin,^  sides,  diagonals,  or 
other  dimensions,  v/ithout  measuri-n^^  the  enclosed  angloc,  requires  that 
the  field  be  "sized  up"  very  carf:fa].ly  before  beginning  measuring. 
First,  the  shape  of  the  field  ra-art  be  observed  and  a  roa^h  preliminary 
sketch  made  on  scratch  paper  to  determine  hov;  to  measure  the  field,  or, 
if  necessary,  horr  to  divide  the  field  irto  measurable  areas. 

After  meapurj.ng  a  field,  a  defii  te  proportionate  sketch  of  the 
field  (not  to  exact  scale)  should  be  di  .\7n  on  a  map  by  the  supervisor 
GJid  each  measurement  for  each  field  should  be  indicated  on  the  nap. 
Computations  for  each  farm  should  be  made  in  a  note  book  or  on  sheets 
of  paper  vAiich  should  be  filed  rrith  the  County  Committee.    The  computa- 
tions for  each  farm  and  field  should  be  identified  by  vr^rk  sheet  serial 
number,  and  field  syr.:bol  so  that  each  computation  nay  be  checked  in  the 
County  Office. 

Under  instructions  of  the  State  Office,  supervisors  will  be 
trained  in  the  use  of  neasuriri^  eq-'iipmont  and  the  methods  of  computing 
acreages. 

(e)    Fractions.    Fractions  of  acres  shall  be  expressed  to  the 
nearest  tenth  of  an  acre,  and  fractions  in  hundredths  amounting  to  five 
or  less  shall  be  dropped,  v/hile  those  amounting  to  more  than  five 
hundredths  shall  be  considered  as  a  vrhole  tenth.    For  example:  5.12 
vrould  be  6.1;  6.15  would  be  6.1;   6,16  would  be  6.2. 

Sec.  5.    Aerial,  survey  maps.     In  those  counties  in  which  aerial  maps 
will  be  made  available,  separate  inotractions  will  be  issued  with  respect  to 
their  use  as  a  means  of  deterrnirdng  acreage  and  making  farm  maps.    These  , 
separate  instructions  will  supersede  the  instructions  contained  in  section  4 
above. 

Sec.  6.    Preparation  of  report  of  performance. 

a.  Assi£:nment  of  work  to  supervisors      l  copyint°:  work  pieets.  The 
County  Office  will  assign  to  supervisors  the  :  xms  on  which  performance  is  to 
bo  checked.    It  is  not  necessary  that  copies  (  '  the  work  sheets  (Form  7TER-102) 
be  r^do  for  the  supervisors  to  take  with  them.    However,  it  is  im.portant  that 
the  County  Office  keep  a  careful  record  of  each  work  sheet  which  the  super- 
visor takes  v/ith  him  to  the  farm.     It  is  suggested  that  this  record  be  kept 

in  the  left  hand  margin  of  the  listing  sheet  by  using  a  code  s^rstom  which  will 
shov;  which  supervisor  has  the  work  sheet  out,  the  date  it  was  assigned  to  him, 
and  the  date  he  returns  it  to  the  office.     If  such  a  sys^ten  is  rigidly  followed, 
it  shoCild  not  be  necessary  to  make  copies  of  the  work  sheet  until  after  per- 
formance is^  recorded.    At  that  time,  however,  a  copy  of  thj  work  sheet  will  be 
made  to  be  transmitted  to  the  State  Office  and  the  origir^al  retained  in  the 
county  files. 

b.  Serial  nu'-ibers  of  other  farms  in  the  county.  For  all  diversion 
farms  the  County  Office  or  the  supervisor  will  insert  in  the  top  margin  of 
Fottn  ITEEl-lOS  the  serial  number  for  every  other  farm  in  the  county  in  which  the 


spjne  producer  hac  an  interest  in  tho  1937  faxning  operations  tnit  ^ioh  Is 
not  Included  as  pert  of  the  farm  covered  "by  the  work  sheat  in  question,  (Soe 
Biilletin  101  or  section  15,  part  II,  of  Bulletin  102  for  definition  of  "farm".) 


c .     Sec<  I  -  Producers  Interested  in  fh^  1937  Tsj-nisi^  Q-perationq  find 
Division  of  Pe^ymen^s. 

(1)  Names  and  addresses-    Tho  supervisor  will  check  carefully 
to  see  t-iat  the  correct  and  full  tnail  address  of  each  producor 
entitled  to  share  in  anj''  paTniont  for  the  fam  covered  by  the  work  sheet 
and  report  of  performance  is  entered  in  section  I.    Particular  care 
should  "be  taken  to  see  that  the  name  of  the  producer  is  entered  in 
colTinin  (a)  exactly  as  the  producer  will  he  espected  to  sign  his  applica- 
tion for  payment. 

(2)  Share  of  soil-buildin,^-  payment.    For  every  farn  tho  super- 
visor will  enter  in  colur.in  (C)  opposite  each  producer's  name  the  figures 
showing  such  prod'-acer's  percentage  share  of  tho  soil-huilding  payment 
for  tho-  farm.     In  each  case  the  shr,re  for  each  producer  will  bo  that 
percentage  which  the  expenses  incurred  "by  such  producer  in  carrying  out 
the  soil-huilding  practices  on  the  farm  hears  to  the  total  expense 
incurred  "by  all  producers  in  carrying  out  such  practices.  Producers 
who  expended  money,  who  furnished  supplies  or  materials,  or  who  per- 
formed la.hor  without  direct  compensation  for  carrying  o-jt  a.  practice, 
incurred  expense  for  such  practice,    por  ex;jnple,  where  a  soll-tailding 
payment  is  to  he  divided  between  an  owner  and  a  share-tenant,  if  the 
owner  purchased  and  paid  for  all  of  tho  materials  used  in  carrying  out 

•  the  practices  ajid  the  tenant  furnished  all  of  the  labor  and  equipment 
with  which  to  apply  and  use  such  materials,  the  soil-building  payment 
for  the  farm  would  bo  divided  between  the  tenai:t  and  tho  owner  in  the 
proportion  that  tlie  actua.1  or  estimated  expense  incurred  by  each  bears 
to  tho  total  expense  incurred  in  carrying  out  all  of  the  practices. 

(5)     Sha.re  of  g^^neyp.l  diversion  payment*     For  every  farm  eligible 
to  earn  a  general  diversion  pa^anent,  the  percentage  figvires  showing  the 
6ha,re  of  such  'payment  which  each  producer  is  entitled  to  receive  should 
ba  entered  in  column    (d)  .    Tho  general  diversion  p.a;ymeut  for  a  farm  will 
be  divided  between  all  ir.torested  producers  in  the  same  proportion  as  the 
crops  in  the  general  soil-clcplotir.g  base  are  divided  under  their  lease 
or  operating  agreement. 

(4)    Share  of  tobacco  diversion  pg^yment.    For  every  farm  eligible 
to  earn  a  tobacco  diversion  pej-'mont,  the  percentage  figures  showing  the 
slaare  of  the  tobacco  diversion  payment  which  each  producer  is  entitled  to 
receive  will  be  entered  in  column  (D) .    In  all  cases  this  payment  will 
be  divided  among  the  interested  producers  in  the  proportion  that  the 
tobacco  grown  on  the  farm  is  divided  under  their  lease  or  operating 
agreement • 

yor  every  farm  in  pennaylvghia  eligible  to  earn  both  a  general- 
diversion  payment  g.nd  a  tobfic^co  diversion  pavraent.  the  percentage  share 
of  each  producer  in  the  tobacco  dlvorsion  payment  should  be  entered  in 
coLomn  (E)  just  to  the  left  of  column  (C)  a.nd  in  the  blank  space  above 
should  be  written  the  word  "Tobacco".

(5)  With  respect  to  each  type  of  paynent,  the  sxm  of  the 
porconta^o  shares  for  all  prod-ucers  shall  in  all  cases  equal  100 
percent. 

d.      Section  II  -  Utilization  of  Land. 

(1)  Entries  in  col"0-mn  (3).    The  supervisor  v;ill  enter  in 
column  (e)  the  actual  1937  acreages  of  the  various  crops  and  larid  uses 
shovm  in  coluTin  (a).    The  entries  vjitn  respect  to  crops  Mnd  land  uses 
to  he  made  in  coluinn  (E)  will  he  the  sa-ne  as  contained  in  the  instruc- 
tions in  section  19,  part  II,  of  this  oullctin.     (Kote:     An  inter- 
pretation has  been  aadc  that  coaii'ercial  hulbs  and  flovrers  art;  consider- 
ed, as  commercial  vegetables  and  sh'Ould  be  so  entered  on  the  work  sheet; 
and  that  nursery  stock  shall  not  be  considered  as  commercial  vegetables 
but  shall  be  considered  as  crop  land  only.     The  acreage  of  nursery  stock 
should  be  entered  on  line  24  or  25.) 

(2)  Verification  of  entries  in  column  (B) .     For  those  farms  on 
vrhich  the  acreages  as  entered  in  column  (B)  were  not  determined  and 
verified  by  an  actual  field  by  field  determination  by  a  supervisor  at 
the  time  the  work  sheet  v^a.s  filled  out,  the  supervisor  at  the  time  of 
determining  perf or:na.nce  will  verify  and  check  the  acreages  entered  in 
column  (B) .     If  column  (B)  was  not  completely  filled  out  at  the  time  the 
work  sheet  was  filed,  the  proper  entries  will  be  made  at  this  time. 

(3)  Adjustments  in  column  (C)  on  diversion  farms.     If  after 
verifying  THE  ACREAGES  IK  COLUIvIN  (3)  and  determining  the  acreages  to  be 
entered  in  col-omn  (e)  the  supervisor  believes  that  any  of  the  adjustments 
for  diversion  farms  as  entered  in  column  (C)  do  not  reflect  the  normal 
a,creages  of  crops  grown  on  the  farm,  he  should  make  note  of  any  changes 
he  believes  should  be  made  which  would  ha,ve  the  effect  of  an  adjustment 
in  the  farm's  soil-depleting  or  soil-consen/ing  base. 

Q.        Section  IV  -  Soil-buildin,-;:  allowance.    After  completing  and 
verifying  the  acreages  of  crops  and  laiid  uses  in  section  II,  the  supervisor  v/ill 
check  the  entries  made  in  section  IV  to  be  used  in  the  computation  of  the  farm's 
soil-building  allowance.     The  supervisor  should  be  thoroiighly  familiar  with  the 
method  of  computing  the  allowance  as  explained  in  the  instractions  contained  in 
section  24,  part  II,  of  this  bulletin.     It  should  be  remembered  that  the  soil- 
building  allowance  is  computed  upon  the  1936  land-use  data  with  respect  to  the 
acreage  operated  in  1937. 

For  all  diversion  farris,   the  entry  in  item  1  of  section  IV  'm  the  line 
designated  "Acres  diverted  for  pay^.ient"  should  be  made  as  follows: 

(l)    Diversion  farr.is  in  Maine.    Fur  every  diversion  farm  in  Ivlaine 
the  number  of  acres  to  be  entered  on  this  line  as  the  acres  diverted  for

actua.lly  applied  under  each  practice.     If  the  practice  as  actua,liy 
carried  out  differed  ma.terially  from  the  indicated  intentions,  sc  tha.t 
an  adeq'rate  description  of  tho  pra..ctice  as  carried  out;  cojinot  be  entered 
in  coltu  .n  (B)  ,  then  the  supervisor  should  drav/  a  line  through  the 
intended  practice  and  on  the  first  available  blanic  line  enter  the  practice 
a.s  actually  carried  out.     In  all  cases  a  complete  description  of  the 
practice  as  carried  out  must  bo  entered  in  colu.mn  (B)  in  order  that 


Co\mty  ojid  State  Offices  v/ill  have  a  basis  upon  which  to  determine 
whether  the  practice  was  carried  out  in  accordance  vath  approved 
instructions.    A  pai^t  of  this  description  should  show  the  land  on 
whi  ii  the  practice  was  carried  out.     For  example:     If  a  total  of  20 
units  of  lime  was  applied,  10  units  applied  to  pasture,  5  units  with 
a  clovor  seeding,  and  5  units  to  a  hayland,  such  facts  should  be  so 
not-;d  in  the  description  of  the  practice.     This  description  \7ill  be 
recorded  in  column  (B).

In  all  cases  the  super- 
visor will  record  on  the  report  of  performance  all  practices 
carried  out  on  the  foi-m  in  1937  v/hich  conform  to  the  approved 
practices  under  the  progrcm  whether  or  not  the  total  of  the 
payments  '.vhich  otherwise  could  be  eai'ned  for  such  practices 
exceeds  the  soil-building  allowance.     If  the  same  practice  v;as 
carried  out  on  more  than  one  field  it  is  permissible  to  list 
such  praxtice  separately  although  on  the  application  for  pay- 
ment all  practices  with  the  sane  code  number  will  be  consolxdated 
as  though  they  were  one  practice. 

Column  (3).     In  this  column  v.lll  be  entered  a  complete  and 
carcf'^ol  description  of  each  practice  as  carried  out. 

Colvjnn  (C).     In  this  column  will  be  entered  the  nu^.ber  of 
acres  on  which  the  practice  was  carried  out.    For  example,  if 
limestone  was  apjjliod  to  pjisture  lajid  there  would  be  entered  in 
column  (C)  the  number  of  a.cres  of  pasture  to  which  it  was  applied. 

Column  (D) .     In  this  column  should  be  entered  the  field 
letter  on  v/hich  the  practice  was  carried  out,  that  is,  the  field 
letter  sho\7n  for  that  field  on  the  map  of  the  farm. 
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Column  (h).     In  this  coluT.n  will  be  entered  the  total 
number  of  units  for  each  practice  carried  out  in  1937.  "Units" 
means  acres,  pounds,  tons  (short  tons  of  2,000  lbs.  avoirdupois) 
rods,  or  other  units  of  raoasurenent  for  determining  performance 
within  the  meaning  of  the  provisions  of  Bulletin  No.  101, 

( 4 )    Svidenco  required  and  suggested  methods  for  determining 
performance  of  particular  practices.     State  Offices  will  issue  instruc- 
tions for  supervisors  with  respect  to  the  particular  evidence  to  be 
required  ejid  the  methods  cf  determining  performance  of  individual  scil- 
building  practices.     In  all  cases  supervisors  should  be  thoroughly 
familiar  with  the  requirements  for  individual  practices  as  set  forth  in 
Bulletin  No.  101  and  Leaflet  No.  102. 

With  respect  to  practices  which  require  prior  approval  of  the 
County  Committee,  such  as  woodlot  management  and  farm  plan  practices, 
the  supervisor  should  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  description  of 
the  pra,ctice  as  ap)prcved  by  the  County  Comiiittee  so  that  he  may  determine 
whether  the  pre,ctice  was  performed  in  accorda.nce  therewith. 

With  respect  to  green-manure  crop  practices  for  which  the  rate 
is  to  be  doubled  wh^n  the  practice  was  carried  out  on  land  normally 
devoted  to  commercial  vegetables  so  Vm.t  the  green ^-.lanure  crop  replaces 
e,t  least  one  crop  of  commercial  vegetables  in  1937,  the  rate  shown  for 
the  practice  will  be  the  single  rate  for  plox/ing  under  green-manure  crops 
but  the  number  of  units  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  dovbled.  Por 
example,  if  a  rye  green-manure  crop  was  grown  and  plowed  under  on  five 
acres  of  land  normally  devoted  to  commercial  vegetables  so  -that  the 
crop  of  commercial  vegetables  was  replaced  in  1937,  the  acreage  to  be 
shown  in  column  (c)  for  the  practice  would  be  "5";  the  rate  would  remain  at 
$1.50,  and  the  n-uraber  of  units  in  column  (h)  would  be  "10".     In  such 
cases,  the  supervisor  will  indicate  in  column  (3),   "Sye  green-manure  crop 
replacing  one  crop  of  commercial  vegeta.bles.  "    Land  which  is  devoted  to 
commercial  vegetables  in  a  normal  rotation  so  that  vegetables  are  only 
grown  on  a  particular  piece  of  land  during  one  year  of  the  rotation  C2,n- 
not  be  considered  as  land  "normally"  devoted  to  commercial  vegetables. 
The  word  "norma.l"  will  apply  only  to  land  on  which  commercial  vegetables 
are  usually  grown  year  after  year. 

With  respect  to  the  farms  which  are  cooperating  with  either  the 
Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the  Resettlement  Adini::istration,  the  super- 
visor should  take  with  him  a  copy  of  Porm  NEil-103  (or  Form  1>IER-103-A, 
-E,  or  -C,  whichever  is  applicable  in  the  Sta.te)  as  e.pproved  by  the 
County  Committee  and  the  representative  of  either  the  Soil  Conservation 
Service  or  the  Resettlement  Administration.     So il -building  practices 
carried  out  on  such  farms  will  not  be  certified  for  payment  unless  they 
have  had  such  approval.     In  connection  with  the  practices  which  are 
approved,  hov/ever,  the  supervisor  will  only  list  on  the  report  of  perfor- 
mance those  practices  for  which  none  of  the  cost  was  borne  either  by 
the  Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the  Resettlement  Administration. 
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Sec.  7.     Increase  or  decrease  in  farm  acreage.    If  e.creego  on  which  the 
operator  of  a  farm  either  planted  a  crop  for  harvest,  or  harvested  a  crop,  in 
1937,  Was  a.dded  to  the  farm  as  described  on  the  work  sheet  after  the  work  sheet 
was  filed,  a  nov;  work  sheet  must  be  filled  out  covering  the  entire  farm, 
including  such  added  acreage,  and  the  data  for  the  farm  considered  only  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  new  work  sheet.     If  after  filing  the  work  cheot  for  the 
farm  the  operator  or  owner  of  such  farm  ceased  to  oporate  o.ny  acreage  included 
on  the  work  sheet  and  did  not  plant  a  crop  for  harvest  or  harvest  a  crop  in 
i       19'57  on  such  acreage,  a  new  work  sheet,  excluding  such  acreage  should  be  made 
out  for  the  farm.

In  no  event  shall  the  same  s.creage  be  includsd  o  n  more  than  one 
work  sheet  and  report  of  performance,     rho  old  work  sheets  for  farms  for  which 
new  work  sheets  are  made  out  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
shall  be  retained  in  the  county  files. 

In  this  section,  in  lines  3  and  4, 
will  be  inserted  the  name  of  the  supervisor  who  checked  performance  on  the 
farm  ia  1937  and  the  ria::ie(s)  of  the  prouucer(s)  who  furnished  data  with 
respect  to  such  performance. 

Sec,  9.     Statistical  s'onmary  of  3.937  performance.     After  reports  of 
performance  are  obtainD  d  by  the  superviocr,  they  will  be  checked  in  the  County 
Office  to  see  that  all  necessary  information  has  been  properly  recorded.  If 
any  information  has  been  o.v.itted  or  the  iniornaticn  on  the  report  of  performance 
is  not  sufficiently  complete  so  tb^at  the  County  Committee  v.-ili  have  sufficient 
information  upon  which  to  base  their  certification,  such  reports  of  performance 
•shall  be  returned  to  the  supervisor  for  correcTiion,

After  the  forego- 
ing data  has  been  entered  on  the  application,  the  supervisor  shall 
obtain  the  signatures  of  all  interested  producers.  Producers' 
signatures  should  be  in  ink  whenever  practicable.     If,  however, 
the  signature  is  made  in  pencil,  it  must  not  be  traced  in  ink. 
Refer  to  Section  5  of  this  Pcrrt  IX  for  instructions  on  signatures. 

(b)  Entries  to  be  made  in  County  Office.  After  the  supervisor 
turns  the  performance  data  and  signed  original  application  back  to  the 
Coujaty  Office  the  following  data  shall  be  entered  with  a  tj'pewriter: 

( 1 )     Section  III  of  the  Application  —  General  Soil-Depleting 
Crops.     If,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  contained  in  K2R~  \ 
AlM-48  issued  by  the  Director  of  the  Northeast  Division  on  April 
12,  1937,  no  deduction  is  to  be  recommended  by  the  County  Committee 
for  increasing  in  1937  the  acreage  of  soil-depleting  crops  over  the 
soil-depleting  base  which  could  be  established  for  the  farm,  no 
entries  will  be  made  in  Section  III.     If  no  such  entries  are  made  it 
will  be  assumed  from  the  certificate  of  the  Coionty  Committee  con- 
tained in  Section  VIII  of  the  Application  that  there  has  been  no 
increase  in  general  soil-depleting  crops  in  1937  which  tends  to 
defeat  the  purpose  of  the  1937  Agricultural  Conservation  Program. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  County  Committee  determines  that 
in  1937  there  has  been  an  increase,  on  a  farm  which  in  1937  has 
an  acreage  of  general  soil-depleting  crops  in  excess  of  20  acres, 
of  general  soil-depleting  crops  over  the  general  soil-depleting 
base  which  could  be  established  for  the  farm  which  tends  to  defeat 
the  purposes  of  the  1937  Agricultural  Conservation  Program,  then. 
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the  followirxg  entries  shall  be  made  in  Section  III  and  a  new 
application  shall  he  completely  typed  up  in  the  County  Office 
and  submitted  to  the  producer(s)  for  signature.     The  old  appli- 
cation shall  be  retained  in  the  county  file  relating  to  the 
respective  farm. 

On  line  1  shall  be  entered  the  1937  acreage  of  general 
soil-depleting  crops  as  shown  in  Section  II,  column  (S),  line 
14  of  the  "TJ'ork  Sheet  and  Report  of  Performance",  excluding, 
however,  any  tobacco  acreage  shown  in  column  (e),  line  13  of 
such  section. 

On  line  2  shall  be  entered  the  general  soil-depleting 
base  established  for  the  farm.    Such  base  shall  represent 
the  acreage  normally  used  for  the  production  of  general  soil- 
depleting  crops  on  the  farm.     The  normal  acreage  of  such 
crops  shall  be  obtained  from  Section  II,  column  (B),  lines 
1  to  12,  inclusive,  of  the  "Work  Sheet  and  Report  of  Perform- 
ance" . 

On  line  3  shall  be  entered  the  figure  obtained  by  sub- 
tracting the  entry  on  line  2  from  the  entry  on  line  1. 

On  line  4  shall  be  entered  the  dollar  rate  per  acre  shown 
for  the  State  in  that  section  of  the  applicable  Bulletin  ITo.

(2)  Section  lY  of  the  Application  —  Computation  of  Payment. 
Neither  the  County  nor  the  State  Office  should  make  any  entries 
in  Section  IV  under  "Computation  of  Payment".

Two  yellow  copies  of 
the  application  (?orms  LT3R-106a)  shall  be  typewritten  in  their  entirety 
(using  carbon  paper,  of  co-urse). 

Sec.  4.    Application  for  Payment  —  Diversion  Farms,  Porm  1\[ER-107. 
Entering  the  Basic  Data.    After  the  supervisor  has  completed  the  report 
of  performance  the  application  form  shall  be  prepared  in  triplicate 
(original  on  Porm  JTER-107  and  copies  on  Porm  NER-107a)  in  the  County  Of- 
fice prior  to  submitting  the  original  of  the  application  to  the  producer 
for  his  signature.     The  following  data  shall  be  typed  thereon:

Performance",  for  the  farm,  and 
shall  be  entered  after  the  State  and- county  code  number  in  the  upper 
right-hand  corner  of  the  application  form. 

(b)  Multiple  Farm  Holdings.  In  the  space  provided  in  the  upper 
right-hand  corner  of  this  form,  in  the  box  entitled,  "Liultiple  Provisions 
Applicable",  the  County  Office  shall  enter  the  names  of  those  producers 
entitled  to  share  in  the  payment  respecting  the  farm  covered  by  the  ap- 
plica-tion  who  have  an  interest  as  a  producer  in  one  or  more  other  farms 
in  the  county  not  covered  by  this  same  application.

Agricultural  Conservs.tion  Program  one  raem"ber  of  the  committee  shall  sign 
the  certificate,  Section  VIII,  for  the  committee.
